Experience  has   proved  that  ordinary 
military  precautions  are   of  no  avail   to 
protect  the  frontier  settlements    from  tht- 
5tealtby  incursions  of  small  bands  of  In 
dians.     Such    arc     the     swiftness    and 
secrecy      and     of     their       nioveiB»nts, 
the    snake-like   and   cunning    adroitness 
with  which  they   sneck,  and   crawl,  and 
creep  through  the  grass  and  bushes  of  the 
prairie,  that  a  half  a  dozen  of  these  keen 
eyed  and  light-footed   assassins  have  irr 
q  lently  penetrated  at  will  to  the  heart  c 
Oir  settlements,  giving  no   note  or   sign 
of  their    presence  till  it  was  revealed    in 
some  startling  and  horrible  atrocity,  while 
the  dexterity  with  which  they  can    cover 
their  trail  had  enabled  them  almost  inva- 
riably to  batllie  the  most  vigilant  and  en- 
ergetic pursuit.     An   instance   in   point, 
among    numerous     others,    is    the    late 
shocking  massaon-  in  Blue  Earth  county. 
Five  Indians  stole  into  the  midst  of  a  pop 
ulous  county  and  murdered  a  family  of  six 
persons  while  .it  breakfast.     The  cry    ot 
horror  and    alarm  was    at    once    raised 
throughout  the  whole  border.  The  United 
States  cavalry    garrisoning  the    lines    of 
frontier  posts  were  sent  by   hundreds  up- 
on the  track  of  the  assassins.     Hundreds 
of  citizens    joioed   in  the  pursnit.     The 
whole  country  was  scoured  in    every    di- 
rection,  but  no  Indians  were  found,   or 
seen  only  to  disappear  into  deeper  mys- 
tery.    Th»  Indians,  in  tho  nieantim*,  did 
not  leave  the  neighborhood   for   several 
days.     They  camped  the  first  night  within 
a  mile  of  the  seece  of  the  murder. 

In  the  course  of  a  few  days  they  ap- 
peared at  various  poinrs  and  shoti  down 
two  or  three  more  victims  by  way  of  tes- 
tifying to  their  presence,  and  when  they 
bad  got  all  the  horses  and  plunder  tboy 
wanted  they  rode  off,  nobody  knew 
when  or  where  or,  indeed,  if  fhey  had 
gone  at  all  until  the  news  aame  from 
Fort  Wadsworth  that  they  had  been  in- 
tercepted and  killed  by  Indian  scouts  a 
htiadred  miles  west;  and  nobody  knows 
when  or  where  they  will  reappear  again 
upon  whi?  family  which  sleeps  to-night, 
in  fancied  security  the  dreadful  blow  will 
fail  to-morrow  morning;  what  unwary 
traveller  the  bullet  of  the  hidden  savage 
will  next  lay  low.  Nobody  knows  wheth- 
er the  green  grass  which  friug^ds  tte  lake 
before  his  door  i.i  not  an  ambuscade  of 
Sioux  whose  unerring  rifles  arc  pointed  at 
hia  heart ;  whether  murdt-r  does  rot 
crouch  in  the  clump  of  boshes  that  shad- 
ows the  margin  of  the  brook  or  lurk  in 
the  ravine  where  he  has  been  a^-cu^tomed 
to  send  his  daughter  to  the  spring. 

All  through  our  Southwestern  counties 
this  ever  present  terror  broods  over  eve- 
ry door-wav,  makes  the  daylight  dreadful 
and  fills  the  night  with  mysterious  hor- 
rors. 

Throughout  large  districts,  men  and 
women  have  given  up  all  other  avocations 
to  sentinel  each  other  against  this  invis- 
ible, skulking  foe.  It  is  vain  that  posts  and 
garrisons  are  established  in  their  neigh- 
borhood. Fifry  thousand  soldiers  plant- 
ed along  our  fronli.^r  would  not  relieve 
the  settlers  of  the  universal  feeling  of  in- 
security, arising  from  the  peculiar  tactics 
of  the  Indians.  Th'-y  have  learned  by 
dear-bought  experience  that  a  single  In- 
dian ambushed  in  the  grass  is  more  than 
a  match  for  thoutands  of  white  soldiers. 
They  can  neither  prevent  him  from  doing 
what  mischief  he  wishes  or  catch  him  af- 
ter he  has  done  it.  Now  the  question 
with  oar  border  settlers — and  to  them  it 
is  a  ijaestioa  of  life  and  death — is  by  what 
means  to  circumvent  the  wily  tactics  of 
the  Indian,  how  to  penetrate  the  royste- 
rv  in  which  be  envelops  himself  and  by 
which  he  multiplies  one  real  to  a  thou 
sand  imaginary  terrors ;  how  to  track 
him  to  his  haunts  ;  how  to  ti.^d  and  how 
to  catch  him. 

This  question  once  solved  the  frontier 
can  sleep  in  security.  The  people  of  our 
southwestern  counties  have  now  hit  upon 
an  expedient,  which  when  put  in  opera- 
tion, will  made  an  end  of  Indian  raids 
into  Minnesota.  TLcy  have  discovered 
an  antidote  to  the  bane  of  Indian  sly- 
ness. They  are  going  to  get  a  cat  to 
catch  this  rat.  They  are  going  to  put 
bloodhounds  on  the  trail  of  these  sly  and 
secret  a-^isaasins.  The  movement  was 
commenced  somQ  trnn<!  ago  in  those  conn- 
ties  by  Col.  C.  P.  Evans,  of  Garden  City. 
Col.  Evans,  who  is  a  leading  citusen  of 
Blue  Eartb  county,  and  has  always  taken 
a  prominent  part  in  repelling  Indian 
raids,  is  a  near  relative  of  the  Jewett 
family  who  were  murdered  at  Mankato 
by  the  Sioux,  being  a  brother  to  one 
of  t  le  vif-tims  and  uncle  to  the  others. 
He  has  been  delegated  by  the  County 
Commissioners  of  Blue  Eartb,  Watonwan, 
Martin  and  Brown  counties,  to  proceed 
south  and  purchase  a  pack  of  blood- 
bounds  to  track  marauding  Indians — and 
is  now  in  this  city  on  his  way  to-'N.ish- 
ville  for  tftat  purpose. 

These  conn  ifs,  however,  have  been  so 
much  impoverished  by  frequent  Indian 
raids  and  consequent  panics,  that  they 
were  not  able  to  raise  an  amount  suffi- 
cient to  carry  the  projec»through. 

The  County  Commis&ioners  subscribed 
in  all  $88.5,  llisir  scrip  being  reduced  to 
cash,  and  they  expected  the  Gov'r  would 
add  to  this  several  hundred  dollars  from 
the  military'  contingent  fund.  But  this 
iund  being  nearly  exhausted,  the  Gov- 
ernor could  only  appropriate  $100  for  the 
purpose. 

Mr.  Evans  has  been  strongly  urged  fo 
seek  assistance  in  bis  laudable  enterprise 
from  the  merchants  of  St.  Paul,  who  are 
deeply  interested  in  the  prosperity  of  the- 
Minnesota  Valley.  A  few  hundred  dol- 
lars subacribed  to  his  bloodhound  fund 
would  be  worth,  he  thinks,  a  reinforce- 
ment of  ten  thousand  soldiers  to  our 
f  ootbireaterQ  /rontier,  and  the  mere  moml 


volxjm:e  v. 
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effect  of  the  knowledge  that  our  citizens 
had  contributed  liberally  to  an  enterprise 
so  essential  to  the  security  of  the  frontier, 
would  be  invaluable. 

The  Press  Printing  Company  head  s  the 
St.  Paul  Subscription  to  the  blood- 
hound fund  with  a  contribution  of 
fifty  dollars.  Col.  McLarem  of  the 
2d  cavalr>''folIows  with  a  subscription  of 
twenty  dollars,  and  we  have  no  doubt 
that  all  our  prominent  citizens  will  sub- 
scribe with  eqoal  liberality.  In  no  way 
can  money  be  spent  more  profEtably  for 
the  interests  of  this  city  and  State.

Second.  That  owing  to  no  faTtltof  the 
enlisted  men  or  of  the  State  aothorities, 
these  organizations  were  not  formally 
mu«iered  into  the  service  of  t1^  United 
States  until  October  and  November, 
1862. 

Third.  That  the  muster-out-rolls  dis- 
tinctly stato  that  the  men  were  "receiv- 
ed and  accepted  into  tbe  service  of  the 
United  States  for  three  years  from  their 
respedivi  dates  of  enrollment.^ 

Fourth.  That  Major  Lester,  Commis- 
sary of  Musters  23d  army  corps,  had  de- 
cided that  one  of  the  said  regiments  could 
not  be  mustered  out  of  service,  under  the 
order  directing  the  di:«eharge  of  all  troops 
whose  t*  rai  of  service  expires  prior  to 
October  1st,  1865. 

Tbe  injustice  of  this  decision  was  so 
apparent  that  I  applied  in  my  said  com- 
munication liT  %  special  order  from  the 
War  Department  directing  that  t!ae  term 
of  said  organisations  should  be  computed 
for  three  years  from  the  time  at  which 
the  men  were  enlisted  and  entered  upon 
duty,  or  in  other  words,  from  the  date  of 
the  conuaissions  of  the  original  field  offi- 
cers of  the  respective  regiments,  which 
were  issued  after  the  said  organizations 
were    respectively  filled  to  the  minimum. 

In  reply  I  received  a  letter  from  Col. 
Vincent,  Ass't.'Adjatant  General,  dated 
the  26th  ult.,  stating  that  ''instructions 
had  been  issued  to  tbe  proper  Commis- 
saries of  Musters  to  include  these  regi 
ments  in  the  troops  to  be  mnstered  out  in 
consequence  of  their  term  of  service  ex- 
piring prior  to  October  1st,  1865,"  and, 
he  adds,  "in  these  caseo  the  term  is  to  be 
reckoned  from  date  of  enlistment  on  ac- 
count of  the  unavoidabio  delay  in  their 
muster." 

But  I  am  now  in  receipt  of  a  second 
communication  from  Col.  Vincent,  stating 
that  bis  said  "letter  of  tbe  25th  ult.,  is 
withdrawn,  and  that  instructions  have 
been  issacd  to  the  proper  commissaries  of 
musters  to  investigate  the  facts,  with  the 
view  ot  settling  the  date  at  which  these 
regiments  should  be  mustered  out  of  the 
service."  He  also  states  "that  said  regi- 
ments are  not  serving  in  either  of  the 
armies  for  muster-out  of  which  orders 
have  yet  been  issued." 

This  latter  decision,  especially  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  order  for  mustering 
out  of  volunteer  white  troops  whose 
term  of  service  expires  prior  to  October 
1st,  next,  has  now  been  extended  to  in- 
clude all  tbe  armties  and  Departments,  is 
s)  oppressive  and  unjust  \o  the  i;tate  of 
Minnesota  that  I  respectfully  and  ear- 
nestly ask  for  immediate  relief  in  the 
premises. 

The  reference  of  the  facts  to  the  De- 
partmint  Comm'tssaries  of  Musters  will 
improperly  hold  and  annoy  these  gallant 
men  for  months  to  come ; — whereas  my 
entire  statements  can  be  fully  corrobor- 
ated in  one  hour,  bv  an  examination  of 
the  original  muster-in-rolls  on  file  in  your 
Department. 

Minnesota  has  never  faltered  in  her 
devotion  to  the  Union.  Her  citizens  and 
State  Government  have  nobly  responded 
to  every  call  of  tbe  National  authorities. 
And  now  that  the  war  is  substantially 
dosed,  and  productive  fields  are  barren 
for  Walit  of  labor,  and  tbe  fansilies  of  her 
brave  soldiers  are  in  constant  apprehen- 
sion of  Indian  raids,  she  asks,  and  re- 
spectfully demands,  that  the  failure  of  the 
United  Stales  officers  to  meet  and  muster 
these  men,  uponjthe  threshold  of  their 
service  shall  not  be  construed  to  the 
wroiig  of  the  soldier,  and  the  injury  of  the

borders ;  saw  Spangler  several  times  the  day 
after  t%e  assassination  in  tho  theiitre;  my 
feelings  were  excited,  and  I  remained  on  the 
spot  the  whole  day. 

Jas.  Smith  testitied  to  seeing  Booth  pass  off 
the  stage ;  thfhk  he  got  off  before  Stewart  or 
anybody  else  got  on  the  stage ;  I  saw  Stewan 
turn  round  aod  loulc  up  at  the  box  in  which 
tie  President  was  murdered ;  I  did  not  watch 
him  any  further. 

Mrs.  Margaret  Bronson  testified  that  she 
first  saw  Payne  in  Gettysburg,  immediately 
after  the  battle:  Payne  was  in  hospital  there; 
T*ai  very  kind  to  the  sick  and  wounded 

Mr.  Foster  claimed  that  the  foundation  for 
proposing  Payne's  insanity  ha<l  already  tjeen 
uiid  belore  the  prosecution.  The  crime  in  iu 
inception,  the  manner  in  which  it  was  discov- 
ered, and  the  action  of  Payne  both  before  and 
since  his  arrest,  went  to  show  insanity.  Mr. 
Poster  detailed  the  etrcnrostances  attending 
tbe  attempt  to  kill  Secretary  Seward,  in  sup- 
port of  his  theory. 

Dr.  Nichols,  Saperintendent  of  the  Insane 
Asylum, was  called.  If,  he  Faid,  a  man  at- 
tempts to  murder  asick  man  in  his  bed,  whom 
bo  had  not  before  seen,  and  assaults  four  oth- 
ers in  (he  saoie  house,  witness  would  suspect 
him  to  be  insane;  and  also  if  he  remained 
talking  with  a  servant.

If  he  would  abandon  his  horse  in 
the  woods  and  make  his  way  to  a  house  which 
he  w<mld  -  suspect  to  be  guarded,  witness 
would  tot  suppose  him  to  be  indifferent  to 
the  conscqnences.

One  of  the  guard  who  was  called  for  the 
defence  testified  that  Payuc  said  to  him  he 
wished  they  would  hang  him,  as  ne  was  tired 
of  life.

After  the  reading  of  the  record  the  exanr- 
ination  of  witnesses  for  the  defense  was  re- 
sumed. Charles  Butler  and  John  Gruenthor 
testified  that  Spangler  was  at  his  boarding  ' 
house  in  Washington  several  days  after  the 
assassination.  The  latter  never  saw  Spangiev 
wear  a  moustache. 

Thomas  Reibold  testified  that  about  the  7tti 
of  March  Mr.  Merrick,  of  the  National  HoteL 
asked  him  to  reserve  some  seats  in  the  orches- 
tra, and  he  did  so;  l)ut  the  party  not  having 
arrived  at  the  end  of  the  first  act,  the  seals 
we.c  occupied  by  ott.cr  persons;  I  took  them, 
to  box  No.  6,  which  was  locked  an^  C'uld  not- 
be  entered;  then  crossed  to  lioxes  7  and  8, 
generally  termed  the  President's  boxes,  which 
were  also  locked ;  I  kicked  the  door  open 
with  my  toot;  when  the  President  occupied 
the  box  we  used  the  door  of  box  8 ;  that  door 
was  used  on  the  night  of  tho  assassination ;  I 
don't  know  that  the  lock  was  ever  repaired  ;  I 
never  thought  of  having  it  fixed ;  never 
thought  it  worth  while  to  mention  it;  Boottt 
occupided  box  7,  the  one  in  which  the  lock 
waS' fixed,  one  niebt  about  two  weeks  previous 
to  tbe  assassination ;  he  had  previously  en- 
gaged 1)0X  4,  but  requested  to  have  box  7 ; 
the  position  of  the  chair  which  the  President- 
occupied  was  tho  same  which  I  had  fixed  on 
two  occasions ;  the  reason  was  that  if  placed 
In  any  other  position  the  rockers  would  be  in 
the  way;  the  removal  ofthe  partition  left  a 
triangular  comer  to  the  left  of  the  balustrade 
of  the  t)ox,  and  the  rockers  were  in  this  cor- 
ner and  out  of  the  way ;  that  was  tho  only 
reason  I  put  it  there;  witness  was  shown  the 
rope  found  in  Spangler's  carpet-bag.  and  said 
it  looked  like  tho  rope  used  in  the  files  for 
drawing  up  the  scenes,  and  Is  called  border 
rope. 

Cboss  Examined.— Don't  tbink  the  proper 
place  for  such  rope  would  have  been  a  carpet 
sack  half  a  mile  away ;  don't  think  Spangler 
supplied  the  theatre  with  a  rope  at  his  own 
expenso;  we  often  take  down  many  of  these 
ropes,  and  take  them  up  in  tbe  loft  until  we 
use  them  again ;  I  was  in  the  box  about  five 
minute*  in  the  evening  Ijefore  the  assassina- 
tion ;  did  not  sec  a  mortice  in  the  wall,  or  a 
pieee  of  wood  to  fast^jn  the  door.

One  old  man,  seventy  "live 
years  old.  born  in  the  North  a  free  man,  had 
been  kidnapped  at  tbe  age  of  fifteen  years  and 
Ijeen  held  in  slavery  sixty  years.  Ho  was  de- 
termined, this  being  his  first  opportunity,  to 
regain  his  freedom.  On  one  of  the  planta- 
tions an  overseer  shot  and  killed  one  negro 
and  wounded  another  for  not  hastening  to 
work  after  looking  at  some  ot  our  suluiers 
passing.  The  overseer's  House  was  burned 
down  after  stripping  his  family.  Ho  succeed- 
ed iu  making,  his  escape.  The  negroes  are 
rapidly  enlisting. 

The  people  of  Montgomery  are  very  sullcni 
not  relishiug  their  being  subjected.

M.,  going  via  Fhildelphia  and  New  York  to 
Springfield,  Mass.,  where  he  waa  delayed  by 
tniias  missing  connection,  and  remained  all 
day.  He  then  took  the  can  and  went  direct 
to  Bnrlington.  where,  in  getting  his  supper, 
he  dropped  his  handkerchief  with  his  name 
written  upon  it.  At  St.  Albans  he  left  the 
train  and  proceeded  on  foot  to  Canada,  where 
he  went  part  way  by  rail  and  part  on  foot,  to 
Montreal.where  he  was  secreted  by  some  of  the 
sympathizers,  and  on  the  morning  of  the  20th 
he  hiid  an  interview  with  George  N.  Sanders. 
He  then  left  and  went  in  direction  of  a  monas- 
tery. He  was  known  to  be  ia  thst  Ticiaity 
that  day,  and  cannot  since  be  found  or  heard 
of.    It  is  probable  that  he  i-  within  their  walls. 

— An  Indianapolis  dispatch  of  the  30th 
nit.,  says:  "In  the  United  Stotes  Conrt  to- 
day, the  jury  in  the  case  of  Scott,  charged 
with  murdering  Capt.  McCarty,  who  was  en- 
gaged In  notifying  drafted  men  of  Davies 
county  in  October  last,  returned  a  verdict  of 
guilty  nothing  has  yet  been  heard  from  Wash- 
ington relative  to  Boa'lcs  and  Milligan,  and 
unless  something  does  arrive  to  change  the 
present  state  of  things,  both  will  be  hung  on 
Friday  next.  The  friends  of  Milligan  are  con- 
fident that  his  sentence  will  be  commuted, 
but  all  agree  that  Bowles  will  stretch  hemp. 
The  unfortunate  men  are  preparing  for  death 
and  consult  spiritual  advisers  daily." 

— Gen.  Lenaon,  who  returned  to 
Washington  last  week  from  a  visit  to  South- 
western Va.,  represents  the  temper  of  the 
people  in  that  section  as  very  unsatisfactory. 
The  planters  generally  avow  their  determiiu* 
tion  not  to  hire  their  former  slaves,  but  to 
i  nport  white  labor.  One  gentlemen  in- 
tormed  him  that  he  had  employed  his 
tree  blacks,  contracting  to  give  them  a 
portion  of  the  crops  they  raised,  and  added 
they  had  all  gone  steadily  to  work. 

— In  the  Hi  use  of  Commons,  on  the 
19tb,  Mr.  GnlBths  asked  Lord  Palmerston  if 
his  attention  h.nd  been  drawn  to  a  proclama- 
tion offering  ;?100,(XX)  reward  for  the  appre- 
hension oi  Jeff.  Daviij,  and  whether  the  Min- 
isters were  prepared  to  make  any  representa- 
tions to  the  United  States  Government  in  ref- 
erence to  the  treatment  of  Sonthern  leaders. 
Lord  Falinerston  said  that  the  only  reply  he 
conld  give  was  that  Her  Majesty's  government 
has  DO  intention  of  attempting  any  interfer- 
ence in  the  intemationHl  affairs  of  the  United 
States.    [Received  with  cheers.] 

— The  Paris  correspondent  of  the 
Momitiff  Herald  asserts  that  the  news  of  the 
opening  of  recruting  offices  for  Mexico  in  New 
York  and  Washington,  created  an  immense 
beasation.  The  Paris  Moniteur  refrains  from 
any  allusion  to  it.  The  general  impression  is 
that  Napoleon  will  not  stand  it,  and  will  send 
a  French  squadron  to  intercept  any  reinforce- 
ments for  Juarez. 

— A  private  letterfroma  citizen  of  New 
York,  now  residing  at  Matamoras,  Mexico, 
•^ays  a  mock  funeral  o(  Mr.  Lincoln  took  place 
in  that  city  when  the  news  of  his  death  was 
received.  The  secession  sympathisers  collect- 
ed on  the  streets,  and  had  a  controversy,  they 
pretending  it  waa  the  body  of  the  late  Presi- 
dent. 

—The  health  of  Gen.  Winfield  Scot 
is  so  improved  as  to  enable  him  to  ride  and 
walk  in  moderation.  The  old  hero  visited 
the  Surrogate's  oflBce,  ia  New  York,  on  Wed- 
nesday last,  with  reference  to  the  estate  of  his 
late  wife,  who  died  some  time  ago  in  Italy. 
It  appearing  that  a  testamentary  paper  bad 
been  executed  by  the  deceased  lady,  which  is 
still  at  Rome,  the  Surrogate  informed  the 
General  that  it  must  be  sent  for,  io  order  to 
obtain  probate  here,  or  in  Baltimore,  where 
the  personal  assets  are. 

— Gen.  Shermin  having  had  his  say,  it 
is  probable  that  other  letters  will  make  their 
appearance  bearing  on  the  controversy  rather 
to  his  disadvantage.  One  of  these  letters,  It 
is  said,  was  written  by  Jeff.  Davis  after  the 
armistice  was  signed  and  approved.  It  is  con- 
ceding more  than  he  had  any  reason  to  expect 
in  the  arch-traitor "s  judgment.  It  acknowl- 
eged  the  rebel  government  as  virtually  exist- 
ing in  the  rebal  States,  to  which  the  soldiers  of 
Johnston's  army  were  to  ■  be  allowed  to  return 
with  their  arms.  Davis  also  expressed  the 
opinion  that  under  the  amistice  the  United 
States  would  be  held  responsible  for  the  Con- 
federate dsbt. 

— F.  P.  Blair,  Sr.,  has  sent  invits- 
tioni,  through  his  son.  Major  General  Blair, 
to  all  the  general  officers  of  the  Seventeenth 
army  corps,  to  a  banquet  to  be  given  to- 
morrow at  Silver  Spring.  It  la  understood 
that  the  General  will  take  advantage  of  the 
occasion  to  announce  his  determination  to 
tender  his  resignation  and  return  to;  civil  life 
in  Missouri. 

—Jeff.  Davis  will  be  tried  at  a  special 
term  of  the  United  Sutes  District  Court,  be- 
fore a  lull  bench  of  Judges. 

—Judge  Catron,  Associate  Justice  of 
the  United  States  Supreme  Court,  died  at 
Nashville,  Tennessee,  on  the  eveniag  of  the 
.30th  ult. 

—The  President  is  about  to  issue  a 
proclamation  announcing  the  restoration  ot 
peace,  and  wiil  also  shortly  abolish  all  miiiu- 
ry  tribunals. 

—The  4th  army  corps  are  under  orders 
tor  a  trip  down  the  Mississippi,  received  since 
the  surrender  of  Kirby  Smith  was  known. 

—A  Nashville  dispatch  says:  "Hon. 
John  C.  Bradly,  Col.  Nicholas  Davis  and 
Judge  Parsons  of  Alabama,  are  here,  en  route 
for  Washington,  to  confer  with  the  President 
relative  to  the  reorganization  of  civil  govern- 
ment in  Alabama. 

Howell  Cobb  waspaioled  t©;vi8it  his  family. 

Secretary  Mai  lory  and  Senator  Hill  left  yes- 
terday for  Fort  Warren." 

—The  archieves  of  Tennesae©  weie 
captured  three  miles  from  Buzzard  Roost 
They  fill  forty -one  boxes,  containing  papers 
of  ail  the  State  officers. 

-The  specie  and  papers  of  the  Bank 
of  Tennessee  were  captured  in  Augusu.  The 
speciejfiiied  fifty-six  boxes  and  two  small 
casks.  0.  C.  Jorbest,  rebel  President  of  the 
Bank,  was  not  captured. 

— Jttf.  Davis  arrived  at  Washington 
on  Wednesday  last,  and  Is  now  confined  on 
board  a  monitor.  No  communication  is  al- 
lowed with  him. 

—The  Secretary  of  War  baa  ordered 
that  the  returned  prisoners  enlisted,  and  who 
hive  endared  the  hardships  of  Andersonville, 
and  other  rebel  prisons,  be  mustered  out  as 
soon  as  possible,  and  that  they  be  allowed 
three  months*  extra  pay. 

—Gen.  Rosecrans  has  been  granted 
six  months'  leave,  and  will  soon  visit  the  P*. 
cific  coast. 

—Gen.  Thomaa  will  assume  command 
of  the  Virginia  Department  on  Monday  nest. 

—Gen.  Grant  has  presented  to  the 
Northwestern  Sanitary  and  Soldiers'  Home 
Fair  at  Chicago  his  old  Clay  bank  war  horse 
"Jack."  This  horse  he  rode  when  he  first  en- 
tered the  service  as  Colonel  of  the  21st  Ill- 
inois Volunteers,  and  which  he  continued  to 
use  until  appointed  Lieutenanc-Gcneral.  Oen 
Grant,  aceonnuied  by  Mrs.  Grant,  willptniJ

In  the  fall  of  1862  the  writer  of  this 
article,  being  then  a  member  of  the  staff 
oi  Gen.  Haileck,  had  frequent  occasion 
to  wait  npon  oar  recently  deceased  Presi- 
dent, both  during  official  houra  and  at 
other  times. 

Once — on  what  was  called  "  a  public 
day,"  when  Mr.  Lincoln  received  ail  ap- 
plicants in  their  turn — the  writer  wa« 
struck  by  observing,  as  he  passed  through 
the  comdor,  the  heterogereoua  crowd  of 
men  and  women,  representing  all  ranks 
and  classes,  who  were  gathered  in  the 
large  waiting  room  outside  the  Presiden- 
tial suite  of  offices. 

Being  ushered  into  the  President's 
chamber  by  Major  Hay,  the  first  thing  he 
saw  waa  Mr.  Lincoln  bowing  an  elderly- 
lady  out  of  the  door — the  President's  re> 
marks  to  her  being,  aa  she  still  lingered 
and  appeared  reluctant  to  go:  "lam 
really  very  sorry,  madame ;  very  sorry. 
But  your  own  good  sense  must  tell  you 
that  I  am  not  here  to  collect  small  debts. 
You  must  appeal  to  the  courta  in  regular 
order." 

When  she  was  gone,  Mr.  Lincoln  sat 
down,  crossed  his  legs,  locked  his  hands 
over  bis  knees,  and  commenced  to  laugh 
— this  beir({  bis  favorite  attitude  when 
much  amused. 

"  What  odd  kinds  of  people  come  in 
to  see  me,"  he  said,  "  and  what  odd  ideas 
they  have  about  my  olfice  !  Would  you 
believe,  Major,  that  the  old  woman  who 
has  just  left,  came  in  here  to  get  from  me 
an  order  stopping  the  pay  of  a  treasury 
clerk,  who  owes  her  a  board  bill  of  about 
$70  ?"  And  the  iVesident  rocked  him- 
self backward  and  forward,  and  appeared 
intensely  amused. 

"iibe  may  have  come  in  here  a  Uyal 
woman."  continued  Mr.  Lincoln;  "but 
Pil  be  bound  she  has  gone  away  believ- 
ing that,  the  worst  pictores  of  me  in  the 
Richmond  press  only  lack  truth  in  not 
being  half  black  and  bad  enough.^* 

This  led  to  a  somewhat  general  conver- 
sation, in  wliich  I  expressed  surprise  that 
he  did  Dot  adopt  the  plan  in  force  at  all 
military  headquarters,  under  which  every 
applicant  to  see  the  General  commanding 
bad  to  be  filtered  through  a  seive  of  offi- 
cers— Assistant  Adjutant  Generals,  and 
s*  forth,  who  allowed  none  in  to  take  up 
the  General's  time  save  such  as  they  were 
satistjed  bad  business  of  sufficient  impor- 
tance, and  which  could  be  transacted  in 
no  other  manner  than  bj  a  personal  in- 
terview. 

"Of  every  hundred  people  who  come 
to  see  the  ganeral-in  chief  daily,"  I  ex- 
plained, "not  ten  have  any  sufficient  bus- 
iness with  hm,  nor  are  they  admitted. 
On  being  asked  for  what  purpose  tbej  de- 
sire to  see  hioi,  and  stating  it,  it  is  found, 
in  nine  cases  oul  ot  ten,  that  the  business 
properly  belongs  to  some  one  or  other  of 
the  suboidinate  bureaus.  They  are  t'ucn 
referred,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  the  quar- 
termaster, commissary,  medical,  adjutant 
general,  or  other  departments,  with  an 
assurance  that — even  if  they  saw  the  gen- 
eral-io  chief — he  could  do  nothing  more 
for  them  than  give  them  the  same  direc- 
tion. With  these  points  courteously  ex- 
plained," I  added,  "they  go  away  quite 
content,  although  refused  admittance." 

"Ah,  yes  I"  said  Mr.  Lincoln' gravely 
— and  his  words  on  this  matter  are  im- 
portant as  illustrating  a  mle  of  his  action, 
and  to  some  extent,  perhaps,  the  essen- 
tially representative  character  of  his  mind 
and  of  bis  administration.  "Ah,  yes ! 
such  things  do  very  well  for  yoa  military 
people  with  your  arbitrary  rule,  and  in 
your  camps.  But  the  office  of  the  Presi- 
dent is  essentially  a  civil  one,  and  the 
affair  is  very  different.  For  myself,  I 
feel — though  the  tax  on  my  time  is 
heavy — that  no  hours  of  my  day  are  bet- 
ter employed  than  those  which  thus 
brings  me  again  within  the  direct  contact 
and  atmosphere  of  the  average  of  onr  peo- 
ple. Men  moving  only  in  an  official  circle 
are  apt  to  become  merely  official — not  to 
say  arbitrary — in  their  ideas,  and  are 
more  apt,  with  each  passing  day,  to  forget 
that  they  only  hold  power  in  a  represen- 
tative capacity.  Now  this  is  all  wrong. 
I  go  into  these  promiscous  receptions  of* 
air  who  claim  to  have  business  with  me 
twice  each  week,  and  every  applicant  lor 
audience  has  to  take  his  turn  as  if  waiting 
to  be  shaved  in  a  barber's  shop.  Many 
of  the  matters  brought  to  my  notice  are 
utterly  frivolous,  but  others  are  of  more 
or  less  imporunce,  and  all  serve  to  renew 
in  me  a  clearer  and  more  vivid  image  of 
that  great  popular  assemblage  out  ot 
which  I  sprang,  and  to  whi;±  at  the  end 
of  two  years  I  must  return,  I  tell  you, 
.Major,"  he  said— appearing  at  this  point 
to  recollect  I  was  in  the  room,  for  the 
former  part  of  these  remarks  bad  been 
made  with  half-shut  eyes,  as  if  in  soliloquy 
— "I  tell  yoa  that  I  call  these  receptions 
my  publio^opinion  baths — for  I  have  but 
little  time  to  read  the  papers  and  gather 
public  opinion  that  way  ;  and  though  they 
may  not  be  pleasant  in  all  their  particu- 
lars, the  effect  as  a  whole,  is  renovating 
and  invigorating  to  my  perceptions  of  re- 
sponsibility and  duty.  It  would  never 
do  for  a  President  to  have  guards  with 
drawn  sabers  at  his  door,  as  if  he  fancied 
he  were,  or  was  trying  to  be,  or  were  as- 
suming to  be,  an  Emperor." 

This  remark  about  "guards  withdrawn 
sabers  at  lis  door"  called  ray  attention 
afresh  to  what  I  had  remarked  to  myself 
almost  every  time  I  entered  the  White 
House,  both  then  and  since ;  and  to  which 
I  had  very  frequently  called  the  attention 
both  of  Major  Hay  and  Gen.  Haileck— 
the  utterly  unprotected  condition  of  the 
President's  person,  and  the  fact  that  any 
assassin  or  maniac,  seeking  his  life,  could 
enter  his  presence  without  the  interfer- 
ence of  a  single  armed  man  to  hold  him 
back.  The  entrance  doors,  and  all  doors 
on  the  official  side  of  the  bulding,  were 
open  at  all  boars  of  the  day  and  very  late 
in  the  evening ;  and  I  have  many  times 
entered  the  mansion  and  walked  up  to  the 
rooms  of  the  two  private  secretaries  as 
late  aa  nine  or  ten  o'clock  at  night,  with- 
out seeing  or  being  challenged  by  a  siigle 
soul.  There  were,  indeed,  two  attend- 
ants— one  for  the  outer  door  and  one  for 
the  door  ol  the  official  chambers;  but 
these— thinking,  I  suppose,  that  none 
would  call  after  office  hoars  save  persons 
who  were  personally  actjuainted,  or  had 
the  right  of  ofiicial  entry— were,  not  un- 
frequently,  somewhat  remiss  in  their  du- 
ties. 

To  this  fact  I  now  ventured  to  call  the 
PrtsidentV  attention,  saying  that  to  me— 
perhaps  from  my  European  education — it 
appeared  a  deliberate  courting  of  danger, 
even  if  the  countiy  were  in  a  state  of  the 
profoundest  peace,  for  the  person  at  the 
head  of  the  nation  to  remain  so  unoro- 
tected.  *^ 

••  Even  granting.  Mr.  Lincoln,'.'  I  said, 
"that  no  assassin  should  seek  your  life, 
the  large  number  of  lunatics  always  ia  a 
community,  and  always  larger  in  times 
like  these,  and  the  tendency  which  in- 
sanity has  to  strike  at  shining  objecU,  or 
whomsoever  is  most  talked  about,  should 
lead,  I  submit,  to  some  guards  about  the 
place  and  to  some  permanent  officers 
with  the  power  and  duty  of  questioning 
all  who  seek  to  enter."  To  this  I  added 
some  brief  sketches  of  the  all  but  innu- 
merable crazy  letters  and  projects  which 
were  continually  being  received  at  Gen- 
UaUeck's  headquarters,  and  which  he 
had  laughingly  one  dav  tnri;.(l  over  to 
me,  on  the  grounU  tbat  I  now  »nd  then 
wrote  verses. 

"There  are  two  dangers,  fberefore,"  I 
wound  up  hj  wyipg,  "Ui«  danger  of  dfl- 


liberate  politioAl  assaasination,  and  the 
mere  brute  violence  of  insanity." 

Mr,  Lincoln  bad  board  om  with  a  saule, 
his  hands  still  locked  across  his  knees, 
and  his  body  still  rocking  back  and  forth 
— the  common  indication  that  he  was 
amused. 

"Now,  as  to  political  assassination," 
he    said,    "do  you  think  the    Richmond 

[leople  would  like  to  have  Hannibal  Ham- 
in  here  any  better  than  myself?  In  that 
one  alternative.  I  have  an  insurance  on 
my  life  worth  half  the  prairie  land  of 
Illinois.  And  besides,  (this  more  gravely) 
if  there  were  such  a  plot,  and  they 
wanted  to  get  at  me.  no  vigilance  could 
keep  them  out.  We  are  so  mixed  up  in 
oar  affairs  that — no  matter  what  the  sys- 
tem established — a  conspiracy  to  assass- 
inate, if  such  there  were,  could  easily 
obtain  a  pass  to  see  ine,  for  any  one  or 
more  of  its  instruments, 

"To  betray  fear  ot  this,  by  placing 
guards,  &c.,  would  only  be  to  put  the 
idea  into  their  heads,  and  perhaps  lead 
to  the  very  result  it  was  intended  to  pre- 
vent. As  to  the  crazy  folks.  Major,  why, 
I  must  only  take  my  chances,  the  worst 
crazy  people  I  fear  being  at  present  some 
of  my  own  too  zealous  adherents.  That 
there  miy  be  such  dangers  as  ^oa  and 
many  others  have  suggested.  1.4  quite 
possible ;  but  I  guess  it  wouldn't  improve 
tilings  any  to  publish  that  we  are  afraid 
of  them  in  advance." 

At  this  point  the  President  turned  to 
the  papers  I  had  brought  over  for  his 
signature,  and  signing  them,  handed  them 
to  me  with  some  message  for  Gen.  Hai- 
leck. Whereupon  I  bowed  myself  out, 
and  the  stream  ot  omnium-gatherum  hu- 
manity from  the  waiting-rooms  again  be- 
gan flowing  upon  him,  sometimes  in  in- 
dividuals, sometimes  in  deputations  or 
collective  waves. 

The  whole  interview  I  have  here  nar- 
rated, though  taking  so  much  longer  to 
toll,  had  probably  not  endured  oven  ten 
or  fifteen  minutes,  and  it  was  the  first,  al- 
though not  the  only  time,  that  I  beard 
Mr.  Lincoln  discuss  the  possibility  of  an 
an  attempt  to  assassinate  him. 

The  second  time  was  when  be  came 
over  one  evening  after  dinner  to  General 
Halleck's  private  quarters  to  protest — 
bait  jocularly,  half  in  earnest — against  a 
small  detachment  of  cavalry  which  had 
been  detailed  without  his  request,  and 
partly  against  his  will,  by  the  lamented 
General  Wadsworth,  as  a  guard  lor  his 
carriage  in  ^oing  to  and  returning  from 
the  Soldiers'  Home.  The  burden  of  his 
complaint  wa»  that  ha  and  Mrs.  Lincoln 
"couldn't  hear  themselves  talk"  for  the 
cla'ter  of  their  sabres  and  spurs,  and  that, 
as  many  of  them  appeared  new  bands  and 
very  awkward,  he  w.as  more  afraid  of  be- 
ing shot  by  the  accidental  discharge  of 
one  of  their  carbines  than  any  attempt 
npon  his  life  or  for  his  capture  by  the 
rovirg  squad  of  Jeb  Stuart's  cavalry, 
then  hovering  all  around  the  exterior 
works  of  the  city. 

This  conversation  is  related,  as  repro- 
duced by  a  memory  of  perhaps  more  than 
average  tenacity,  preciselv  as  the  writer 
would  rewar<^  the  matter  if  called  upon  to 
give  evidence  thereon  in  a  court  of  jus- 
tice>  Nothing  has  been  added  to  it,  nor 
anything  suppressed,  that  I  can  recollect. 
The  President's  remarks — perhaps  solilo- 
quy were  the  better  term — relative  to  the 
necessity  of  constant  intercommunication 
with  the  average  people  of  the  country, 
made  a  deep  impression  on  me ;  and  his 
calling  these  general  receptions  his  "pub- 
lic-opinion baths,"  wai  a  phrase  not  soon 
to  be  forgotten. 

From  the  2o;h  of  August,  1862.  until 
relieved  from  Gen.  Halleck's  staff— late 
in  December  of  the  same  year — the  writer 
had  the  good  fortune  of  enjoying  frequent 
opportunities  of  seeing  and  hearing  Mr. 
Lincoln ;  and  more  especially  during  the 
dark  days  from  Gen.  Pope's  disastrous 
defeats  at  the  second  Bull  Run  and  Chan- 
tilly  until  after  the  enemy,  beaten  by  Mc- 
ClttUan  at  Antietam,  had  again  been 
driven  South.  During  all  this  period  the 
President,  accompanied  by  either  Major 
Hay  or  Mr.  Nicolay,  spent  some  hours 
several  evenings  in  each  week  at  Gen, 
Halleck's  private  quarters :  and  it  is  cer- 
tainly not  too  much  to  say  that  the  more 
any  candid  mind  saw  of  Mr,  Lincoln — 
even  if  opposed  to  bis  political  views — 
the  more  deeply  must  it  have  become  im- 
pressed by  the  homely  honesty,  kindiess, 
force,  shrewdness,  originality,  humor  and 
self-sacrificing  patriotism  of  that  great 
and  good  man's  character. 
—  »  <  ♦  t  » 

Woman's  Suflrage. 
Editorj  fit.  I*aul  I^ress : 

The  following  petition  is  circulating  in 
Hennepin  and  Anoka  counties,  and  it  is 
started  thus  early  in  order  that  its  friends 
throughout  the  State  may  have  time  to 
consider  and  sign  it  before  the  meeting 
of  the  next  Legislature.  Negro  suffrage 
will  come  out  of  the  rebellion,  and  the 
argument  is,  that  woman  is  asgosdas 
the  "  nigger,"  and  if  votes  are  not  to  b« 
distinguished  by  co^r,  neither  should 
they  be  known  by  stx.  A  vote  is  the 
expression  of  ideas  and  principles,  which 
all  classes  should  cultivate  and  exercise ; 
and  woman's  ballot-bo.x  may  be  in  her 
own  parlor,  where  the  whole  business  of 
election  may  be  done  with  quietness  and 
refinement.  It  is  believed  that  good 
measures  would  be  favored  by  woman  ;

Men  claim  that  taxation  without  rep- 
resentation Is  uDjost;  which  is  trac.  And 
applied  to  woman,  it  is,  of  course,  equally 
nnjust. 

4th.  The  participation  of  woman  at  the 
Ballot  Box  would  tend  to  impart  a  reflnhig 
and  purifying  influence  to  our  politics. 

5th,  Many  of  the  sovereigns  of  Enropean 
nations  have  been  women,  and  few  feci  that 
Queen  Victoria  is  out  of  her  appropriate  sphere 
as  the  bead  of  Church  and  State  in  England 
She  has  done  honor  Iwth  to  herself  and  her 
ofllce. 

We  urge,  then,  the  propriety  of  the  proposed 
amendment,  and  that  our  petition  be  granted, 
we  shall  ever  pray.

A  SCorjr  About  Andy  Johnson. 

Mr.  F,  B,  Carpenter,  who  spent  several 
months  in  the  White  Honse,  while  painting 
his  picture  of  the  "  Emancipation  Proclama- 
tion before  the  Cabmet."  contributes  to  the 
Independent  a  sketch  of  the  late  President, 
from  which  we  make  the  tollowiag  extracta : 

Shortly  afterward,  he  told  ns  this  story  of 
"Andy  Johnson,"  as  he  was  familiar  in  the 
habit  ofcalling  him.  It  waa  a  few  weeks  prior 
to  the  Baltimore  Convention,  before  It  was 
known  that  Governor  Johnson  would  be  the 
nominee  for  the  Vice  Presidency.  Said  he, 
"  I  had  a  visit  last  night  from  Colonel  Moody, 
the  'lighting  Methodist  Parson,'  as  he  is  call- 
e<l  in  Tennessee.  He  is  on  bia  way  to  the 
Philadelphia  conference,  and,  being  in  Wash- 
ington over  night,  came  up  to  see  me.  He 
told  men,"  he  continued,  "this  story  of  Andy 
Johnson  and  General  Buell,  which  interested 
me  intensely.  Colonel  Moody  was  in  Nash- 
ville the  day  that  it  was  reported  that  Buel 
had  decided  t»  evacuate  the  city.  The  rebels 
strongly  re-cnforced  was  said  to  be  within  two 
days'  march  of  tlie  capital.  Of  course  the 
city  was  greatly  excited.  Said  Moody,  "  I 
went  In  search  of  Johnson  at  the  edge  of  the 
evening,  and  found  him  at  his  office,  closeted 
with  two  gentlemen  who  were  walking  the 
floor  with  him,  one  on  each  side.  As  I  enter- 
ed they  retired,  leaving  me  nionc  with  John- 
son, who  came  up  to  me  manifesting  intense 
feeling,  and  said,  'Moody  wo  are  sold  oat  I 
General  Buell  is  a  traitor !  He  is  going  to 
evacuate  the  city,  and  In  forty-eight  hours 
we  shall  all  be  in  the  hands  of  the  rebels." 
Then  he  commenced  pacing  the  floor  again, 
twisting  his  hands,  and  chafing  like  a  caged 
tiger,  utterly  insensible  to  his  friend's  entreat- 
ies to  b«corae  calm.  Suddenly  he  turned,  and 
said.  "Moody,  can  you  prav  ?"  "That  is  my 
business,  sir,  as  a  minister  of  the  Gospel,"  re- 
fumed  the  colonel.  "Well,  Moody,  I  wish 
vou  would  pray."  said  Johnson;  and  Instant- 
ly both  went  down  upon  their  knees  at  Oppo- 
site sides  of  the  room.  As  the  prayer  t>ocame 
fervent,  Johnson  began  to  respond  in  true 
Methodist  style.  Presentlr  he  crawled  over 
on  bin  hands  and  knees  to 'Moody's  side,  and 
put  his  arm  over  him.  manifesting  the  deep- 
est emotion.  Closing  the  prayer  with  a 
hearty  "Aroen !"  from  each,  they  arose.  John- 
8tm  took  a  long  breath,  and  said  with  empha- 
sis, "Moody,  1  feel  »)etter !"  Shortly  after- 
ward be  asked,  "Will  you  stand  by  me  ?" 
"Certainly,  I  will,"  was  the  answer.  "Well, 
Moody,  I  can  depend  npon  you ,  you  are  one 
in  a  hundred  thousand!"

Xcfl*  Davis  and  his  Sltnation. 

The  following  statemoBts  are  from 
Fortress  Monroe  correspondence  of  the 
Philadelphia  Inquirer,  dated  May  26. 

"  Yesterday  morning  Davis  complained 
of  being  siok,  and  expressed  a  wish  to 
see  a  physician.  The  officer  of  the  day, 
after  consulting  the  proper  authorities, 
told  bis  prisoner  that  a  doctor  would  be 
allowed  bim.  "  What  physician  have 
you  here  P"  asked  Jeff,  ol  Captain  J.  £. 
Tetlow,  the  officer  of  the  day  on  duty 
yesterday.  Captain  Tetlow  mentioned 
the  names  of  Doctors  Bancroft,  Jane- 
way  and  Cravel. 

••  •  Whero  is  Dr,  Bancroft  from?'  que- 
ried Jeff.  *  From  Connecticut,'  answered 
the  Captain.  'Don't  want  him  then. 
Where's  Janeway  from?'  '  I  don't  know.' 
'  Do  you  know  where  Graven  is  from .'' 
persisted  Jeff,  *  Yes ;  he  is  from  New 
Jersey.'  'Let  rac  have  him  then.*  In 
justice  to  Dr,  Craven,  we  feel  compelled 
to  say  that,  notwithstatding  the  invidi- 
ous and  insulting  selection  of  the  chief 
of  traitors,  the  physician  is  and  ever  has 
been  an  unconditional  Union  man  dyed 
in  the  wool.  The  doctor  found  nothing 
seriously  wrong  with  Jeff.'s  physical  con- 
dition. 

The  real  reason  of  Davis'  desire  for  a 
physician  became  apparent  when  his 
noontide  meal  was  served.  The  mur- 
derer of  our  prisoners  is  fed  on  the  reg- 
ular army  rations,  precisely  of  the  same 
quantity  and  quality  as  is  served  to  our 
soldiers  in  garrison,  Jeff,  hasn't  been 
partaking  of  this  food  with  any  apparent 
relish.  At  noon  yesterday  he  threw  his 
soup,  bread  and  meat  from  him,  exclaim- 
ing in  a  loud  and  angry  voice  that  he 
was  "not  accustomed  to  such  fare,  and 
would  not  put  up  with  it." 

The  officer  and  his  guards  on  duty  in- 
side the  cell  looked  on  in  quiet  surprise.' 
Davis  became  still  more  iraie,  and  strode 
up  and  down  his  cell,  exclaiming  that  he 
"was  to  be  murdered." 

At  one  time  he  endeavored  to  deprive 
one  of  the  guards  of  his  gun.  Failing  in 
this,  be  tore  open  his  vest  and  8hirt,bared 
his  breast  and  asked  to  be  shot.  This 
mclo-dramatic  request  was  not  com- 
plied with,  on  the  contrary,  the  officer 
of  the  day  and  Oen,  Mdes  were 
apprised  of  the  violent  conduct  of  the 
prisoner,  and  irons  were  ordered  to  be 
placed  upon  his  ankles.  It  will  be  seen 
by  this  that  the  ironing  was  justifiable  in 
every  point  of  view. 

When  the  officers  were  about  to  place 
the  gyves  upon  him  be  became  more  vio- 
lent than  before,  and  resisted  with  all  his 
Siwer  the  adjustment  of  the  manacles, 
e  was  gently  but  firmly  held,  and  the 
shackles  fastened.  He  violently  berated 
the  officer  while  performing  this  unpleas- 
ant duty.  He  was  allowed  to  scold  on 
uninteruptedly. 

Since  his  incarceration  he  has  conduct- 
ed himself  in  a  haughty  and  supercilious 
manner,  till  yesterday,  when  he  became 
outrageously  violent,  lie  is  calmer  to- 
day. Dr.  Craven  has  again  visited  him, 
and  reports  his  health  as  good. 

No  napers  are  allowed  to  be  taken  in 
his  cell.  While  on  the  Clyde  he  managed 
to  gain  possession  of  an  Enquirer,  con- 
taining the  proclamation  of  President 
Johnson  setting  a  price  upon  his  head ; 
after  reading  which  he  remarked  that  the 
United  States  Government  would  never 
dare  to  hang  him.     Time  will  tell. 

Our  readers  will  note  that  the  above  is 
from  Philadelphia,  which  fixes  its  charac- 
ter aa  a  romance  quite  as  distinctly  as  if 
it  were  signed  by  Baron  Munchausen 
himself.

An  Interview  Wicli  I^ee. 

A  correapondent  of  the  Columbiui  '3WnoA 
who  styles  himself  "a  Northern  clergyman," 
lately  paid  a  visit  to  Gen.  Lee.  We  do  not 
commend  hU  taite  or  good  aenie,  bat  qoote 
bis  account  ef  the  interview : 

In  my  peregrinations  thronghoat  the  city 
of  Richmond,  I  took  the  liberty,  in  company 
with  Surgeon  McCracken,  a  common  friend, 
of  walking  to  the  Lee  mansion,  unrecsm- 
mendcd,  and  in  plain  republican  style,  rang 
the  entrance  bell.  Quickly  there  appeared 
at  the  door  a  good-looking  mulatto,  who 
politely  waited  my  command.  This  colored 
servant  was  very  courteous  and  kind.  Hia 
manner  was  easy  and  unassuming,  indicating 
familiarity  with  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  a 
readiness  to  accommodate.  Sambo  seemed  to 
have  a  kind  heart,  but  was  particular  as  ■  to 
who  we  were,  and  what  our  business  was  with 
his  master,  for  whom  he  seemed  to  entertain 
a  profound  atuchment. 

"Can  I  see  General  Lee,"  was  the  simple 
question  I  put  on  this  occasion  to  the  servant. 
"This  is  not  the  regular  day  when  he  receives 
company,  and  he  has  not  vet  received  any 
visitors, '  he  replied,  "hut,  but,"  and  he  sur- 
veyed me  with  a  hesitating  look,  not  knowing 
what  to  say  next,  when  I  obscr>cd,  "perhapi 
Mr.  Lee  will  see  a  Northern  clergvman  in  his 
private  parlor  a  little  while."    "i'our  name, 

sir  ?"  he  asked.    "Mr. ,  of ,"  1  replied. 

He  bid  me  walk  into  the  vestibule,  and  soon 
disappeared,  then  quickly  returned  and  usher- 
ed mc  into  a  parlor.  I  took  my  seat  on  one  of 
the  richly  cushioned  crimson  sofas  coastitut 
ing  a  part  of  the  furniture  of  the  room,  and 
awaited  the  entree  of  the  great  rebel  chief. 
The  room  had  nothing  to  ornament  it  but  one 
table,  on  which  was  a  pitcher  of  water — anoth- 
er of  Spartan  simplicity— and  withal  some 
very  ordinary  chairs. 

My  musings  were  soon  interrupted  by  the 
entrance  of  the  General,  who  with  an  easy 
smile  and  a  graceful  simplicity  of  manner,  bid 
me  welcome  as  a  member  of  Sherman's  ar- 
my. General  Lee  looks  older  than  his  por- 
traits generally  make  him.  He  is  nearly  hfty- 
seren  years  of  ago.  His  hair  is  gray,  bis  head 
large,  his  forehead  grandly  arched,  and  his 
eyes  and  nose  of  a  generous  greatness — finer 
than  it  is  represented  in  the  portraits.  The 
mouih  is  large,  the  lips  somewhat  fallen,  and 
it  is  here  about  the  mouth  that  a  faint  feelmg 
of  vanity  is  visible.  Gen.  Lee's  manners  are 
those  ot  a  man  accustomed  to  homage,  which 
has  Ijeen  rendered  to  him  by  the  Southern 
people  and  lioldiers  for  the  last  four  years.  In 
bis  conversation  with  me  the  General  was  ex- 
ceedingly affable  and  ulkative,  but  he  un- 
doubtedly has  the  faculty  of  being  reserved. 

I  agree  with  the  English  Colonel,  who  pro- 
nounces Gen.  Leo  the  handsomest  man  he 
ever  saw.  He  is  tall,  broad  shouldered,  well 
set  up,  looks  every  inch  a  soldier.  He  has  a 
most  captivating  pereonalle,  a  fair  and  open 
face,  dark,  liquid  eyes,  glowing  when  aroased 
like  polished  diamonds.  His  physiognomy 
is  of  the  Corsair  character,  and  he  is  pccu 
liarly  free  and  degage  in  all  bis  attributes. 
He  luanil'ests  no  signs  of  vanity  or  personal 
bravado.  There  is  not  a  glance  that  would 
betray  the  willing  ambition  that  would  say, 
'I  am  the  man  who  commanded  the  armies 
of  the  south  in  tbeir  mission  of  destroying 
the  'fairest  framework  of  Government  tliat 
eve.-  rose  to  animate  the  hopes  of  mankind. V' 
Throughout  all  ports  of  the  South  he  is  re- 
garded a«  the  most  consummate  General  of 
the  world— hence,  when  he  capitulated  they 
gave  np  the  cause  as  hopeless. 

I  conversed  with  the  rebel  leader  on  t  va- 
riety of  subjects,  upon  all  of  which  he  ex- 
pressed opinions.  He  -  was  emphatic  in  his 
utterances,  -  and  seemed  to  have  weighed 
everything  with  studied  care.  The  murder 
of  the  President  met  with  his  hearty  detesta- 
tion, and  he  regards  the  terrible  deed  as  a 
calamity  without  a  name.  To  my  question, 
•'Do  you  think  the  rebellion  is  ended?"  he  an- 
swered, very  impressively,  "Yes,  sir;  and  had 
it  not  been  for  politicians,  it  would  have  been 
settled  long  ago."  'i  he  politicians  to  whom 
he  referrea  were  undoubtedly  Davis.  Breck- 
inridge, Toombs,  and  others  of  that  sort.  He 
believed  that  biiterness  and  revenge  would 
soon  die  out  from  both  sections,  and  that 
the  soldiers  of  the  two  armies  would  become 
again  nnited  in  the  bonds  of  friendship  and 
harmony.

SHERMAN  AND  QRANT. 


A  Scrap  of  History. 


From  the  New  York  Times. 

Apropos  of  the  complaint  of  G^eneral 
Sherman  that  his  correspondence  with 
General  Johnston,  respecting  the  amnesty 
before  the  capitulation  of  the  rebel  troops 
in  North  Carolina,  has  been  withheld 
from  the  public  by  the  Secretary  of  War, 
it  is  as  wtll  to  re^te  the  following  inci- 
dent, which  carries  with  it  its  own  com- 
ment, and  the  truth  of  which  will  not  be 
questioned. 

Just  before  General  Grant  initiated  his 
splendid  campaign  against  Vicksburg,  in 
the  spring  of  18G8,  and  after  all  the 
preparations  had  been  made  for  swinging 
loose  from  the  base  of  supplies  on  the 
Mississippi  Rirer,  to  make  the  circuitous 
inland  march  via  Jackson  Mississippi,  to 
the  rear  of  Vicksbarg,  be  was  called 
upon  by  General  Sherman,  and  spoken 
to  as  follows : 

"  Gen.  Grant,  I  feel  it  to  be  my  duty 
to  say  that  as  a  subordinate  officer  I  am 
bound  to  give  you  my  hearty  co-opera- 
tion in  this  movement ;  but  having  no 
faith  in  it,  I  feel  it  due  to  my  military 
reputation  to  protest  against  it  in  writing, 
and  hope  that  my  protest  will  beforward- 
ed  by  you  to  Washington." 

•'Very  well,  Sherman,"  quietly  replied 
the  Commanding  General;  "send  along 
your  protest ;  I'll  take  care  of  it." 

The  next  day  Gen.  Grant  received  Gen. 
Sherman's  paper,  and  the  movement  was 
then  initiated  which  culminated,  in  less 
than  three  months,  in  the  lurrender  of 
Vicksburg  and  its  immense  garrison. 
Prior,  however,  to  Pemberton's  capitula- 
tion, but  after  it  was  morrally  certain  that 
the  rebel  stronghold  must  fall.  Gen.  Sher- 
man rode  up  to  Gen.  Grant's  headquar- 
ters one  day,  and  found  his  chief  stretch- 
ed on  the  ground  beneath  bis  "fly,"  en- 
deavoring to  keep  as  cool  as  pcMib'e  in 
the  sultry  mi  summer  weather.  They 
were  chatting  pleasantly  on  the  prospects 
of  the  quickly-approaching  success,  when 
Gen.  Grant's  Assistant  Adjutant  General 
came  up  and  asked  him  for  a  certain  pa- 
per of  Official  importance. 

It  is  well  known  that  Gen.  Grant  en- 
tered upon  the  campaign  without  more 
"personal  baggage  than  a  tooth-brush," 
and  this  accounts  for  the  fact  that  his  of- 
ficial records  were  carrie  1  in  the  breast- 
pocket of  his  military  blouse.  Taking  a 
handful  of  documents  from  this  recepta- 
cle, he  selected  the  one  that  had  been 
asked  for,  and  before  putting  the  rest 
away,  drew  forth  a  second  paper  from  the 
pile.  Then,  turning  to  Sherman,  with  a 
merry  twinkle  in  his  eye,  be  said :  "By 
the  by,  General,  here  is  something  which 
will  interest  you."  Sherman  took  it  and 
saw  the  "protest"  which  a  little  more 
than  two  months  before  he  hud  handed 
to  Grant  to  be  forwarded  to  Washington 
through  the  proper  channel.  An  expres- 
sion, half  astonishment  and  hal7  gratifica- 
tion, diffused  it8«lf  over  Sbermsn's  war- 
worn features,  which  quietiy  changed  to 
one  of  supreme  satisfaction  wh»n  Grant 
took  the  paper  fVom  his  hand,  and  tear- 
ing k  into  small  fragments,  scattered 
them  to  the  winds.  No  further  allusion 
to  the  matier  was  made  on  cither  side.

On  the  day  of  the  President's  funeraf, 
a  bronzed  and  weather-beaten  soldier, 
anxious  to  obtain  a  better  view  of  tbe 
procession,  happened  to  step  before  a 
party  of  ladies  and  gentlemen.  One  of 
the  gentlemen  nudged  him  on  the  elbow, 
saying,  "Excuse  me,  sir,  but  jou  ar* 
are  right  in  front  of  us  " 

Bowing  h  tndsomely  in  return,  t^e  sol- 
dier replied,  "  That  is  nothing  with  me, 
fiir.  for  I  have  been  in  front  of  you  for 
three  years."  So  thtse  iron  men,  marct- 
ing  with  tbe  nonchalenceof  veterans,  are 
tbe  men  who  have  stood  "in  front  of  up 
for  three  vears."

tboje  wbose  tide  of  (ortnne  bas  been  re- 
verstd  by  the  war  is  our  friend  Witnbisb 
of  tbe  City  Express.  H«  was  formerl) 
oao  of  the  proprietors  of  tbe  Montgomery 
(Ala.)  ^»/r.'r/wer,  and  this  being  th* first 
rebel  capital,  be  witnessed  the  inaugura- 
tion of  Jeff.  Davis  during  the  first  winter  of 
se.ession.  Always  an  ardent  Union  man, 
his  sympathies  were  from  the  first  sus- 
pected, and  when  soon  after  the  inaugu- 
ration, a  book  was  opened  at  the  Cit) 
Hall,  where  every  citizen  was  compelled, 
under  the  terrors  of  mob  law,  to  subscribe 
to  an  oath  that  he  would  support  tbe 
Confederacy,  Mr.  Wimbish  at  the  peril  of 
his  life  refused  to  do  so ;  and  sacrificing 
all  his  property  (his  interest  in  tbe  Ad- 
rertiser  alone  being  worth  from  eight  to 
ten  thootand  dollars)  left  for  the  North, 
where  he  could  enjoy  Union  sentiments. 
Hii  partners  were  at  that  time  fattening 
upon  Confederate  printing,  having  al- 
reailv  received  ten  thousand  doli&rs  cash, 
which  was  then  worth  in  gold  nearly  iU 
Lace,  and  a  large  amount  still  remained 
nnpaid. 

It  is  right  that  our  returning  soldiers 
should  receive  especial  favor  at  the  hands 
yf  those  who  have  employment  to  give, 
but  we  have  mentioned  this  case,  partic- 
aLirly,  to  call  attention  to  another  class, 
who.  at  the  outset  of  the  rebellion,  sacri- 
ficed everything  rather  than  8urrend«r 
their  principles,  aai  who  are  at  least, 
eqaaliy  deserving  of  support. 

Perfectly  trustworthy,  reasonable  in 
fait  charges,  and  accommodatiag  even  to 
hi?  own  detriment,  Wimbish's  Express  is 
fast  becoming  a  necessary  institution;

may  not  be  generally  known  ti  our  read 
ers.  that  the  work  on  the  Minnesota  Cen- 
tral from  Mendota  to  Faribault,  is  being 
rapidly  pushed  forward,  and  it  is  expect- 
ed that  tbe  line  will  be  completed  to  the 
latter  point,  a  distance 'of  oO  miles,  early 
in  the  fall. 

Eleven  miles  of  the  track  are  already 
laid,  and  three  thousand  feet  are  being 
put  down  daily.  Eight  box  freight  cars 
were  shipped  at  La  Crosse  yesterday 
for  the  road,  and  a  locomotive  will  be 
bbipped  at  the  same  point  to-morrow. 
Tbe  greater  portion  of  the  iron  for  the 
Mondota  bridge  is  already  at  the  levee 
and  the  iron  lor  the  line  to  Faribault  is 
already  in  this  State  and  Wisconsin.  One 
h'jndred  and  fifty  men  are  now  employed 
and  the  Company  advertise  for  five  hun- 
dred more  which  they  are  very  anxious  to 
obtain  immediately. 

We  regret  to  see  that  there  is  as  yet 
no  movement  for  tbe  completion  of  the 
line  from  Mendota  to  St.  Paul.  We  un- 
derstand that  the  Central  Company,  some 
time  since,  passed  a  resolution  propos- 
ing to  unite  with  the  Valley  road,  and 
construct  this  line,  each  one  bearing  half 
tbe  expense.  Our  business  men  should 
not,  and  we  believe  they  will  not  allow 
the  si.x  miles  from  here  to  Mendota  to  re- 
main incomplete  while  tbe  balance  of  the 

road  is  being  pushed  forward.

iagi — We  learn  Irom  Col.  Averill,  tha^ 
'  n  accordance  with  instructions  from  the 
A\'ar  Department,  Fort  Snelling  has 
been  put  in  trim  to  receive  the  returning 
soldiers.  Accommodations  have  been 
provided  for  one  thousand  men,  besides 
hospital  room  for  four  hundred  more.  A 
requisition  has  also  been  made  for  tents 
sufQcient  to  accommodate  three  thousand 
more  ;  and  the  number  encamped  there 
will  not  probably  exceed  at  any  time, 
four  thousand,  and  most  likely  will  be 
less.  Tb3  accommodations  will  (here- 
fore  be  ample.

The  General  commandiiig  annonncea 
to  tbe  Armies  of  Tennessee  and  Georgir, 
that  tbe  time  has  come  for  us  to  part. 
Oar  work  is  done  and  armed  forces  no 
longer  detain  us.  Some  of  you  will  be 
retained  in  service  until  further  orders, 
and  now  th«t  we  are  about  to  aeparate  to 
mingle  with  tbe  civil  world,  it  becomes  a 
pleasing  doty  to  recall  to  mind  the  situa- 
tion of  national  affairs.  When  but  a  lit- 
tle more  than  a  year  af;o  we  were  nth* 
ered  about  tbe  towering  cliffs  of  Lookout 
Mountain,  all  the  future  waa  wrapped  in 
doubt  and  uncertainty. 

Tbe  armies  had  come  together  from 
diiTerent  fields,  with  separate  histories, 
bound  by  one  common  cause — the  Union 
of  our  country  ani  tbe  government  of 
our  inheritance.  There  ia  no  need  to 
recall  it  your  memories  Tunnell  Hill,  with 
its  rocky-faced  mountain,  and  Burzard^s 
Roost  Gap,  with  the  ugly  torts  of  Dalton 
behind.  We  were  in  earnest,  and  paus- 
ed not  for  danger  and  difficulty,  but  dash- 
ed through  Snake  Creek  Gap  and  fell  on 
Reseca,  then  on  to  Dallas,  Kennesaw, 
and  the  heats  of  summer  found  us  on  tbe 
banks  of  theChattahoocbie,  (ar  from  home 
and  dependent  on  a  single  line  for  sop- 
plies.  Again  we  were  not  to  be  held  back 
by  any  obstacle,  and  crossed  over  and 
fought  four  heavy  battles  for  tbe  posses- 
sion of  tbe  citadel  of  Atlanta.  That  was 
the  crisis  of  our  history.  A  doubt  still 
clouded  our  future,  but  we  solved  tbe 
problem  and  destroyed  Atlanta,  struck 
across  the  Stat«  of  Georgia,  severed  all 
tbe  main  arteries  of  our  enemy,  and 
Christmas  found  us  at  Savanmb. 

Waiting  there  only  long  enough  to  fill 
our  wagons,   we  again  began   a  march, 
which,    for  peril,    labor  and  results  will 
compare   witii   any   ever  made  by  an  or- 
ganized army.     The  floods  of    tbe  Sa- 
vannah, the  swamps  of  tbe  Combabea 
and  Edisto,   the  high  hills  and   rocks  of 
the   Santee,   the  flat  qnagraires   of   the 
Pedee  and    Cape  Fear  riveis   were  all 
passed  in  midwinter  with   its  floods  and 
rains,  in  tbe  face  of  an  accuoiulating  ene- 
my, and  after  the  battle  of  Averysboro 
and  Bentonville,  we  once  more  came  cat 
of  the  wilderness   to  meet  out  friends  at 
Goldsboro,   and  even  then  we  only  paus- 
ed  long  enough   to  reload   our  wagons, 
and  again  pushed  forward  to  Baleigh  and 
beyond  until  we  met  the  enemy  suemg 
(or      peace      instead      of    war,     and 
offering    to    submit     to     the      injured 
laws    of   his    and      our      country.     As 
long  as  the  enemy  was  defiant,  mountains 
rivers,  swamps  nor  hunger,  nor  cold  bad 
checked  us,  but  when  be  who  bad  fought 
us  too  bard  and  persistently,  offered  sub- 
mission, your  General  thought  it  wrong 
to  pursue  him  farther,    and   negotiations 
followed  which  resulted  in  his  surrender. 
How  far  the  operations  of  the  army  have 
contributed  to  tbe  overthrow  of  the  Con- 
federacy and  the  peace  which  now  dawns 
on  us,  must  be  judged  by  others,   not  by 
us,  but  that  you  have  done  all  that  men 
could  do  has  been  admitted  by  those  in 
authority,  and  we  have  a  right  to  join  in 
tb«  universal  joy  that  fills  our  land,  be- 
cause the  war  is   over  and  oar  Gorern- 
ment  stands  vindicated  before  tbe  world 
by  the  joint  action  of  the  volunteer  armies 
of  the  United  States.     To  such  as  remain 
in  the    military    service,    your    General 
need  only  remind  you  that   successes  in 
the    past    are    due    to   hard   work   and 
discipline,  and  tbat  tbe  same  work  and 
discipline  are  equally   important  in   the 
luture.     To  such  as  ^3  borne  he  will  only 
say  tbat  our  favored  country  is  so  grand, 
so  extensive,   ro    diversified   in  cumate, 
soil  and  productions  tbat  every  man  surf 
ly  can  find  a  home  and  occupation  suited 
to  their  taste,  and  none  should   yield   to 
tbe  natural  tendencies  sure  to  result  from 
our  past  life  of  excitement  aiKl  adventure. 
You  will  be  induced  to  seek  new  advan- 
tages abroad ;  but  do    not   yield   to    the 
temptation,  for  it  will  lead  onlr  to  death 
and  disappointment.     Your  General  cow 
bids  you  all  farewell,  and  in  the  full   be- 
lief that  as  in  war  you   have  been  good 
soldiers,  so  in  peace  you  will  make  good 
citizens ;  and  if,    unfortunately,    a  new 
war  shou  d  arise   in  our    country,  Sbei^ 
man's  army  will  be  the  first  to  buckle  on 
tbe  old  armor  and  come  forth  and  main- 
tain the   Government  of  our  inheritance 
and  choice

Destructive  Fire  iu  Red  Wins. 

Wednesday  evening  between  eight  and 
Dine  o'clock,  this  community  were  alarm 
ed  by  the  cry  of  fire,  whi'h  proved  to  be 
in  Daniels,  Uowe,  &  Co'j.  saw  mill.  In 
ten  minutes  after  the  fire  wai  fir«t  discov- 
ered half  the  city  were  on  the  ground,  but 
the  fire  spread  with  such  wonderful  rapidi- 
ty that  it  was  impossible  to  save  th*^ 
building  or  even  tbe  moat  trifling  thing 
that  was   in  it.     The   building  ia  a  total 

|i  By  the  almost  superhuman  exertion  of 
the  firemen  and  tha  citizens  generally, 
most  of  whom  were  willing  to  do  what 
tb«y  could,  nearly  all  the  lumber  was 
saved  One  or  two  little  piles  that  was 
nearest  the  burning  mill  was  loet  on  ac- 
count of  the  inteneity  of  the  beat,  whiub 
prevented  its  being  removed. 

The  mill  w  is  worth  probably  $15,000, 
and  18  a  total  loss,  not  having  been  in- 
sured. 

The  upper  story  of  tbe  mill  was  occu- 
pied by  Mr.  R.  O.  Spr.«ke  as  a  manufac- 
tory of  sa.<th,  doors  and  blinds.  He  had 
•boot  $1,000  worth  ot  excellent  ma- 
chinery and  a  large  amount  of  stock  matle 
up,  all  of  which  is  lost.  Uis  entire  loss 
ia  about  $1,500. 

The  fire  was  so  furious  that  it  commu 
nicated  with  a  woo<l  pile  on  tbe   opposite 
aide  of  the  river,   and   it    was  only  with 
great  exertion  that  it  was  saved. 

— The  jffCT-aW  publishes  the  resolutions 
passed  at  a  Union  meeting  at  Montgomerr, 
Ala.,  on  the  11th  ult.,  acknowledging  the  rcf- 
toration  of  the  United  States  authority  and 
tbe  earnest  desire  of  the  people  to  resume  for- 
mer relations  with  the  Union.  The  resolu- 
tions pledged  support  to  tbe  government  in  re- 
gtoring  order,  deprecated  the  assassination  of 
tbe  President,  and  hoped  for  the  speedy  pun- 
ishment of  the  assassin.  A  letter  was  address- 
ed to  President  Johnson  asking  permission 
for  the  assembling  of  the  Legislature  to  call 
a  convention  and  repeal  the  secession  ordi- 
nance. If  this  course  were  not  proper,  to  ask 
that  a  military  Governor  might  be  appointed. 
A  eommittee  of  eight  persons  bearing  these 
isolations  and  accompanying  letter,  passed 
through  New  York  yesterday  on  their  way  to 
Washington. 

. — Tbe  latest  news  from  Bishop  Whip- 
ple is  that  he  is  In  Paris,  in  feeble  health,  too 
Buch  prostrated  to  be  able  to  attend  to  his 
duties.  He  was  expected  to  be  present  at  the 
Episcopal  Chapel,  and  lead  m  the  commemo- 
ration serviced  to  President  Lincoln,  but  was 
too  ill  to  do  so.  The  period  for  retom  to  his 
Unties  ia  distant  and  ancertain.^ 


Sandford  Conover  testified  as  follows :    I 
am  a  n  tive  of   New  York ;  hare  resided  In 
Canada  since  October  Ust ;  was  conscripted 
mto  the  Confederate  army,  and  detailed  to 
service  in  the  War  Department  of  the  Confed- 
eracy at  Richmond,  under  James  A.  Seddon, 
Secretary  of  War.    While  in  Canada  was  in- 
timately acquainted  with  George  N.  slanders, 
Jacob    Thompson,    Dr.    Blackburn,  Tucker, 
William  C.  Cleary,    Captain  Castleman,    Mr 
Cameron,  Porterfield,  Captain  Magruder,  and 
others.    I    al«<>  knew  Clement  C.  Clay,  and 
(Jeneral    Carroll,  of  Tennessee.    I  knew  Mr. 
."^urrait,  also,  and  J.    W.    Booth,  and  visited 
these    gentlemen    iu    Canada.    Saw    Surratt 
there  on  several  occasions,  last  April,  in  Mr. 
Jacob  Tho  npson's  room:  also  in  company 
with  George  N.  Sanders,  and  other  rebels  in 
Canada     ^«urratt  is  about  five  feet  nine  or 
ten    mehes  high,   a  fair  cumplexioned  man 
(vith  light  hair.    I  saw  him  about  tbe  6ih  or 
7th   of  April,  with  Thompson,  Sanders  and 
Booth.    At  that  time  he  delivered  to  Thomp- 
.son  in  his  room,  in  my  presence,  dispatches 
from  Richmond,  to  Thompson,  from  Benja- 
min, and  from    JclTerson  Davis;  the  latter 
either  a  cipher  dispatch  or  a  letter. 

Benjamin   was   Secretary  of   State  of  the 
Confederacy.     Previous  to  this,   Thompson 
conversed  with  me  upon  the  subject  of  a  plot 
to  assassinate  President  Lincoln  and  his  Cab- 
met,  of  which  1  gave  notice,  before  tho  as- 
sassination, in  the  New  York   Tribune,  the 
paper  for  which  I  corresponded.    I  had  been 
invited  by  Mr.  Thompson  to  participate  in' 
thiit   enterprise.      When    Surratt    delivered 
these  dispatches  from  Davis,  Thompson  laid 
his  hand  upon  the  papers  and  said,  referring 
to  the  assassination  and  to  the  a.^sent  of  the 
rebel  authorities,     "  This  makes  the  thing  all 
right."    The  dispatches  spok«  of  the  persons 
t'.)  be  assassinated :    Mr.  Lincoln,  Mr.  John- 
son, the  Secretary  of  War,  the   Secretary  of 
S.tktc,  Judj?e  Chase  and  General  Grant.     Mr. 
Thompson  said  on  that  occasion,  or  on  the 
day  before  that  interview,  that  the  assassina- 
tion proposed  would  leave  the  Government  of 
tho  United  states  entirely  without  a  head; 
that  there  was  no  provision  in  the  Constitution 
of  the    United  Sutes  by    which  they  could 
elect  another  President.    Mr.  Welles  was  also 
named,   but  Mr.  Thompson  said  it  was  not 
worth  while  to  kill  him ;  he  was  of  no  conse- 
quence.   My  first  interview  with  Thompson 
on  thii  subject  of  assassination  was  m  the 
early  part  of  last  February,  in  Tboropson's 
room   in   St.  Lawrence  Hull.    Montreal.     He 
then  spoke  ot  a  raid  on   Ogdens!)urg,  New 
York.    It  was  abandoned,   but  that  w.is  be- 
cause the  United  States  Government  received 
information  of  it.    He   s.iid  he  wiuld  have  t» 
drop  it  for  a  time,  but  added,  "  We'll  catch 
them  asleep  yet,"  and  to  mo  he  said,  ■'  There 
1-  a  better  opportunity  to  iramortHlisc  your- 
self, and  save  your  country,"  meaning  the 
Confederacy.    1  told  them  I  was  ready  to  do 
anything  to  save  the  country,  and  asked  them 
what  waM  to  be  done. 

He  said,  some  of  our  boys  are  going  to  play 
a  grand  joke  on  Abe  and  Andy,"  which  be 
said  was  to  kill  them;  his  words  were  "re- 
move them  from  ofBce,"  and  he  said  the  kill- 
ing of  a  tyrant  wa,  not  marder ;  that  he  had 
commissions  for  this  work  from  the  rebel  au- 
thorities, and  conferred  one  on  Booth,  or 
would  confcrone ;  that  every  body  engaged  in 
this  enterprise  would  be  commissioned,  and 
if  they  escaped  to  Canada  they  could  not  be 
successfuHv  claimed  under  the  Extradition 
Treaty.  I  "know  that  Thompson  and  the  oth- 
ers held  these  commissions  in  blank.  They 
commissioned  Bennett  Young,  tbe  St.  Albans 
raider.  It  was  a  blank  commission  filled  up 
and  conferred  by  Mr.  Clay.  As  it  came  to 
them  from  Richmond  it  was  only  signed 
"James  A.  Seddon.  Secretary  of  war."  Mr. 
Thompson  called  me  to  examine  these  blanks 
so  that  I  might  testify  to  the  genuineness  of 
■Seddon's  signntiirA  in  the  case  of  Bennett 
Young,  before  Judge  Smith.  The  sigmiture 
was  gi'iiuine.  In  a  subsequent  conversation, 
after  the  first  referred  to  in  February,  Thomp- 
son told  me  that  Booth  had  been  commission- 
ed, and  everv  man  who  would  engage  in  it 
would  l)e.  i  h!vd  a  conveiwtlin  with  Wm 
Cleary,  on  the  day  bt;lore  or  the  day  of  the 
assassination,  at  St.  Lawrence  Hall.  We  were 
speaking  of  the  rejoicing  in  the  States  over 
the  surrender  of  Lee  and  tho  capture  of 
Richmond.  Cleary  said  they  would  laugh  on 
the  other  side  of  the  mouth  in  a  day  or  two.  I 
think  this  was  the  dav  before  the  assassina- 
tion. He  knew  I  was  in  the  secret  of  the  con- 
spiracy. It  was  to  th.it  he  referred.  The  as- 
sassination was  spoken  of  among  us  as  com- 
mon'as  the  weather. 

Before  that,  Sanders  asked  mc  if  I  knew 
Booth  very  well,  and  exprened  tome  appre- 
hension that  Booth  would  make  afiizle  of  it; 
that  he  was  desperate  and  reckless,  and  he 
was  afraid  that  the  whole  thing  would  be  a 
failure  I  communicated  to  the  Tribune  the 
intended  raid  on  St.  Albans,  ana  the  proposed 
as.sassination  of  the  President;  but  they  re- 
fused to  publish  the  letter.  I  did  this  in 
March  last,  as  to  the  President's  assassination  ; 
also  in  February,  I  thmf;  certainly  before 
the  4th  of  March.'  Surratt  w.ts  one  of  the 
conspirators  to  take  the  President's  lite.  That 
was  tho  fi!;' «'.ance  of  the  conversat-on.  It 
was  also  understood  that  there  was  plenty  of 
money,  wht  i  th;.re  was  an f thing  to  bo  done. 
The  conver!"  .non  indicated  that  Surr.itt  had, 
a  very  few  days  before,  left  Richmond;  that 
he  w;'s  "ju.i:  ;"rotn  Richmond." 

While  I  V.  .:4  in  Canada,  I  was  a  correspond- 
ent for  the  V  ribune,  and  received  no  compen- 
sation except  from  the  Tribune.  I  have  not 
received  one  CLUt  from  our  own  Government, 
nor  the  prom  se. 

They  nev.r  supposed  I  was  a  correspondent 
for  any  p.'.ptT;  I  only  said  I  was  seeking 
items.  They  supposed  I  w:is  a  rebel,  and  I 
was  in  their  contidcnce.  The  proposed  Og- 
densburg  r.t  id  was  printed  in  t\\e  Tribune.  I 
did  not  communicate  this  matter  directly  to 
the  Government,  tor  the  reason  that  I  sup- 
posed tho  communication  in  the  Tribune 
would  l)e  seen  by  the  Government  officials, 
and  I  did  not  choose  to  have  the  information 
go  to  the  Government  directly  from  me.  I 
requested  Mr.  Gay,  of  tho  TWfrwfie,  to  give 
the  information  to  the  Governmen%  and  I  be 
lieve  he  did  so.  I  saw  Surratt  in  Canada  three 
or  lour  d.iys  in  succession  in  April  last.  I  bad 
conversation  with  him,  personally,  about 
Richmond.  I  was  introduced  to  hira  by 
Sanders.  I  was  expected  to  participate  with 
these  rebels  in  the  raid  on  Ogdensliurg.  I 
never  received  any  pay  from  them  for  any 
services.  I  heard  tlio  capture  of  the  Presi- 
dent talked  ot  In  February  When  Mr. 
Thompson  first  suggested  the  assassination 
to  me,  I  asked  him  if  it  would  meet  with  the 
approbation  ot  the  government  at  Richmond  ; 
lie  said  he  thonsht  it  would,  but  he  won  Id 
know  in  a  few  days.  This  was  early  In  Feb- 
ruary. 

Thompson  did  not  say  in  April,  when  these 
dispatches  were  delivered,  that  this  was  the 
first  i.'^rroval  they  hsd  received  of  this  plot 
from  iii.'hmond,  but  I  know  of  no  others.  I 
only  inferred  that  that  was  the  first  approval 
Thompson  said,  in  his  conversation  with  me, 
that  killing  a  tvrant  in  such  a  case  was  no 
murder,  and  asked  mc  if  I  had  read  a  letter 
called  "Killing  no  Murder."  addressed  by 
Titus  to  Oliver  Cromwell.  ThU  was  in  Feb- 
ruary. Mr.  Hamlin  was  also  named  in  Feb- 
ruary as  one  of  tbe  victims  of  this  scheme. 
In  April, ihe  persons  before  named  were  men- 
tioned, but  Mr.  Hamlin  was  omitted  and  Vice 
President  Johnson  put  in  his  place.  I  ran 
the  blockade  from  Richmond.  These  com- 
missions were  all  blank  but  the  siguRture ; 
till  y  were  to  be  given  as  a  cover,  so  that  in 
rase  of  detection,  the  parties  employed  could 
claim  that  they  were  ret>el  soldiers,  and  there- 
fore claim  to  be  treated  as  prisoners  of  war. 
It  was  understood  that  they  would  be  protect- 
ed as  such.  Thompson  said  if  the  men  who 
were  engaged  in  this  enterprise  were  detected 
and  executed  the  Confederate  Government 
would  retaliate;  that  it  was  no  murder,  only 
killing.  I  think  Booth  was  gpecially  commis- 
sioned for  this  puyose.    I  saw  Booth  in  Can- 


ada in  the  latter  part  of  October  with  San- 
ders, at  Mr.  Thompson's,  at  the  St.  Lawrence 
Hall,  where  ho  was  strutting  about,  dissipat- 
ing and  playing  billiards.  I  have  heard  these 
men  talk  of  the  burning  of  New  York,  and 
other  enterprises  which  they  have  under  con- 
siedration  now. 

There  was  a  proposition  before  the  agents 
of  these  rebels  in  Canada  to  dettroy  the  Cro- 
ton  Dam,  by  tohieh  Ihe  eity  of  Sew  York  it 
tupplied  icith  toiter.  It  was  supposed  it  would 
not  onlv  danage  manufacturers,  but  distress 
the  people  generally.  Mr.  Tompson  remark- 
ed that  there  was  plenty  of  force,  and  the  city 
would  be  destroyed  by  a  general  conllHgra- 
tion,  and,  if  they  had  thought  of  this  sooner, 
they  might  have  saved  a  great  many  necks. 
This  was  said  a  few  weeks  ago.  Thompson, 
Sanders,  Castleman  and  General  Carroll  were 
present.  They  had  arms  concealed,  and  a 
largo  number  of  men  concealed,  iu  Chicago- 
some  eight  hundred— for  the  purpose  of  re- 
leasing the  rct>el  prisoners  there. 

The  Dr.  Blackburn  charged  at  Nassau  with 
importing  yellow  fever  into  this  country,  is 
the  same  person  referred  to  by  me  as  intimate 
with  Tompson  in  Canada.  I  saw  him  in  com- 
pany with  him,  G.  N.  Sanders,  Louis  Sanders, 
Castleman,  Wm.  C.  Cleary,  PortertTeld,  Capt. 
Magruder,  and  a  number  of  other  rebels  of 
less  note.  Blackburn  was  recognized  there 
as  an  agent  of  the  confederate  States,  and  so 
represented  himself.  In  January  last,  Mr. 
Blackburn  employed  a  person  named  Camer- 
on to  accompany  him,  for  the  purpose  of  in- 
troducing yellow  fever  into  the  Nortlicrs  cit- 
ies, to  wit :  the  cities  of  New  York,  Philadel- 
phia and  Washington.  He  went  from  Mon- 
treal to  Bermuda,  about  a  year  ago  last  fall, 
for  the  purpose  of  gettiug  the  clothing  infect- 
ed with  the  yellow  lever.  1  saw  him  after  his 
return,  in  Canada,  and  heard  Jacob  Thomp- 
son and  Wai.  C.  Cleary  say  that  they  favored 
his  scheme,  and  were  much  interested  in  it. 
This  was  last  January. 

At>out  tho  same  time  it  was  proposed  to  de- 
stroy the  Croton  Dam.    Dr.  Blackburn  pro- 
posed to  poison  the  reservoirs,  and  made  a 
calculation  of  the  amount  of  poiiunous  mat- 
ter it  would  require  to  impregnate  the  water, 
sa  as  to  make  an  ordinary  draught  poisonous 
and  deadly.    He  had  the  capacity  of  the  r.  s- 
crvoirs,  and  the  amount  of  water  generally 
kept  in  them.    Strychnine,  arsenic,  prussic 
acid,  and  a  number  of  other  things  I  do  not 
remember,    were    named.      Mr.    Thompson 
feared   it  would  be  impossible  to  collect  so 
large  a  quantity  of  poisonous  matter  without 
suspicion,  and  leading  to  detection.    Thomp- 
son approtMitcd  the  enterprise,  and  discussed 
it  freely.    Mr.  Cleary  did  the  same ;  it  was  al- 
so spoken  of  by  a  Mr.  Montrose  A.  Pallcn,  of 
Mi>si^sippi,  and  by  a  t>erson  who  had  t>een  a 
medic.Ti  surveyor  in  the  rebel  army.    John 
Cameron  who  lived  in  Montreal,  told  me  thut 
he  was  offered   largo  compensation.    I  think 
Mr.  Thompson  «as  the  moaeyed  agent,  for 
all  the  other  agents;  I  think  they  all  drew 
oil  him  for  all  the  money  they  required.    I 
know  some  of  tbem  did.    When  Ihompson 
said  it  would  be  didicult  to  collect  so  much 
poison,  without  detection.  Fallen  and  others 
thought  it  could  t>e  managed  in  f^urope.    Fal- 
len is  a  physician.    I  think  I  have  heard  Har 
ris  also  mentioned    in  connection  with  Ihe 
pestilence  inip<jrtation.    I  think  he  lived  in 
Toronto.    There  were  other  parties,  in  Mon- 
treal, that  Blackburn  employed,  or  endeavor 
ed  to  employ,  but  I  do  not  remember  their 
names. 

I  saw  Dr  Stewart  Robinson,  a  doctor  of 
divinity,  residing  in  Toronto,  he  edited  a  pa- 
per in  Kentucky.  I  have  seen  him  with 
Thompson  and  Blackburn,  and  he  was  pres- 
ent when  some  of  these  schemes  were  discnsa- 
ed;  he  approved  them.  He  said  any  thing 
that  could  be  done  under  heaven  would  justi- 
fy them  under  the  circumstances.  He  ap- 
peared uponjvcry  intiraitc  terms  with  Black- 
bam  and  Thompson.  Three  or  lour  days 
aitor  the  assassination  of  the  President,  I  saw 
John  H.  Surrant  in  Canada,  with  Potterfield, 
a  Southern  rel>el.  now  declared  a  British 
subject,  by  the  Canadian  Parliament.  1 
learned  immediately  afterward  that  Surratt 
was  suspected,  was  pursued,  and  had  de- 
camped. I  had  a  knowledge  tliat  Jeff.  Davis 
was  the  head  of  the  so  called  confederate 
States,  was  called  its  President,  and  had 
control]  of  its  civil  administration.  Gen- 
eral Carroll  was  present  when  Surratt 
brought  the  dispatches  from  Richmond, 
and  when  they  were  read  by  Thomp- 
son, I  believe  there  were  one  or  two 
others.  General  Carroll,  of  Tennessee,  then 
said  he  was  more  anxious  that  Mr.  Johnson 
should  be  killed  than  any  one  else.  He  said 
"If  the  damned  prick-louse  was  not  killed  by 
somebody"  he  would  kilThim  himself.  He 
referred  to  Vice  President  Johnson.  Uis  ex- 
pression was  a  word  of  contempt  for  a  tailor ; 
it  means  a  tailor's  louse.  Booth  was  known 
in  Canada  by  the  nickname  of  "Pet."  I  think 
I  have  heard  Thompson  so  name  him,  certain- 
ly Cleary.  Kenedy,  who  fired  the  city  of 
New  York,  and  was  executed,  was  spoken  of 
as  having  performed  that  deed  by  authority 
of  the  retiel  government,  under  the  direction 
of  Thocupson.  This  was  communicated  to 
me  by  Thompson  himself,  or  in  conversation 
in  his  presence.  Thompson  said  Kennedy 
deserved  to  be  hanged,  and  he  was  devilish 
giad  he  was  hanged  for  he  was  a  stupid  fel- 
low and  had  managed  things  very  badly. 

James  B  Merritt  testified— I  am  a  physi- 
cian, and  have  been  in  Canada  at>outa  year; 
in  October  and  Noveml)er  last  was  in  Toron- 
to;  met  George  Young  there,  a  rebel  from 
Kentucky  ;  also.  Colonel  Steele,  from  Ken 
tucky.  Young  said  to  me,  "  Wc  have  some- 
thing of  much  more  importance  than  any 
raids."  He  told  me  it  was  determined  that 
"Old  Abe"  should  never  be  inaugur.ited; 
that  they  had  plenty  of  friends  in  Washing- 
ton, and  called  Mr.  Lincoln  "a  damned  old 
tyrant."  I  atterwurds  saw  George  N.  Sun- 
ders and  Colonel  Steele  together.  Colonel 
.■^tcele  said,  "the  damned  oid  tyrant  never 
will  serve  another  term  if  he  is  elected."  San- 
ders said  at  the  same  time,  "he  would  keep 
himself  mighty  close  ifho  did  serve  another 
term."  In  Montreal,  in  February  last,  I 
heard  Sanders  name  a  number  of  persons 
ready  and  willing  to  remove  the  President, 
Vbe  President,  the  Cabinet,  and  some  of  tbe 
lending  Generals  of  the  United  States;  and 
he  added  that  there  was  any  amoimt  of  money 
to  accomplish  this  purpose,  meaning  tbe  as- 
sassination of  these  persons.  He  then  read  a 
letter  which  he  said  he  had  received  from  tbe 
Presidtntof  our  Confederacy,  meaning  JefT. 
Davis,  and  which  letter  justified  him  in  mak- 
ing any  arrangements  that  he  could  to  ac- 
complish such  object. 

There  was  a  meeting  at  that  time  o(  these 
rebels,  and  a  letter  was  read  to  them,  the  sub- 
stance of  which  was,  that  if  the  Southerners 
in  the  CanadiS  and  the  States  were  willing  to 
be  governed  by  such  a  tyrant  as  Lincoln,  he 
(Davis)  did  not  wish  to  recognize  them  as 
friend.s,  and  that  ho  approved  of  the  proposi- 
tion to  assassinate  him.  Col.  Steele  read  the 
letter,  also  Capt.  Scott,  George  Young  and 
Hill,  all  rebels.  Ti.is  meeting  was  about  the 
middle  of  Inst  February.  At  the  meeting 
Sanders  named  some  of  the  persons  who  were 
to  accomplish  the  assassination,  and  among 
them  ho  named  J.  W.  Booth,  whom  I  had  seen 
in  Monteal  in  October.  He  ulso  named  Geo 
Harper,  Chas.  Caldwell,  Randall  and  Harri- 
son. Harold  went  by  the  name  of  Harrison. 
I  heard  Snrratt's  name  also  meutioned,  and 
Harold.  There  wa.^  a  person  named  whom 
they  called  "Plug  Tobacco."  I  saw  Harold 
in  Toronto.  Sandert  tnift  Booth  wai  heart 
and  toul  in  thit  matt^'jih  •  was  a  consin  to 
Btale,  who  was  bangeo  m  Xcw  York.  Ho  ad- 
ded, that  if  they  could  uispose  of  Lincoln,  it 
would  be  an  ea-sy  matter  to  dispose  of  Mr. 
Johnson  in  some  of  his  drunkea  revelries; 
tthaifthey  could  dispose  of  the  Pn  sident, 
Vice-President  and  Cabinet,  and  that  if  Mr. 
Seward  could  be  disposed  of,  it  would  satisfy 
the  people  north,  and  that  a  pc.ice  could  be 
obtained ;  that  they  had  endeavored  to  bring 
aoout  a  war  with  England,  but  Mr  Seward 
through  his  energy  and  sagacity,  had  thwart- 
ed their  efforts  and  for  that  reason  they  want- 
ed to  get  rid  of  him. 

On  the  5th  or  6th  ot  April  last  I  met  Har- 
per, who  said  that  they  were  going  to  the 
States,  to  "liick  up  the  damnedest  row,  such 
as  had  never  been  heard  of;"  he  added 
that  if  I  did  not  hear  of  the  death  of  Old  Abe, 
the  Vice  President,  and  of  Genei  al  Dix,  in  les* 
than  ten  days,  I  might  put  him  down  as  a 
damned  fool.  That  was  on  the  (>th  of  April. 
He  mentioned  the  name  of  Booth  as  one  of 
their  friends  there ;  he  said  they  had  plenty 
of  friends  in  Washington,  and  that  fifteen  or 
twenty  were  going.  He  had  started  to  go  to 
WashingtOH  as  early  as  the  8th,  together  with 
others.  I  communicated  this  tact  on  the  10th 
of  April,  to  a  justice  of  the  peaee,  named  Da- 
vidson, who,  after  the  assassination,  commu- 
nicated it  to  the  Government.  Harpe»"  return- 
ed to  Canada  after  tbe  assassination.  I  had  a 
conversation  with  C.  C.  Clay  in  Toronto,  In 
February  last;  he  spoke  of  the  letter  of  Da- 
vis, which  Sanders  had  exhibited;  beseemed 
to  understand  the  character  of  the  letter  per- 
fectly, and  said  he  thought  the  end  would  jus- 
tify tbe  means.  Surratt  was  pointed  out  to 
me  in  Toronto,  last  February,  I  think.  I  saw 
Booth  there  two  or  three  times,  and  sat  at  ta- 
bic with  him  once,  at  tho  St.  Lawrence,  with 
Sanders,  Scott  and  Steele ;  they  were  convers- 
ing with  Roi.th  and  drinking  wine  with  him 
at  Sanders'  expense.  I  saw  Uarrold  in  Cana- 
da, in  February. 

Richard  Montgomery  testified— I  knew  Ja- 
cob Thompson,  Clement  C.  Ciay,  whom  I 
have  met  in  Canada  a  number  of  times  since 
the  summer  of  18Ct  up  to  this  time;  also, 
George  N.  Sanders,  J.  P.  Holcombe,  Beverley 
Tucker.  W.  C.  Cleary,  Harrington,  Hicks, 
and  others,  under  fictitious  names.  Thompson 
had  several  names,  onu  was  Carson.  Cay  was 
Holt,  and  Lacy,  and  Tracy.    Jacob  Thonipton 


said  he  had  friends  of  the  confedei  acy  all 
over  the  Northern  States,  willing  to  go  any 
length,  nnd  that  he  could,  at  anv  time,  have 
the  tyrant  Lincoln,  and  any  of  his  advisers, 
put  out  of  the  way ;  that  his  friends  would  not 
consider  it  a  crime,  and  that  it  would  be  done 
for  the  cause  of  the  confederacy.  Ia  January, 
1865,  Thompson  said,  at  Montreal,  that  a 
proposition  had  t>«cn  made  to  him  to  rid  the 
world  of  the  tyranU  Lincoln,  Stanton.  Grant, 
and  some  others;  that  he  knew  the  man  who 
made  it  were  bold,  daring  men,  able  to  exe- 
cute any  thing  they  would  undertake ;  that 
he  was  m  favor  of  the  proposition. but  deferred 
his  answer  until  be  had  consulted  his  govern- 
ment, at  Richmond ;  thatj  he  was  then  only 
waiting  their  approval.  He  thought  it  would 
be  a  blessing  to  the  people,  both  North  and 
South,  to  have  them  (the  tyrants)  killed.  In 
the  summer  of  1864  I  repeated  what  Mr. 
Thompson  first  told  me,  to  C.  C.  Clay,  who 
said  that  he  was  really  devoted  to  our  cause, 
and  ready  to  go  any  lengths,  to  do  any  thing 
under  the  sun,  to  save  it.  I  have  seen  ayne, 
the  prisoner,  a  nninl>er  of  times  in  Canada, 
«bout  the  Falls,  in  the  summer  of 'M,  and  al- 
so at  the  Queen's  Hotel,  at  Toronto,  Canada 
West  where  I  conversed  with  him.  I  had 
an  interview  with  Mr.  Thompson  ;  several  oth- 
ers had  sought  an  interview  whiia  I  was  clos- 
eted, and  had  been  refused.  On  leaving 
Thompson's  room,  I  saw  Payne  in  the  pas- 
sage way,  near  the  door,  with  Clement  C. 
Clay,  talking  to  him ;  Mr.  Claj;  stopped  me, 
and  finished  his  conversation  with  this  man, 
in  an  undertone.  When  he  left  me  he  said, 
"Wait  for  me ;  I  will  return  "  He  soon  came 
back,  and  bade  me  good-bye,  and  asked 
where  he  could  see  me  after  a  time.  I  told 
him,  and  appointed  a  meeting.  I  spoke  to 
this  man  Pavne  in  Clay's  absence,  ana  asked 
him  who  he  was.  He  said.  Oh.  I'm  a  Cana- 
dian ;"  which  was  to  say,  I  don"4  wisn  you  to 
ask  me  any  thing  more.  I  mentioned  him  lo 
Clay  when  I  met  him  after  a  time;  Clay  ask- 
ed. "What  did  he  say  ?"  I  told  him,  and  Clay 
answered,  "That's  so.  he  is  a  Canadian,  and 
laughed;  he  added,  "We  trust  him."  "Can- 
adian" is  an  expression  for  their  ft  lends,  and 
his  conduct  was  an  indication  that  their  inter- 
course was  of  a  very  confidential  natnre. 

I  have  tK'cn  in  Canada  since  the  assassina- 
tion ;  a  few  days  after,  I  met  Ikverlv  Tucker 
at  Montreal,  lie  said  "  Mr.  Lincoln  deserv- 
ed his  death  long  ago;"  that  "it  was  a  pity 
he  did  n^t  die  long  ago;"  and  that  it  was  too. 
b.id  the  l)oys  had  not  l>een  allowed  to  go 
when  they  "wanted  to.  Ho  referred  »o  the 
men  who  were  to  assassinate  him. 

I  had  a  conversation  with  Wm.C.  Cleary, 
and  told  him  what  Mr.  Thompson  said  in  Jan- 
uary. He  said  that  Booth  was  one  of  the  par- 
ties to  whom  Thompson  had  referred ;  hetaid 
also,  that  it  was  too  t)ad,  that  the  whole  work 
had  not  been  done,  referring  to  the  assassina- 
tion. Cleary,  who  was  a  eonfidant  of  Mr. 
Thompson,  told  me  so.  Thompson  said 
Cleary  was  a  very  close-mouthed  man 
Cleary  also  said  that  "they  had  better 
look  out,  we  have  not  done  yet."  He  re- 
marked that  they  would  never  be  conquered; 
would  never  sive  up.  He  also  said  that  B(M>th 
had  visited  Thompson  in  the  winter  and  in 
the  summer.  These  parties  knew  they  were 
suspected  of  the  aFsa.ssination  a  few  days  af- 
ter, and  were  destroying  a  great  many  papers 
so  they  told  me. 

I  acted  HS  a  Government  detective  in  Cana- 
da, and  assumed  the  name  of  James  Thomp- 
son, though  I  never  registered  it,  hut  always 
■  »nic  other  name.  My  who'e  object  was  to 
serve  the  Government.  I  saw  this  cipher 
(found  among  Booth's  effects),  in  Mr.  Clay's 
house,  at  St.~  Cathei  ine's,  in  tbe  summer  of 
1864  I  carried  dispatches  from  Canada  to 
Gordonsville,  and  received  a  reply,  which  I 
carricJ  l>ack.  I  came  through  Washiagtoii 
each  time  and  delivered  the  dispatches  to  the 
United  States  Government;  received  the  dis- 
patch at  Gordonsville  from  a  man  in  the  rebel 
St  jte department,  from  thcirsecrctaryt>f  state; 
I  carried  this  paper  to  Thompson.  All  these 
persons,  named  Thompson,  Clay,  Cleary, 
&c.,  represented  thmsclves  in  the  service 
of  the  confederate  government.  Reeeiv- 
ed  this  dispatch  in  October  last.  Ciay 
claimed  to  represent  the  war  depart- 
ment. Th^  approved  the  burning  of  our 
Northern  cities,  and  they  represented 
themselve*  as  having  full  powers  from  tho 
rel)el  government  to  act,  without  referring 
their  projects  to  Richmond.  Thompson  and 
Clay  both  said  so.  Tbe  attempt  to  burn  New 
York  City  I  know  they  were  engaged  in,  and 
went  to  Washington  three  days  before  it  hap- 
pened, to  comunicate  it.

CAPTURE  OF  A  GUERRILLA. 


A  Harderer  and    Horse  Thief 
Ari-ttsted  inMTaseca  Coantj. 


From  tbe  Wlltoa  News,  1st. 

James  M.  Brice.  a^ioa  James  Manches- 
ter, came  to  Okaman  in  this  coanty, 
about  tbe  10th  of  May  last,  from  Fulton 
county.  Report  says  that  be  has  been 
one  of  a  band  of  guerrillas  who  have  in- 
fested Mi«80uri  ever  since  tbe  war  broke 
out.  After  being  chased  out  of  Missouri 
he  went  to  Illinois  where  he  commenced 
to  rob  rnd  mnrder  on  an  extensire  ac^le. 
lie  left  there  sunio  time  ago,  and  the 
Governor  of  Illinois  issued  a  reqasition 
upon  the  Governor  of  this  State  for  his 
delivery,  under  the  authority  of  which  he 
is  now  held. 

We  are  informed  bj  Capt. Whipple,  that 
Wagoner  and  another  gentleman  (whot^ 
name  is  not  given  for  good  reasons)  came 
to  Wilton  a  week  ago  last  Monday,  hav- 
ing ascertained  his  whereabouts  by  inter- 
cepting a  letter  which  be  bad  written  to 
an  accomplice  of  bis  in  Illinois.  On 
Monday  evening  Captain  Whipple  and 
others  proc  eded  to  Okaman  and  fonnd 
that  he  was  boarding  at  Mr.  Dunlavy's 
boose,  bat  bad  gene  to  Has  iiigs,  to  re- 
turn in  a  few  days.  On  Saturday  last  it 
was  ascertained  bv  scouts  that  be  bad 
returned.  .The  same  day  Capt.  Whipple 
of  this  place,  W.  U.  Young  Esq.  of 
Woodville,  Messrs.  Geo.  Johnson,  Fred 
Kittridjje,  Wm.  Heath,  James  Durtnell 
and  Capt  Brougbton  of  Okaman  picketed 
the  roads  in  and  about  Okaman,  and 
about  eleven  oVloek,  had  the  satisfaction 
of  seeing  him  enter  tbe  house  of  Mr. 
Dunlavy,  which  stands  near  the  woods. 
Having  been  informed  that  Brice  was 
a  slippery  fellow,  and  armed  to 
teeth,  tbe  company  concluded  to  wait 
until  day-light  before  making  the 
arrest.  Accordingly  they  stood  guard 
until  morning,  when  part  of  them  sur- 
rounded tbe  bouse,  while  some  of  '.hem 
gained  admission  to  tbe  lower  part  of  it. 
Capt.  Whipple  requested  Mr.  Danlavy 
to  Ko  up  stairs  and  awaken  Brice,  and  to 
tell  him  that  there  was  a  friend  below  who 
wished  to  see  him.  As  ha  was  expecting 
a  friend — wuicb  fact  had  been  previously 
ascertained  by  hii  letter— be  came  doan 
readily,  and  as  be  entered  the  room,  Capt 
Whipple  met  him,  calling  him  by  name, 
and  taking  him  cordially  by  the  band, 
proceeded  to  inform  him  of  tbe  ijusiness 
at  band.  Of  course  he  was  sold,  and 
d'dn't  like  tho  turn  matters  had  taken. 
They  searched  and  found  upon  him  one 
hunHrel  and  fifty  dollars  in  gold  eoin,and 
one  hundred  dollors  worth  of  gold  dnit, 
and  quite  a  sum  of  mo.iey  m  greenbacks. 
He  was  then  hand-culled  and  leltin  care  of 
Messrs.  Young  and  Dartnell.  He  seemed 
to  teel  uneasy,  and  after  walking  up  and 
down  tho  yard  awhile  made  a  "break"  for 
the  woods.  Mr.  iToung  drew  his  revol- 
ver and  fired  at  bim  but  witboat  effect. 
Mr.  Dartnell  made  chase  and  soon  over- 
took Mr.  Secesh,  and  marched  him  back. 
While  this  was  transpiring  Messrs.  Whip- 
ple and  others  had  been  to  look  al  a 
horse  which  be  brought  with  him  Irom 
Hastings.  He  was  then  brought  to  Wil- 
ton and  lodged  in  jail,  where  be  is  await- 
ing an  escort  to  take  bim  to  Illinois. 

P.  S.  Since  writing  tbe  above,  Captain 
Brougbton  has  returned  from  St.  Paul 
with  a  warrant  of  delivery  from  Governor 
Miller.  He  telegraphed  to  tbe  proper 
authorities  in  Illinois  while  in  b't  Paul, 
and  Mr.  Brice  will  prot>ably  •con  be  on 
his  way  to  visit  the  place  where  scenes  of 
other  days  have  stirred  hn  heart.

— It  is  reported 
on  good  8«ithority  to-night  tbat  Mr 
Stanton  has  resigned.  Ibis  is  not  posi- 
tively confirmed,  but  it  is  known  that  Le 
is  determined  to  leave  the  Cabinet  very 
soon.  There  is  a  report  afloat  that  the 
decision  has  been  assisted  by  violent  dis- 
cussion between.lbe  President  and  Secre- 
tary, both  strong-willed  men,  in  which 
the  latter  indulged  in  bis  brusque  manner, 
and  the  former  took  occasion  to  inform 
him  that  be  [Andy]  was  President  of  the 
United  States.  But  it  is  said  that  there 
is  not  much  in  this,  for  the  President  as- 
sured a  Major  Creneral  yesterday  t*  at  the 
separation  about  to  take  place  was  only 
caused  by  the  prostration  of  Mr.  Stsn- 
ton,  and  by  bis  exhausting  labors.  Mr. 
Stanton  has  been  offered  the  position  of 
Minister  to  Berlin,  but  this  place  is  not 
deemed  of  sufEcient  importance.  If  his 
resignation  is  not  already  in  the  Presi- 
dent's bands  it  will  be  shortly. 

Mr.  Harrington,  Assistant  Secretary 
of  tho  Treasury  has  resigned  pre-empto* 
rily  and  will  go  as  minister  resident  to 
Bcroe,  in  place  of  Mr.  Fogg.  He  has 
engaged  passage  and  will  sail  by  the  1st 
of  July.  It  is  also  rumored  that  Mr. 
Fold,  another  assistant  is  willing  to  ac- 
cept come  position  abroad. 

The  difference  of  opinion  between  Sec- 
retary Harlan  and  Mr.  Usher,  bis  prede- 
cessor, is  very  considerable,  and  is  as- 
suming a  serious  form.  The  new  Secre- 
tary is  examining  in  a  very  impartial 
manner  the  huge  contracts  with  the  retir- 
ing ofHcer  signed  just  before  leaving,  and 
is  demanding  that  thej  bo  re-established 
on  tbe  principles  of  equity  and  hancsty. 
Against  this  rude  criticism  Mr.  Usher 
protests  in  behalf  of  his  clients,  making  a 
light,  it  is  understood,  before  tbe  Presi- 
dent. The  Interior  Department,  conse- 
quentlj,  is  eonsfdcrably  agitated  just 
now. 

As  one  result  of  the  complication  Judge 
.  Otto,  Assistant  Secretajy  is   leaving  the 
Department,  and  Jno.  Wilson  will   suc- 
ceed him.

A  TRIP  to  FORT  WADSWORTH.

Belle  Plaine,  June  '2,  1S65. 
EdlloTg  St.  Paul  Press : 

On  the  26th  of  last  April  I  started  from 
this  place  for  Fort  Wadsworth,  D.  T.. 
and  took  the  cars  at  St.  Paul  on  the  fol- 
io wiog  morning  for  Elk  River,  thence  went 
by  stage  to  Fort  Abercrombie,  where  1 
experienced  great  difficulty  in  obtaining 
transportation  to  Fort  Wadsworth,  as  no 
regular  conveyance  runs  between  the  two 
places,  and  there  are  but  few  private  con- 
veyances at  the  Fort,  none  of  which 
could  be  hired. 

I  tried  very  hard  to  hire  a  team  of  Joe 
Demmerer,  a  well  known  half-breed  and 
Indian  trader,  but  without   success.     He 
finally  consented  to  let  his  son,  Joe,  jun., 
take  one  of  his  wagons  as  far  as  the  Twin 
Lakes,  to  be  returaed  in  care  of  the  next 
returning  mail  carrier.     Twin  Lakes  Sta- 
tion is  situated  forty-five  miles  from  Fort 
Abercrombie.     Here  a  stockade  has  been 
built,  and  about  twenty   soldiers  station- 
ed.    It  is   the   only   stopping  place  be- 
tween the  two  Forts,   and  is  used   as   a 
station  for  the  scouts,  who  carry  the  mai 
to  and  from  Fort  WadswortT.     Joe,  jun 
had  a  span  ot    ponies,   having  purchased 
the  second  one  a  few  hours   before  my 
arrival,  and  was  to  start  for  Twin  Lakes 
on  the  following  morning   with  the  mail, 
but  the  only  harness  he  bad  wad  a  saddle 
and  bridle,  which  were  scarcely  adequate 
for  th**  occasion,  and  Joe,  sen.  was  inex- 
orable as  to  sparing  a  harness.     I  made 
considerable  inquiry  amongst  my   frieoda 
at  the  Fort  for  the  indispensable  harness, 
but  without  success,   and    gave    up  all 
hopes  of  getting  away  until  a  conveyance 
could   be    sent  from   Fort  Wadsworth, 
which  would  occasion  a  delay  of  at  least 
four  days.      In  the   morning  .Toe,  jun. 
saddled  one  of  his  ponies  and  started  to 
the  Post  OiSce  for    the   mail,  leading  the 
other  poney,  and  I   stood   looking  on  in 
DO  very  enviable  mood,   when  lo,  I  was 
cheered  by   the   friendly  intervention  of 
the  Post  Adjutant,  Lieut.   W.  F.  Cross, 
who  lent  me  his  double  harness.     It  was 
not  Icng  until    my   baggage   was    in    the 
wagon,  and  hastily  drinking  a   glass  of 
ale  made  at  Mr.  Barnum's  brewery   near 
the  Fort,  I  went  on    my   way   rejoicing. 
Without  escort  or  companion,  save  Joe, 
jun.,  I  reached   Twin  Lakes  Station  with 
my  scalp  in  its   right  place,   having  seen 
no  signs  of  lurking,  deadly  foe.     Here  I 
was  hospitably  entertained  by  my  genial 
friend  Lieut.  Tusca,  of  the  1st  R.  U.  S. 
V.    Infantry,    who    was  busily  engaged 
in  completing  an    excellent    stockade  of 
logs  around  the  quarters. 

The  Lieutenant's  family  had  beem  ma- 
terially lessened  since  my  former  visit,  as 
all  his  pups  save  one  had  been  distribut- 
ed amongst  his  many  friends  at  Fort 
Abercrombie,  causing  great  jealousy 
among  the  non-recipients. 

I  must  confess  that  here  I  was  guilty 
of  endeavoring  to  lead  a  native  Ameri- 
can brother  from  the  pi^th  of  rectitude, 
but  trust  that  the  peculiar  circumstances 
of  the  case  will  extenuate  the  crime. 
Here  was  I,  the  unwilling  guest  of  Lieut. 
Tusca,  forty  miles  from  Fort  Wadsworth, 
without  any  means  of  reaching  the  Eden 
of  my  hopes.  Four  scouts  were  to  start 
on  the  following  morning  on  horseback 
with  the  mail.  Joe,  jun.,  had  his  father'a 
wagon,  and  I  had  Lieut.  Cross'  harness, 
both  obtained  on  condition  that  they 
should  be  returned  from  Twin  Lakes  by 
the  returning  mail-carriers  ;  but  as  the 
returning  mail  would  not  leave  Fort 
Wadsworth  until  the  morning  after  the 
arrival  of  the  four  scouts,  the  conditions 
would  have  been  fulfilled  in  fact,  though 
perhaps  not  exactly  according  to  the  in- 
tent of  the  owners,  if  I  had  taken  the 
whole  e8tabli.shment  and  returned  it  by 
the  scouts  who  would  leave  Fort  Wads- 
worth on  the  morning  following.  I  con- 
sequently endeavored  to  obtain  Joe's 
consent  to  my  taking  the  wagon,  but  he 
could  neither  be  coaxed,  hired  or  bribed. 
I  oflfercd  him  any  price  he  could  name, 
bat  it  was  useless.  I  am  disposed  to 
think  that  be  was  afraid  the  wagon  would 
be  robbed,  as  there  were  mysterious  mut- 
terings  at  that  time  of  hostile  Sioux  on 
the  Coteaus,  and  one-half  the  distance  to 
Wadsworth  bad  to  be  traveled  over  the 
dangerous  ground.  My  only  recourse 
was  to  write  to  Fort  Wadsworth  and  wai. 
patiently  the  arrival  of  a  team  from  there. 
I  finally  reached  the  Fort  on  Sunday  eve- 
ning, the  7th  of  May,  having  consumed 
twelve  days  on  the  trip  which  should  have 
been  accomplished  in  one-half    the  time. 

I  remained  nineteen  days  at  the  Fort, 
during  which  time  thirteen  hostile  Indi- 
ana bit  the  dust.  At  tha  time  of  my  ar- 
rival Major  Rose  was  busy  organizing  a 
force  of  scouts  to  be  used  in  patrolling 
the  country  and  cutting  oflf  raiding  par- 
ties to  and  from  the  settlements.  Having 
had  excellent  opportunity  of  ascertaining 
bis  plans,  I  am  well  satisfied  that  bis 
plans  will  prove  to  be  very  effective  in 
intercepting  and  punishing  any  Indians 
that  may  endeavor  to  pass  through  bis 
district.  The  scouts  employed  are  most- 
ly Sissetons  and  have  no  ties  of  relation- 
ship or  friendship  with  the  hostile  or 
Agency  Sioux,  but  on  the  contrary  are 
aavagfly  mad  with  the  latter  on  account 
of  their  losses,  resulting  from  the  acts  of 
tbeae  hostile  bands. 


Reliable  Indian  scouts  are  the  best  for 
this  particular  duty.  They  know  the 
nsaal  runways,  are  not  afraid  of  being 
loat  or  suffering  from  hunger  if  they  pur- 
sue the  enemy  twenty  or  fifty  miles  with- 
out praviaions,  will  follow  on  foot  if  their 
hones  give  out ;  knowing  the  country, 
they  are  not  needlessly  afraid  of  being 
led  into  an  ambuscade,  their  power  of 
vision  is  such  that  they  can  see  and  dis- 
tin^aisb  ta  object  ftt  an  almost  incredible 


distance  and  can  distinguish  and  inter- 
pret the  signs  and  marks  left  by  the  ene- 
my, so  as  to  know  very  accurately  their 
destination,  number,  &c. 

The  chief  of  scouU,  Gabriel  Renville, 
is  active  and  energetic,  appears  to  relish 
his  work,  and  is  considered  to  be  entirely 
reliable  and  well  qualified  for  the  posi- 
tion. He  visits  all  the  scouts'  camps  fre- 
quently, and  sees  that  they  perform  their 
duty.  There  ai'e  now  one  hundred  scouts 
employed,  who  are  stationed  at  the  usual 
Indian  crossing  places  and  other  impor- 
tan  points  ot  observation,  in  squads  of 
four  or  five,  one  of  whom  is  cajitain  of 
the  squad,  who  is  selected  for  the  posi- 
tion on  account  of  his  superior  intelligence, 
reliability,  influence  with  his  band,  or  as 
a  reward  for  services  already  performed. 
Their  duty  is  to  patrol  the  country  thor- 
ougly.  and  each  to  communicate  daily 
with  the  next  squad,  thus  forming  a  com- 
plete scouting  and  telegraph  system,  cen- 
tering at  Fort  Wadsworth,  which  is  well 
situated  to  operate  from. 

The  scouts  furnish  their  own  fire  arms, 
wich  are  sometimes  of  an   inferior  quali 
ty.    They  ought    to   be    furnished  with 
Spencer's  rifles. 

General  Sibley's  orders  are  strict  and 
to  the  point,  though  not  exactly  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  teachings  of  the  mys- 
terious "Fax."  I  am  informed  that  his 
orders  are  to  spare  no  means  available 
for  the  arrest  and  punishment  of  raiding 
parties,  to  take  no  prisoners,  and  to 
shoot  every  Indian  who  has  at  any  time 
been  engaged  in  a  raid,  massacre  or  war 
party  against  the  whites ;  and  his  orders 
are  and  will  be  zealously  obeyed  by  all 
at  Fort  Wadsworth,  whenever  opportuni- 
ty offers. 

On  last  Saturday,  about  11  o'clock  a. 
M,  I  left  Fort  Wadsworth  in  company 
with  Maj.  J.  R.    Brown,    and    reached 
Belle  Plaine  yesterday  at  noon,    making 
the  trip  in  five  days.     I  came  by  way  of 
Lac  qui   Parle,    Yellow  Medicine,    Fort 
Ridgley  and    Henderson,    which    is   the 
shortest  and  most  pleasant  route.     I  have 
traveled  on  the  St.  Cloud  and  Abercrom- 
bie route  three  times,    and  much   prefer 
the  the  Ridgley  route  to  it.     The  road  is 
better,  and  passes  over  a  beautiful  coun- 
try, watered   by   many  streams,   .is   the 
Whetstone,  Grey  Earth,  Lac  qui  Parle, 
Yellow  3Iedicine,  Red  Wood  and   Min- 
nesota rivers,  and  is  beautified  by   many 
lakes.     The  soil  is  generally  very  good 
and  some   of  it  will   undoubtedly  be  nu- 
der  cultivation  before  the  lapse  of  many 
years.     The  great   want    is    timber,  al- 
though it  is  not  as  difficult  as  many   sup- 
pose.    All  of  the  streams   and   mar>y  of 
the  lakes  are  timbered,  and  some  of  them 
heavily.     A  stage  route  will  soon  be   es- 
tablished between    St.    Paul    and  Fort 
Wadsworth,  by  way  of   Henderson,  Red 
Wood  and  Big  Stone  Lake,  which  will  be 
the  shortest,   safest    and   most   pleasant 
route,  occupying  only  four  days  from  St. 
Paul.     Direct    communication    is   much 
needed,  as  the  delays  in  obtaining    trans- 
portation   from  Fort  Abercrombie   are 
sometimes  very  annoying. 

This  communication  very  much  exceeds 
the  limits  I  had  intended,  but  before  clos- 
ing I  wish  to  refer  to  Major  J.  R.  Brown's 
plan  for  the  pacification  of  the  Indians. 
He  says  that  with  three  or  four  hundred 
mounted  soldiers  and  such  scouts  and 
transportation  as  he  should  select,  he  will 
guarantee  to  kill  nine-tenths  of  the  hos'ile 
Indians  this  side  of  the  Missouri  River. 
All  the  party  should  be  armed  with  the 
Spencer  or  Heffy  ritle.  Armies  of  three 
or  four  thousand  men  have  hitherto  ac- 
complished little  else  than  the  destruction 
of  the  property  of  the  Indians,  which  can 
soon  be  replaced  when  buffalo  and  other 
game  are  as  plenty  as  at  present.  But  to 
destroy  the  enemy  and  make  them  anx- 
ious for  peace  or  unable  to  annoy  us, I  be- 
lieve with  Major  Brown,  can  be  best  ac. 
complished  by  a  small  force,  well  armed, 
capable  of  quick  and  vigorous  movements, 
and  led  by  an  officer  who  will  cgbt  the 
Indians  in  their  own  way,  keeping  the 
campaign  entirely  secret,  and  his  force 
out  of  sight  of  the  enemy  until  ready  to 
strike,  which  can  be  done  by  the  aid  of 
good  scouts.  W. 
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will  be  held  for  service  at  least  until  fall. 
A  detail  of  100  men  for  corps  Provost 
guard  was  made  yesterday.  A  detail  for 
Division  Headquarters  of  ten  men,  was 
made  some  tikxie  since.  This,  I  think,  in- 
dicates that  we  will  remain.  The  heilth 
of  the  command  is  quite  good,  although 
the  men  have  not  got  thoroughly  acclima- 
ted as  yet.  A  number  have  been  sent  to 
the  division  Hospital,  where  the>  are  well 
cared  for.  Since  I  wrote  you  last,  the 
following  deaths  have  occurred  :

The     Emperor    mraxlBtillian's 
Decree. 

The  New  Orleans  Times  of  the  22d 
ult.  publishes  the  provisional  statnte  of  the 
Mexican  Empire,  to  which  the  telegraph 
has  already  adverted.  The  first  chapter, 
relating  to  the  form  of  government,  is  as 
follows : 

TiTLK  I.— Of  the  Emperor,  and  of  the 
Form  of  Government. 

Article  1. — The  form  of  government 
proclaimed  by  the  nation  and  accepted 
by  the  Empire,  is  that  of  moderate  hered- 
itary monarchy,  with    a  Catholic  Prince. 

Art.  2.  In  case  of  death  or  any  other 
contingency  which  should  place  the  Em- 
peror in  the  impossibility  of  exercising 
the  power,  the  Empress,  his  august 
spouse,  will  take  charge,  ipso  facto,  of 
the  regency  of  the  empire. 

Art.  3.  The  Emperor  or  the  Regent, 
on  taking  charge  of  the  power,  will  take 
the  following  oath  before  the  great  digni- 
taries of  the  state:  "I  SMcar  before  God 
and  the  sacred  Scriptures  to  promote  by 
all  the  means  in  my  power  the  well-being 
and  prosperity  of  the  nation,  to  defend 
its  independence  and  preserve  the  integ- 
rity of  its  territory." 

Art.  4.  The  Emperor  represents  the 
sovereignty  of  the  nation,  and  untd  it  is 
otherwise  decreed  in  the  definite  organi- 
zation of  the  empire,  he  is  to  exercise  it 
in  ail  its  branches,  either  himself  or 
through  the  publi :  authorities  or  function- 
aries. 

Art.  i).  The  Emperor  governs  through 
a  cabinet  composed  of  nine  departments, 
entrusted  —

The  march  from  Richmond  to  this  point 
has  been  accomplished,  and  the  grand 
review  is  over,  consequently  a  little  rest 
IS  in  store  for  us.  Many  of  the  men 
have  not  written  home  for  some  time — 
not  from  any  negligence  but  for  want  of 
time.  Our  time  since  we  arrived  in 
camp  has  been  constantly  occupied  in 
preparing  ourselves,  not  for  the  fiery 
ordeal  of  battle,  as  on  former  occasions, 
but  for  the  grand  event  which  took  place 
on  Tuesday  last  at  the  national  capital. 

The  reception  was ,  grand  ;  every  one 
seemed  interested,  and  as  we  marched 
through  the  streets,  keeping  time  to  the 
music  of  the  bands,  we  felt  a  soldierly 
pride  in  the  knowledge  that  through  our 
efforts  and  those  of  our  comrades  in  arms, 
we  had  preserved  the  national  capital 
from  the  polluted  touch  of  armed  traitors. 

The  Avenue  was  lined  with  fair  women 
and  brave  men,  and  thousands  of  hearts 
beat  happily,  and  flowers  of  every  de- 
scription were  strewn  in  the  path  of  our 
victorious  armies.  The  old,  the  middle 
aged  and  young,  joined  in  the  welcome, 
while  appropriate  motto«s  conspicuously 
displayed,  were  to  be  seen  along  the  line 
of  march.  It  is  a  day  long  to  be  remem- 
bered by  the  soldiers  of  the  Republic. 

The  regiment  made  a  fine  appearance ; 
none  but  an  experienced  eye  would  notice 
but  that  we  were  all  old  soldiers.  At 
Willard's  and  the  National  we  received 
hearty  cheers  from  Minnesotians  and 
others  there  assembled.  Col.  Downie 
was  the  recipient  of  a  beautiful  bouquet 
from  the  hands  of  Mrs.  Senator  Ramsey 

The  day  was  pleasant,  and  everything 
paised  oir  agreeably.  Sherman's  army 
was  reviewed  the  day  following;  and 
from  all  accounts  their  drilland  marching 
were  equal  to  their  fighting.  They  are 
now  in  camp  a  few  milen  below  Long 
Bridge.

— The  Uerald's  Washington  special  has 
the  following :  It  is  believed  bore  that  the 
President  is  not  in  favor  of  negro  suffrage,  ex- 
cept in  some  modified  form  and  under  certain 
qualifications.  It  is  also  understood  tluit  the 
mission  of  Gcner.il  Sickles  to  Bogota,  was  for 
the  purpose  of  obtJiiuing  grants  of  land  for  the 
1  irpose  of  settling  them  with  blacks  from  the 
United  States,  and  that  the  late  President, 
who  authorized  the  mission,  was  willing  to 
give  fifteen  millions  of  dollars  for  adequate 
territory. 

— Jeff.  Davis,  according  to  all  accounts, 
is  execrated  in  the  Soutli,  and  his iwssib'.e  fate 
excites  no  particular  sympathy. 

— Mr.  Brown  has  been  released  on  pa- 
role. 

— A  gentleman  who  called  on  General 
Scott  in  New  York  the  other  day  found  him  in 
excellent  health  and  much  rejoiced  at  the  suc- 
cessful termination  of  the  war.  The  conver- 
sation turning  on  Jeff.  Davis,  the  old  General 
very  pointedly  and  emphatically  remarked, 
"I  hope  he  will  be  hung  by  the  neck,  sir ;  I 
hope  he  will  hang  by  the  neck.'* 

— A  communication  was  received  on 
Monday  at  thu  General  Land  Office,  from  the 
Surveyor  General  of  Kansas,  covering  a  con- 
tract ordered  for  the  survey  of  lands  on  the 
direct  route  from  Sioux  City  to  Montana  and 
Idaho,  and  the  opening  of  a  road  on  the 
route. 

— The  trial  of  conspirators  cloFes  this 
week.  Hon.  Reverdy  Johnson  has  prepared 
a  long  protest,  denying  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
military  commission  to  try  the  accused. 

— Among  the  incidents  that  have  inter- 
lined the  great  events  of  the  past  few  weeks, 
is  mentioned  one  in  connection  with  the  con- 
ference between  General  Canhy  and  the  Com- 
missioners sent  by  Kirby  Smith  to  negotiate 
the  surrender  of  the  trans-Mississippi  army. 
The  capitulation  was  directed  on  the  part  of 
the  rebel  commission  by  S.  B.  Backner,  Lieut. 
Gen.  C.  S.  A.  By  a  striking  coincidence  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  sjime  man  who  makes 
the  last  formal  surrender  of  the  rebellion  to 
the  national  army,  also  made  the  first  one  by 
the  rendition  of  Fort  Donelson  and  its  garri- 
son to  Gen.  Grant,  in  Felirnary,  1862.  Thus 
General  Buckncr  has  been  the  Alpha  and 
Omega  of  the  downfall  ot  the  Confjd«afy. 

— A  recent  cxpeaition  Irora  Baton 
Rouge  captured  Colonel  Hatch,  Collector  of 
Customs  at  New  Orleans  under  rebel  rule ; 
also  all  the  records  of  the  Custom  House 
during  his  administration.  Hatch  says  the 
books  and  records  of  the  Custom  House  prior 
to  secession  are  secreted  in  New  Orleans. 

— It  is  not  true  that  Davis  has  arrived 
at  Washington,  as  was  announced  with  great 
positiveness.  and  particularly  by  the  sensation 
press.  He  is  still  in  the  casemate  at  Fortress 
Monroe,  and  it  is  not  probable  he  will  be 
brought  up  the  Potomac  until  after  the  con- 
spiracy trial  is  concluded,  say  week  after  next. 
No  rei[iii8ition  has  been  made  upon  the  navy 
department  for  a  transport  or  gunboat  con- 
voy. It  is  not  yet  even  decided  positively 
that  Judge  Carter  will  try  the  eminent  crimi- 
nal, though  the  Judge  has  not  the  slightest  ob- 
jection, and  such  a  disposition  of  the  case  is 
probable. 

— The  Herald's  special  says  that  Con- 
gressman Harris,  of  Maryland,  tried  for  per- 
suading rebel  soldiers  not  to  take  the  oath  of 
allegiance,  was  sentenced  to  three  years  im- 
pri-sonment  and  forfeiture  of  all  political 
rights.  The  President  has  approved  the  find- 
ing, but  remitted  the  sentence. 

—Gen.  Washburne  relinquished  his 
command  of  the  District  of  West  Tennessee 
on  the  2yth  ult.  Gen.  John  E.  Smith  succeeds 
him. 

— The  Herald's  Hilton  Head  letter 
says :  "  Senator  Yulee,  formerly  United  States 
Senator  from  Florida,  has  come  into  Jackson- 
ville and  given  himself  up  to  the  Union  au- 
thorities. He  is  anxious  to  resume  bis  former 
position  as  a  United  States  citizen  and  recover 
his  property,  but  will  pro;iably  find  it  imprac- 
ticable." 

—The  TFor^/V  Washington  special  says 
Gen.  Halleck  is  assigned  to  the  command  on 
the  Pacific  coast  as  a  reward  for  his  distin- 
guished f  ervices  during  the  war. 

—The  young  woman,  EUaTnmer,  who 
it  will  bo  remembered  evinced  her  affection 
for  Wilkes  Booth  l.y  attempting  suicide  on 
learning  of  his  crime  and  flight  from  the  city, 
has  been  summoned  as  a  witness  by  I'ayne's 
counsel,  and  much  curiosity  is  manifested  to 
learn  what  she  may  know  of  the  conspiracy. 
She  has  been  in  the  witness  room  at  the  ar- 
senal since  Saturday  morning. 

—The  World's  Washington  special 
says :  Owing  to  the  rapidity  cf  paying  off  the 
army,  the  departments  are  full  of  activity. 
Eight  printing  presses  are  enfiaged  printing 
discharge  papers  for  soldiers. 

—The  Times'  special  fays  that  General 
Sherman's  report  was  received  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  War,  May  27th  at  1  r.  u.,  and  the 
publication  ordered  l.y  the  Adjutant  Geucral, 
.May  28th,  when  It  was  sent  to  thepriuter,and 
published  at  once.  At  the  time  Gen.  Sherman 
charged  the  War  Department  with  suppress- 
ing tha  report,  it  was  still  in  the  bauds  of  Gen. 
Grant.

Art.  7.  A  special  tribunal  of  accounts 
will  revise  and  compare  ail  those  of  every 
bureau  of  the  nation,  and  those  of  public 
interest  which  it  may  please  the  Emperor 
to  submit  to  it. 

Art.  8.  Every  Mexican  has  the  right 
to  obtain  an  audience  of  the  Emperor, 
and  to  present  to  him  his  petitions  and 
grievances.  To  that  purpose  he  will  ad- 
dress himself  to  his  private  cabinet  in 
the  form  determined  by  the  respective 
regulations. 

Art.  t).  The  Emperor  will  name  when 
he  thinks  prop  r,  and  for  the  time  he 
considers  necessary.  Imperial  Commis- 
saries, who  will  be  placed  at  the  head  of 
the  eighty  pre&t  divisions  of  the  empire, 
to  watch  over  the  development  and  good 
administration  of  the  departments  which 
compose  each  of  saiil  great  divisions. 

Another  Account  of  the  Cap- 
ture or  J<  ir.

The  story  of  Davis' 
ignoble  attempt  at  H  ;Lt  is  even  more  ig- 
noble than  I  told  i*.  Mrs.  Davis  and 
her  fcistsr,  Miss  II.  well,  after  clothing 
him  in  the  dress  of  tic-  former,  and  put  on 
his  head  a  woman's  head  dress,  started 
out,  one  holding  e.at'i  arm,  and  besought 
Colonel  Pntchard's  !  len,  in  the  iivpst  pit- 
eous terms,  to  let  tb  v^  take  their  "  |\oor 
old  mother  cut  of  th.  way  of  the  firing." 
Mrs.  Davis  said :  "  v  h,  do  let  us  pass 
with  our  poor  old  mother,  who  is  so 
frightened,  and  fears  •  o  be  killed."  One  of 
Prifchard's  men,  ca'?hing  sight  of  the 
"President's"  boots  below  the  skirts  of 
the  dress,  suspected  at  once  who  the 
"  poor  old  mother"  was,  and  replied: 
"Oh,  no;  you  don't  play  that  game  on 
us ;  them  boots  don't  look  very  much 
like  they  belonged  to  a  woman.  Come 
down,  old  fellow !" 

Tbe  party  reached  here  at  2  p.  m.  this 
afternoon,  took  dinner  at  my  headquar- 
ters, and  after  dinner  I  received  Mr. 
Davii  at  my  quarters.  Our  conversa- 
tion was  mostly  about  AVest  Point,  the 
army,  the  surrender  of  Dick  Taylor,  the 
assassination  of  President  Lincoln  and 
the  journey  north.  During  the  conver- 
sation he  brought  in  his  little  son  Jeff, 
and  introduced  him.  •  *  ♦  jjg  re- 
marked with  a  smile  that  he  thought  tbe 
United  States  would  find  graver  charges 
against  him  than  the  murder  of  Mr.  Lin- 
coln, and  seemed  to  regret  that  Mr.  Lin- 
coln had  been  killed.  He  has  asked  no 
favors  ;  but  Jlrs.  Davis  insinuates  once 
in  a  while  that  the  "  President"  is  not 
treated  with  becoming  dignity.  Upon 
one  occasion  she  remarked  to  Col  Pritch- 
ard, that  she  had  noticed  that  whenever 
the  "  President"  went  out  the  gtiards  had 
their  guns  cocked.  Whereupon  Colonel 
Pritchard  told  her  the  guns  were  not 
cocked,  only  half-cocked,  but  his  men 
had  orders  to  shoot  Mr.  Davis  if  he 
made  any  attempt  to  escape,  and  would 
certainly  execute  the  order.  Among 
other  things,  D.ivis  said  he  thought  Lee 
one  of  the  boldest  generals  of  whom  he 
had  any  knowledge — never  needed  urg- 
ing. This  was  in  comparison  with  John- 
ston,  of  whom  his  silence  was  marked.

AFFECTINQ^CENEJIN  COURT. 

Examination  of  tbc    Daughter 
of  Mrs.  Surratt.  • 

On  Tuesday  last  a  sensation  was  pro- 
duced in  court  by  the  introduction  of 
Miss  Surratt  as  a  witness  on  behalf  of 
her  mother,  Mrs.  Surratt,  was  produc- 
tive of  no  highly  important  result  in  the 
matter  of  testimony,  but  occasioned  a 
great  deal  of  curiosity  and  interest  on 
the  part  of  the  audience.  Miss  Surratt 
was  arrested  at  the  same  time  that  her 
mother  was  taken  in  custody,  and  has  re- 
mained in  priion  separated  from  her  ever 
iince.  She  is  a  ycungAvoman  of  prepos- 
sessing appearance,  very  intelligent  coun- 
tenance and  neatly  and  genteelly  attired. 
During  the  intervals  between  the  ques- 
tions and  answers,  whilst  she  was  upon 
the  witness-stand,  she  closely  scanned  the 
audience,  turning  in  all  directions  as  it  to 
discover  some  familiar  face.  Shortly  be- 
fore the  close  of  her  examination 
and  after  glancing  rapidly  over 
the  room,  she  inquired  aloud  "where 
is  she?"  All  eyes  were  turned  toward 
her,  and  she  seemed  indifferent  to  the 
curious  eyes  fastened  upon  her.  She 
was  again  questioned,  and  her  answer  be- 
ing given,  she  was  told  that  she  could  re- 
tire. She  lingered  and  searched  with  her 
eyes  in  every  part  of  the  room,  apparent- 
ly much  disappointed.  Her  face  became 
flushed,  her  eyes  filled  to  ovcrllowing,  and 
as  she  was  almost  forced  out  of  the  room, 
atked  earnestly,  "Where  is  ma?"  She 
bad  looked  in  vain  for  her  mother's  form. 
A  crowd  of  persons  standing  intervene! 
between  the  wrttched  daughter  and  the 
criminal  mother.  Mrs.  Surratt  was  for 
the  first  time  since  the  commencement  of 
the  trial  bowed  down  with  grief,  and  she 
wept  like  a  child  aa  her  daughter's  form 
passed  out  of  the  courtroom,  and  tears 
of  sympathy  came  in  abundance  from  the 
female  portion  of  the  audience. 

A  scene  of  intense,  though  subdued 
excitement,  was  that  which  attended  the 
introduction  of  the  rebel  Gen.  Johnson 
as  witness  for  the  defense,  and  the  objec- 
tion thereto  by  Gen.  Howe,  one  of  the 
mt-mbers  of  the  commission.  No  sooner 
h.ad  the  rebel  general  stepped  upon  the 
stand,  than  Gen.  Howe  rose  to  make  his 
motion  to  eject  Gen.  Johnson  from  the 
room. 

This  motion  seemed  to  astonish  every- 
body, if  we  excipt  the  witness,  who, 
meantime  sat  gazing  around  upon  the 
faces  in  the  room,  apparently  unin- 
terested in  the  (juestion  before 
the  commission.  After  the  motion 
had  been  seconded  by  Gen.  Aiken,  Judge 
Advocate  Holt,  that  until  a  witness  had 
been  tried  and  convicted  of  an  infamous 
ofTence  ho  was  not  disqualified,  from  giv- 
ing testimony,  (ien.  Wallace  promptly 
remarked  that  for  the  sake  of  justice  anil 
the  cluracfer  of  this  investigation,  he 
hoped  the  motion  would  be  withdrawn. 
The  motion  was  immediately  withdrawn, 
and  the  rebel  General  gave  his  testimony 
uninterruptedly.  Gcu.  Johnson  is  a 
heavy  set  man,  of  about  five  feet  six 
inches,  rath,  r  sandy  complexion,  full  and 
intelligent  tacc.  lie  was  dressed  in  a 
suit  ol  drab- colored  clo'h.

Demand  for  Indemnity. 

New  York.  June  1.— The  World  an- 
nounces that  the  Memorial  Diplomatique 
of  May  14th,  makes  public  the  important 
fact  that  th<j  Government  of  President 
Johnson  has  instructed  the  American 
Minister  m  London  to  require  of  the 
English  Government  a  prompt  decision 
on  the  indemnity  due  the  United  States 
for  losses  caused  to  Federal  citizens  by 
cruisers  such  as  the  Alabama  aud  others 
constructed  and  equipped  in  English  ports 
since  the  bcgining  of  the  war.  Tlw  ife- 
HtoriaZ  adds:  "Tho  demanil  has  been 
several  times  made  by  the  United  States, 
but  its  justice  has  never  been  conceded 
by  the  British  Government,  which  has 
created  its  refusal  upon  the  opinion  given 
by  the  law  ofHcers  of  the  crown,  Mr. 
Lincoln,  nevertheless,  persisted  in  the  de- 
mand, renewmg  it  a  short  time  before  his 
der.th,  and  Mr.  Johnson,  far  from  aban- 
doning the  demand,  has  renewed 
it,  asserting  it  with  more  vigor  and  ener- 
gy than  ever  before.  In  the  opinion 
of  the  Memorial  this  question  which,  up 
to  the  present  time,  bad  not  seemed  to  be 
serious,  and  pressing,  now  threatens  par- 
haps  a  conflict  between  the  two  nations, 
the  English  Cabinet  having  before  it  an 
account  amounting  to  many  millions  ster- 
ling, and  it  seeming  to  be  cert  tin  the 
Federal  Government  will  not  modify  its 
demands  at  the  point,  which  matters  have 
actually  reached. 

The  Memorial  adds :  "The  Englieh 
Government  will  hardly  persist  in  a  nega- 
tive which  would  be  followed  by  the 
gravest  conse<iuences  but  will  make  Ibis 
new  sacrifice  for  peace  after  having  made 
so  many  heroic  sacrifices  for  the  same  end 
during  the  past  few  years." 

The  Madrid  Faca  of  May  16th  mentions 
a  precedent  to  sustain  the  claims  of  the 
United  Stages,  and  says:  "W^e  are  of 
opinion  with  the  Memorial  Diplomatique, 
because,  apart  from  tho  justice  of  Ameri- 
can demands,  they  are  uttered  by  a  pow- 
erful State,  and  the  (.^abinet  of  St.  James 
will  always  be  found  disposed  to  make 
heroic  sacrifices  in  any  confiict  of  equals, 
reserving  ell  terrors  of  its  traditional 
pride  for  difficulties  with  nations  of  in- 
ferior strength."

Empress  Charlotte,  from  the 
city  ol  Mexico,  by  a  party  of  guerrillas, 
trying  their  luck  in  the  very  streets  of 
the  capital,  while  her  Majesty  was  taking 
a  quiet  walk  in  or  near  the  Park  Alame- 
da. The  effort,  however,  proved  a  fail- 
ure, and  some  of  the  party  fell  into  the 
hands  of  the  police.  It  is  said  that  her 
•Majesty  was  very  much  frightened  at 
this  demonstration  of  affection  upon  the 
part  of  her  subjects,  and  has  since  then 
kept  herself  shut  up  in  the  imperial  Pal- 
ace.

1^ATK2V«  Xam  KATIOM AI.  DEBT. 

The  proposition  of  the  New  York  Har- 
old to  pay  ofif  the  National  debt  by  sub- 
scriptions   in    sums   of    ten   or    twentv 
thousand  dollar.^,  has  called  forth  numer- 
oas  responses   from  every  part  of   the 
ooantry.     The  Herald  prints  a  multitude 
of  letters  from  p'«r.'iea  offering  to  sub 
•cribe  in  sums  ranging  from   ten  to  five 
bardred    thousand    dollars.      There  is 
some  disposition  to  ridicule  this  cheap  dis- 
play of  a  conditional  munificence  that  is 
not  likely  to  be  reduced  to  practice ;  bur 
in  many  quarters  the  proposition  is  seri- 
ously discussed  as  a  tangible  and  practi- 
c«ble  method  of  ridding  the  country  ol 
the  pgantic  burden  which  the  war  has  im 
posed.       In  rouud    numbers    the    debt 
amounts  to   three   thousand  millions   of 
dollftrs.     In  the  most  sanguine   view   of 
the  case  and  making  the   most  of  all  the 
present  and  prospective  resources  of  the 
cotutry  to  swell  our  revenues,  eminent  sta- 
tists estimate  that  it  will  take  twenty-five 
years  to  pay  off  this   debt.     The  ezpen. 
■es  and  lossas  attending   the   assessment 
tnd  collection  of  taxes,   and  the  accumu- 
lating interest,    during    tha    p'^riol       of 
twenty-fiva  years,   will  at  least  amount  to 
as  much  as  the   debt  itself,   so  that  when 
the  debt  is  wiped  out,  we  shall  have  paid 
oat  nearly  tix  thoasand  millions  of  dol- 
lars. 

By   paying    the  debt  now  we  would, 
therefore,  save  about  three  thousand  mil 
lioBs  of  otherwise  ne-^essarr   national  ex 
penditures.     The    pressure    of  fixation 
would  be  removed  from   incomes  from  the 
aecessarie*  of  life  and  from  the  numerous 
commodities  which  form  the  raw  material 
ofaannfa'starers  and  productive  industry 
Prices    would    fall   to   their   old  normal 
standard.     Currency  would  again  be  at 
par  with  gold.     With    the   heavy  burden 
oftasation  removed  from  all  investments, 
capital  would  employ   itself  more  freely 
iu  industrial  enterprises.     Besides   these 
resnhs,    a  subject  of  fierce    contention 
woald  be  removed  from  the  h  lis  of  Con- 
gress where  ail  the  commercial   and   in- 
dustiial  interests  of  the    country   will  be 
straggling  to  shift  the  burden  of  taxation 
from  one    to    the  ctber.      Among  other 
effects    of  getting  rid  of  the  debt  would 
be  an   immense    increase   of  emigration 
from  the  olJ  world. 

Whether    the   project  of   paying    the 
debt    by    subscriptioQ     is  really    feasi 
ble,    depends  entirely    upon    the  spirit 
in  which    it    shall    be    met.       The    N. 
7.      Tribune,     gives     a    qu  lified  sup- 
port to   the  proposition,    bat  thinks   it 
nndartakea   too    much.     It  proposes   in- 
stead of  attempting  to  pay  three  billions, 
to  begin  with  one   billion,  and    offers  to 
subscribe  twenty  thousand  dollars  to  that 
«nd,  and  to   invite  cot  only  the  rich  who 
can  give  ten   or    twenty    thousand,    but 
those  who  can  only  give  ten,    or    a   few 
hundreds,  to  join  in  the  scheme.     Now 
oar  whole  population  isaboat  30,000,000. 
If  every  man,  woman,    and  child    should 
give  $100  we   could  pay  off   the    debt. 
Bat  the  la'ge  majority  can  or  would  give 
little  or  nothing ;  and  the  question  is,  are 
there  rich  men  enough  in  the  country  who 
Oin,  and   will    make  np   the  deficiency. 
Now  if  we  should  arrange    contributions 
in  some  general  proportion    to  incomes, 

we  might  squeexe  out  a  billion  of  do  lari 
on  some  such  scale  as  the  following,  each 
class  giving  a  to-al  of  $oO,000,000 :

A  M  ysterioas  Hint  of  a  Myaterions 
Movement. 


FoBT  Ahercrombik,  Jnas  3,  IS<(d. 
Editor  St.  PiimPrcis: 

I  wrote  you  a  few  days    ago  that  some 
Indians  bad  been  seen   in    this    vicinity. 
One   company    left    immediately  in  pur- 
suit, and  two  companies  before    daylight 
next  morning  with    three    days'  rations. 
These  companies  all  took  different  direc- 
tions but  failed  to  discover  any  Indians, 
though  they  came  across    indications   of 
their  presence.      We  have  heard  nothing 
more  about  an  attack  on  the   Fort,  but 
you  may  rely  on  the  information  which  I 
furnished      you      sometime     ago    that 
the      Indians       are      congregated      in 
great  numbers  northwest  of  here.     I  am 
unable  to  add  farther  particulars.     There 
are  about  3.300  lodges  of   hostile   Sioux, 
or  about  16,000  men,  women    and    chil- 
dren assembled  at  DeviPs  Lake  and  Tir- 
rle  Mountain.     All  the  Unkpapaa  whom 
Sully     fought    last     year,     and     other 
Sioux  living  west  of  the  Missouri,    hear- 
ing that  Sully  was  again  pushing  an   ex- 
pedition into  their  country,  have   joined 
the  Yanktonnais  and  Yanktons,    east  of 
the  Misaouri,  and  if    Sully    pursues  his 
journey  as  originally  projected,  towards 
the  Black  Hills   and  Yellow  Stone,   he 
won't  find  a  live  Sioux.     All    the  hostile 
Sioux.  I  repeat,    are    now    gathered   in 
N^orthern  Dakota,  near  the  Bntish  boun- 
dary, and  together  with  the  regular  occu- 
pants of  that    region,    and    the   hostile 
Sioux     of     Minnesota,     they     number 
3  300  lodges,  or  it    is    estimated    about 
4,000  warriors,   perhaps    more.      Their 
intentions  are   not  yet  fully  developed, 
but  the  talk  of  their  camp,   according  to 
the   R?d  River   half-breeds,  indicates  an 
intention  to  attack  this  post  in  force,  acd 
to  move  upon  our  frontier  settlemerts  in 
small   raiding  parties.     From   all   I  can 
learn  their  fancied  security  will  be  rudely 
disturbed  before  long.  A  movement  is  on 
foot,  whu-e  or  what  I  am  not  at  liberty 
to  say,    whic'j,  if  it   does   not  miscarry, 
wi  1  make    the    fur    fly    amon^  the  red 
devils.     Look    out    for    startling    news 
from  this  frontier  before  long.  A.

DisPATCHKS  from  Fort  Ridgely,  to  the 
2d,  have  been  received  by  Gen.  Sibley. 
Col.  Pfacnder  has  been  to  the  Cotton- 
wood, but  was  ucab'e  to  find  any  Indian 
traces  to  confirm  the  statement  of  Mrs. 
George,  which  we  copy  eL«ewhere  from  a 
Mankato  papi.'r.  Tiie  scouts  at  Lake 
Shetek  reported  that  they  had  discover- 
ed traces  of  five  Indians.  Col.  Pfsender 
visited  the  locality  indicated,  to  ascertain 
whether  any  Indians  had  passed  the 
lines.  He  foond  no  evidence  of  any,  and 
\i  confident  no  Indians  hive  approached 
the  settlements  late!v.

In  Lis  reply  to  a  committee  who  pre- 
sented to  him  the  address  of  the  Ameri- 
cans iff  Paris  regarding  the  assassination 
of  the  President,  Mr.  Bigelow  read  a  por- 
tion of  a  It  Iter  from  Mr.  Seward,  whfcb, 
written  nearly  three  years  since,  derives 
great  intert  bi  (roui  tic  recent  melancholy 
events.  It  reems  that  some  information 
had  come  to  Mr.  Bigelow  relative  to  a 
plot  formir.|;'  here  for  the  assassination  of 
the  Presiueiit  and  Mr.  Seward.  This 
was  communicated  to  the  Sesretary  ol 
State,  and  replied  to  as  follows : 

Depaetment  gFvSt.vtb.  Washikgtox,  .Tulv 
1-5, 1882. — There  is  no  doubt  that  even  before 
the  breaking  out  of  the  insurrection  plots  and 
conspiracies  were  formed,  and  it  is  not  unlike- 
ly that  new  ones  such  as  you  mention  will 
grow  up.  Hut  there  is  no  reason  to  he  alarm- 
ed aliout  them.  Assassin  ition  is  not  in  ac- 
cordance wltli  .\merican  ideas,  and  will  never 
oli'ain  a  foothold  in  our  political  system. 

This  personal  conviction  has  bc-cn  confirmed 
bv  every  day's  experience  since  the  war  com- 
menced. The  President,  duriog  the  warm 
weather,  occupies  a  house  hear  the  '•Sol- 
diers' Home,"  two  or  three  miles  from  the 
city.  He  goes  and  comes  on  horseback  morn- 
ing and  niplit  without  any  guard.  I  go  there 
myself  at  all  hours,  very  early  and  very  late, 
by  daylight,  moonlight,  starlight,  or  no  light 
at  all.

Friclitrnl    Details   of  a 
^vreck. 

From  the  Boston    Traveller  we   learn 
that  a    fearful  disaster  has    btfillen  the 
Briiish  brig   Lea-ler,    Captain  Vig.neau, 
which  left  Monireal  for  St.  Johns,  N.  F., 
iVovember  25'!.  laden  withflour,  the  crew 
coneiating  oi  ^ht  persons,  iiicludiug  the 
captain.     On  the    7th    of  December  the 
captain  made  the  western  shore  of  New- 
foundland, his   vessel  having   previously 
'ost  all  her  canvas    in  a  storm.     On  the 
'Jth  the  cabin  was  washed  overboard,  and 
all  its  contents,  including  four  of  the  crew 
All  this  time  the  captain  and  another  man 
were  severely  injured,  the    latter  having 
had  bis    back  and    both    his    hip   bones 
broken.     On    the   morning  of    the  lOth 
made  the  land  again,  and  shortly  after  the 
vesel    went    ashore   in  a  cove,    the  sea 
making  a  clean   breach   over  her.     La 
ttr    in    the    morning    two   of    the    men 
swam     ashore,     leaving    the  two     disa- 
bled oned  on  board,     to  seek  for  some 
assistance.     After  vainly  searching  in  the 
neighhorhool  the  men   camped  for  the 
night  in  sight  of  the  wreck.     Next  day 
they  continued  their    search    for   relief, 
walking  as  far  as  fifteen  miles  in  a  snow 
storm,  and  getting    lost    in    the  woods, 
from  which  tney  emerged   to   find  them 
selves  in  the  neighborhood  of  tho»carap- 
ing  ground  on  the  previous   night.     One 
of  the  men  cut  bis   foot    during  this  jour- 
ney, aud  was  unable  to  move   the  next 
day,  his  foot  being    also    badly   frozen. 
The  other  man,  Mr.  A.  Mercer,  second 
mate  ol  the  vessel,  made  a  bed  for  him  io 
an  old  hut  found  on  the  beach  and  swam 
back  to  the  vessel  to  ascertain  the  ccndi 
tion  of  those  left  ou  board, when  he  found 
the  captain  dead,  and  the  other    man  liv- 
ing, though  unable  to  move.     Mr.  Mer 
cer  for  four  weeks  made  almost  daily  vis- 
its to  the  wreck,  for  the  purpose  of  feed- 
■ncr  this  poor  creature       At  the  end  of 
this  time  the  hut  proving  too    wet  and 
cold,  the  two  men  got  on  board  the  vessel, 
the  fore  hatch  of  which   was   tight      Re- 
moving this,  and  throwing  overboard  suf- 
Hcient  flour.  Mr.    Mercier  mide  room  in 
the  hold  for    himself  and  companions  in 
misfortune.     The  sufferings  of  the  man 
who  accompanied  Mr.   Mercier  on  chore 
were  intense,  the  flesh  dropping  from  his 
legs  and   feet  as   be   crawled  about  the 
beach.     His  leet  were  also  badly  frozen, 
and  he    had  to  remove  his  boot's  by  cut- 
ting th«'m  off.     The  28tb  of  January  saw 
his  companions  dead,  leaving   Mr.  Mer 
cier  alone  on  a  wreck,  near  to  a  birren 
shore,   in   the  dep'h  of  winter,  with  do 
thirg  to  est  but   llour  and  raw  pork,  and 
nothing  to  drink   but   snow    water!     In 
this  condition   he  remained,  surrounded 
bv  bis  dead  companions,  till    the   21st  of 
March,    when     he    was    rescued    by   the 
crew  of    a  sailing  vessel,   and  brought 
into    St.  Johns.     When    discovered  Mr. 
Mercier  was  in  a  sinking  (oodition,  hav- 
ing   nothing  on    but    some    canvas,   in 
which  he   had  wrapped  himself  to    avoid 
being  frozen  to  death,

Events  are  succeeding  so   rapidly    in 
the  United  States   that  it  is    difficult  to 
seize  the  full  extent  of  the  changes  which 
are  revolutionizing  the  opinions  of  spec- 
tators.      It  will    be  three  weeks  to  mor- 
row since  we  received  the  astounding  ia- 
telligence  of  the    murder    of    President 
Lincoln.      The  news  surprised  some  of 
us  in  the  process  of  adjusting  our  minds 
to  the  new  state  of  things   produced   by 
the  surrender  of  General  Lee,  and,  ow- 
ing to  the  number  of  prejudices  to  be  up- 
rooted, and  misconceptions  to  be  remov- 
ed, the  operation  was  slow  and  difficult. 
It      did      at      last      seem,      however, 
that      the     United     Sutes      might    re- 
cover peace  and  unity,  and  the  blessicgs 
of  regular  government.     It  was  just  then 
that  the  act  of  Wilkes   Booth  seemed  to 
undo  all,  and  hurl  the  Republic  back  ini* 
<haos  3nce   more.     Some  of  us  said,  ac- 
cident,  ambition    and  passion  have  free 
scope,  and  ever}  thing  except  the  suprem- 
acy of  law  and  reason  is  possible,    dome 
predicted  that  the  South  would  rally,  and 
rise  as  one  man,  to  profit  by   the  confu- 
sion at  Washington  ;  others,  that  General 
Grant  would  seize  the  reins   of  Govern- 
ment ;  others,  that  the  North  wonld  be> 
come  the  prey   of    tbe  spirit  of  discord, 
and  go  asunder  at  the  moment  of  victory. 
.\  few  affirmed  confidently  that  none  of 
these  things  would   happen  ;  that  the  em- 
pire of  the  law  would  be   upheld  by  (he 
unanimous  will  of  free  citizens;  that  Mr 
Johnson  would  succeed  Mr.  Lincoln,  not 
only  without  tumult,   but  as  a  matter  of 
course,  and  without  questiin.     And  the 
few     were      right,      because,      instead 
of     looking      to     all     points     ol     the 
compass      and       raaging      throughout 
ancient      and       modern      history      for 
false  analogies  and  materials   for  ingen- 
ous   bnt  bewildering    speculation,   they 
bad  observed   tbe  American  people  with 
candor,  and  honestly  endeavored  to   un- 
derstand   their  character.     Tbe  Ameri- 
cans appreciate  personal  greatness ;  they 
know  when  they  have  a  masterly  General 
and  how  to  treat  him ;  they  are  not  deal- 
ing with  Grant  as  we  dealt  with  Sir  Charles 
Napier ;  they   also  know  the  worth  of  a 
great  magistrate  and  ruler,  as  we  have 
just  seen.     But  there  is  one  thing  in  their 
eyes  greater  than  the  greatest  President 
or  General — it  is  the  public  law  of  their 
country.      So  when   Mr.  Lincoln  died  a 
few  gentlemen  waited  on  the  Vice  Presi- 
dent to  announce  and  verify  tlie  fast ;  the 
Chief  Justice  administered  the  oath  ol  of- 
fice, and  Mr.   Johnson  was  President  of 
the  United  States.     It  is   a  great  addi- 
tion    to     the    security     of     institutions 
when  all  the  class  or  a  community  are 
able    to     regard   the    political    law     of 
the  commonwealth  as  their  best  friend 
and  protector.     And  now  we   are   called 
to  contemplate  the  United   States  under 
another  aspect.     We    have    seen    them 
within  these  four  years,  grow   from  a  pa- 
cific Republic,  with  an  army  of  only  18,- 
000  men,  to  be  the  greatest  military  pow- 
er in  the  world.     We  have  observed   the 
reluctance  of  the  people  lotake  nt>  arms, 
ar.d  then  the  suddenness  with  which  they 
responded  to  the   challenge  conveyed  by 
the  attack    on  Fort  Sumt  r;    the    awk- 
wardness with    which    they    learned  the 
wavs  of  war;  the  gradual  discovery  and 
rapid  promotion   ol    Generals ;    tbe    en- 
ti-rprise     and     inven'iveness    of      those 
commanders;    the    bulldog    tenacity  of 
the    soldiers,  as     seen     in     tke    series 
of     battles     whch    brought    the    Army 
of      the    Potomao     before      Richmond, 
and  in  that  second  series  which  ended  in 
th^  catastrophe  of  Apnl  6th.     Now  we 
are  spectators  of  another  great  transfer 
mation.     On  this  side  of  the  Atlantic  the 
question  has  been  asked  with   strong  in- 
tereet.  but    generally    with    incredulity, 
will    the   United   States   voluntarily  lay 
aside  those   tremendous    instruments   of 
power  ?    Is  it  not  rather  certain  that  they 
will  be  seduced  by  national  pride  to  place 
their  glory    in  arms  and    to    assail   their 
neighbors  ?     And  tbe  intelligence  brought 
by  the  Persia  "upplies  an  answer  to  these 
questions.     The   Northern    peddlers,  as 
tbey  were  contemptuously  called,  having 
beaten  the    "chivalry"  and  broken  their 
Dower,  are  ready  and  impatient  to  return 
to  their  shops  and  their  plows.

California  baa  ita  French  g>ileh,  in 
Sbaata  cosnty,  French  camp  in  San  Joa- 
«yu»j»  (pronounced  Watckten)  countj,  and 
French  J  Corrall  (pronounced  Krall)  in 
Nevada  county. 

Leaving  the  latter  place  and  driving 
east— up  the  mountains  (the  foothills  of 
the  Sierra  Nevada)  six  miles,  we  come  to 

NORTH  8AS    JCAW, 

(pronounced  Whon)  which  has  at  present 
a  populatioa  of  300,  consisting  mostly  of 
second  class  Jews,  Chinese  and  balf- 
stsrved  dogs. 

The  hydraulic  washings  hero  are  very 
extensive,  but  have  failed  to  prove  as 
pro&uble  as  was  anticipated.  The  result 
has  been — as  in  all  decaying  mining 
towns— the  white  people  have  left  and 
their  places  have  been  partially  filled  by 
roving  bands  of  ChineEC. 

We  here  witnessed  a  very  extensive 
mine  explosion.  A  portion  of  the  bill — 
full  of  hard-pan  and  rock,  was  too  far  from 
the  hose  pipes  to  be  easily  destroyed,  and 
watbed  away  by  water,  and  a  hole  was 
therefore  dug  into  the  side  of  the  hill  in 
which  was  deposited  1'^  kegs  oi  powder. 
Tbu  was  fired  by  a  slow  fuse,  and  the  ex- 
plosion was  grand  beyond  description. 

Eight  miles  northwesterly  ia 

CAMPTONVILLB, 

in  Yuba  county,  which  in  order  to  reach 
we  have  to  cross  the  middle  fork  of  the 
Ynba,  two  miles  from  San  Juan,|and  then 
drive  six  miles  through  a  dense  forest  of 
jfcUov,  tvyar  an  J  digger  pines. 

The  trees  are  so  near  together,  and  the 
foliage  so  dense,  that  the  gloom  ia  really 
oppressive. 

While  in  the  suburbs  of  San  Juan  yes- 
terday— witnessing  the  explosion  of  the 
mine — we  were  accosted  by  a  crafty,  vil- 
lainous looking  fellow,  who  after  claiming 
to  have  seen  us  when  editing  a  paper 
years  ago  in  Boston,  inquired  in  an  over- 
studied  careless  manner,  if  we  were  never 
afraid  of  being  robbed. 

We  informed  him  that  we  bad  laid  it 
down  as  a  rule  on  entering  the  State,  to 
instantly  fibcot,  without  asking  any  ques. 
tions,  every  person  stepping  near  our 
team  when  in  motion.  That  if  we  found, 
ait«r  sLooting,  that  we  had  been  hasty, 
we  wonid  apologize  to  the  man's  friends, 
aa  lie  would  be  past  bearing  any  explana- 
tion 

To  illustrate  the  truth  of  the  latter 
clause,  wo  drew  our  never-failing  Pond's 
revolver,  and  shot  the  head  from  a  gray 
squirrel  aiuiog  on  a  log  over  tw«nty 
yards  distant. 

To-da^,  while  passing  through  these 
gloomy  Cau'ptonville  woods,  we  overtook 
this  villainous  looking  fellow  in  company 
with  a  big  Irishman,  who  looked  a«  if  he 
for  years  bad  been  cheating  the  gallows 
out  of  its  due. 

We  confess  that  the  place,  and  the 
men's  appearance,  had  a  tendency — to- 
gether with  yesterday's  questions — to 
make  us  slightly  nervous,  but  holding  the 
reins  tightly  in  our  left  liand,  we  grasped 
oar  cocked  revolver  in  the  right,  and 
tjrraly  resolved  to  rid  the  world  of  at  least 
one  villain  before  a  shot  could  be  6red 
into  the  carri  ige. 

What  particular  thought  influcn:ed 
their  action,  we  of  course  are  unable  to 
say,  but  after  a  hasty  glance  over  their 
shoulders,  they  suddenly  broke  into  a  run 
down  in  a  deep  ravine  to  the  right. 

A  few  hours  afterward  they  stepped 
the  stage  mid  express  at  this  place,  rob- 
bed five  frightened,  unarmed  passengers 
of  all  money  and  valuables,  and  took 
from  the  express  box  over  S.'i.OOO  in  gold 
bars.  Verrily,  traveliag  through  thio 
State  need  not  be  tedious  for  want  of  in- 
cident. 

Uamptoiiville  has  a  population  of  200, 
although  it  ha»  been  double  that  figure. 
It  btands  on  an  immense '  gold  bearing 
sand  hill,  nearly  one  hundred  feet  in 
depth.  The  dast  in  the  streets,  the  soil 
ia  the  cellars,  yards  and  gardens,  all 
bear/'j«r  gold ;  and  if  abundance  of  wa- 
ter could  be  cheaply  obtained,  fabulous 
fortnnes  would  be  here  made  in  a  few 
morths. 

Miners,  as  a  class,  are  of  such  nnsteady 
habits  and  roving  disposition,  that  they 
do  not  niiiain  satisfied  with  any  wages 
lorg.  1'hey  are  al  ways  looking  lor  some 
thing  a  little  better.  Keports  of  rich 
mines  just  discovered,  about  a  hundred 
miles  away,  are  as  plentiful  as  bogus 
•ales  in  WaU  street,  and  »hen  the  /ever 
once  sets,  a  village  may  lose  half  its  pop- 
ulation in  twenty-four  Lours. 

A  drive  oJ  twenty  miles  northeast 
brings  us  to 

roUKKST  CITY, 

la  Sierra  county.  This  has  aunk  from  a 
popula  ion  of  600.  to  loss  than  200,  caus- 
ed by  the  stampede  of  miners  for  Nevada 
and  Colorado.  TheeUeets  are  filled  with 
is.  straw,  broken  kettles  and  rcm- 
of  furniture,  like  a  vacated  rebel 
ip  in  Tennessee;  aod  empty  houses 
are  aa  pleotihil  as  red  onions  in  Connecti- 
cut. 

About  three  miles  on  a  direct  line  north 
ixom  thia  village  is 

l>OWNIBVILLK, 

t  le  Seal  of  Sierra  county,  but  aa  there  is 
no  carraigc  road  by  the  direct  route,  wo 
«ra  only  enabled  to  reach  it  by  a  drive  of 
tea  miles  over  one  of  the  steepest  roads 
in  the  State. 

Downieville  has  been  unfortunate  with 
fires,  but  the  energy  and  enterprise  of 
bercitixeus  ovorcomea  all  difiicultiea  and 
mJafortnnef .  A  atrcet  ia  no  sooner  de- 
•  royed  than  it  ia  auppli«d  with  finer 
baildinga  than  before. 

Jt  ia  rich  in  placer  and  bydraulicmlaea, 
m-.i  will  doubileMcootinue  to  increaMia 


siae  and  wealth  for  a  nnmber  of  yeara. 
Its  present  population  ia  about  2,000.  It 
ia  located  at  the  end  «/  a  road,  in  a 
deep,  three-cornered  valley,  well  up  on 
the  foot  hills  of  the  Sierra  Nevada  moun- 
taina,  being  at  an  altitude  of  6,000  feet 
above  the  ocean. 

The  Yuba  ia  one  cf  the  richeat  gold- 
bearing  rivera  in  the  State,  and  this  vil- 
lage is  at  the  junction  of  tb«i  north  and 
south  fork  ot  the  north  branch. 

Thia  ia  one  of  the  oldeat  mining  towns 
in  the  State.  It  waa  aettled  in  18-iSf,  and 
named,  by  thoae  in  authority,  the  aame 
year,  after  a  atormy  struggle  of  over  two 
weeks.  Each  man  had  a  favorite  name 
which  be  wished  to  commemorate  by  giving 
to  the  town.  Fiery  and  uncompromising 
advocates  were  found  for  Susanville,  Ball 
Eye,  W^lf  Tail,  Gold  Crotch,  Araminta, 
Fig's  Eye,  Triangle,  and  twice  aa  many 
more  poetic  and  eupboniona  titlaa. 

In  the  height  of  this  stormy  debate, 
Mr.  Downie,  the  jolly  boat,  opened  the 
door,  and  rolled  into  tbe  room  a  barrel 
of  whifc\ey,  remarking  at  the  time — 

"Boya  \  you  can't  harmoniae  unless 
you  take  something  varm.  Help  your- 
selves with  all  you  want  out  of  this  barH, 
and  may  be  it'll  make  you  think  of  a 
good   name  !'* 

After  a  general  drink  all  round,  each 
man  concluded — without  consulting  with 
the  others — that  for  the  sake  of  a  joke, 
he  would  honor  Downie  by  voting  for 
hia  name ;  and  on  counting  tbe  next  bal' 
lot,  it  was  found  that  every  man  had  vo- 
ted for  Downieville.  The  meeting  broke 
up  in  the  beat  of  apirita,  (ttrong)  and 
tbe  town  baa  ever  since  retained  its  pres- 
ent name. 

This  county  extenda  to  the  eastern 
line  of  the  State  on  tbe  bight  of  Sierra 
Nevadas,  and  is  exceedingly  rich  in  gold 
quarts  and  hydraulic  mines,  besides  some 
very  good  silver  and  copper  lodea.  What 
little  land  ia  found,  is  very  rich  and  pro- 
ductive, but  the  number  of  acres  will  not 
amount  to  more  than  one-twentieth  of  the 
coonty.  The  proportion  of  arable  land 
in  the  State,  is  a  fraction  less  than  one- 
tejdh. 

State  laws  are  generally  made  by  Leg- 
islatures, but  many  of  the  beat  and  most 
important  laws  of  California  arc  made  by 
unlettered  but  honest  miners  on  the 
mountaina.  And  theae  lawa, — aa  a  ne- 
cessity, are  upheld  and  enforced  by  the 
courts.  Where  millions  are  at  stake,  it 
is  necessary  that  miners'  laws  be  so  per 
fectly  clear,  that  even  the  blackest  vil- 
lain cannot  misunderstand.  But  laws  in 
rrgard  to  miners'  claims,  are  unlike  in 
different  parts  of  the  State.  Each  min- 
ing district  makes  ita  own  laws. 

It  will  be  borne  in  mind  that  all  gold- 
bearing  gravel  banks, — or  hydralic 
mines,  are  found  extending  parallel  with 
mining  streams  or  dry  river  beds.  Some 
of  the  laws  in  this  section  are  aa  follows  : 

Tbe  diacoverer  of  a  hydraulic  mine  is 
entitled  to  100  feet  front  aa  a  bonus  for 
the  diacovery,  and  100  feet  more  aa  a 
stock-holder.  Every  man  who  aigna  the 
books,  and  is  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
company,  ia  entitled  to  100  feet  front, 
tdcing  tbe  ravine  or  river.  If  another 
company  ia  on  the  other  aide  of  the  hill 
and  has  not  staked  out  ita  claim  on  both 
aidea,  then  the  claima  meet  on  the  brow 
or  highest  point.  It  the  other  side  is  not 
taken,  then  the  stock-holders  can  extend 
their  claim  clear  through,  be  it  1,000  or 
20,000  feet,  and  can  hold  it,  providing 
they  prove  by  actual  digging,  that  their 
object  ia  to  K6rh  and  not  tpeeulate  on  tbe 
mine.  TLua  a  company  of  ten  men,  hold 
a  claim  of  eleven  hundred  feet  front,  with  a 
depth  according  to  tbe  foregoing  laws. 
Companica  are  seldom  formed  with  a 
grca'er  number,  aa  it  ia  found  that  they 
are  hard  to  manage  and  work  to  an  ad- 
vantage. 

QuartE  claima  only  differ  by  the  stock- 
holders being  entitled  to  200  teet,  and  the 
same  amount  going  as  nbonua  to  the  find- 
er, the  face  or  front  running  with  the 
ledge  instead  ol  the  river. 

Some  of  the  gold-bearing  gravel  banks 
in  this  section  are  very  deep, tbe  bed  rock 
varying  from  thirty  to  one  thousand  feet 
below  the  surfac'j.  Near  tbe  bottom  of 
some  of  these  deepest  banks  are  found 
splendid  specimens  of  petrified  pine,  oak 
and  manzantia,  the  tormer  being  nine 
feet  in  diameter. 

Tbe  title  to  all  tbe  lands  in  thia  aection 
ia  yet  in  the  handa  of  the  United  States 
Government.  Farms  and  city  lots  are 
therefore  obtained  by  quit-claim  deeds, 
and  yet  prices  are  paid  which  would  as- 
tonish New  Englandera.

SHERIMAN  AND  JOHNSTON. 


Teatimonf     and    Correspond- 
ence of  Oen.  Sborman. 


His  B^ason  for  the  I^egotiation— 
History  of  the  AfilEdr. 


The  evidence  given  by  Gen.  Sherman 
before  the  Committee  on  the  Conduct  of 
the  War,  and  his  full  report  and  corres- 
pondence relative  to  the  negotiations 
with  Johnston,  are  jast  publahed. 

The  following  is  the  Gereral'a  tcatimo* 
ny  in  relation  to 

TIIK SKGOTIITION S  Mnil  JOIINSTCX  : 

I  met  General  Johnston  in  person  at  a 
house  five  miles  from  Durham  Station, 
under  a  tlag  of  truce.  Alter  a  few  pre- 
liminary remarks  be  said  to  me,  since  Lee 
had  surrendered  bis  army  at  Appomat- 
tox Court  House,  of  which  be  had  just 
been  advised,  he  looked  upon  further  op- 
position by  him  as  the  greatest  possible 
of  crime.i ;  that  he  wanted  to  know 
whether  I  could  make  him  any  general 
cooce.sions  ;  anything  by  which  he  could 
maintain  his  hold  and  control  cf  his  army, 
and  prevent  its  scattering ;  anything  to 
satisfy  the  great  }  earnings  of  the  people  ; 
if  so,  he  thought  he  could  arrange  terms 
satisfactory  to  both  parties.  He  wanted 
to  embrace  the  condition  and  fate  of  all 
the  armies  of  the  &  outhern  Coniederacy 
to  the  Rio  wrande ;  to  make  one  job  of  it, 
as  he  termed  it. 

1  asked  him  what  his  powers  were — 
whether  be  could  command  and  control 
the  fate  of  all  the  armies  to  the  Hio 
Grande.  He  answered  that  he  thought 
he  could  obtain  the  power,  but  did  not 
possess  it  at  that  moment ;  he  did  not 
know  where  Mr.  Davis  waa,  but  he 
thought  if  I  could  give  him  the  time  he 
could  find  Mr.  Breckinridge,  whose  or- 
ders would  be  obeyed  everywhere,  and 
he  could  pledge  to  me  his  personal  faith 
that  whatever  be  undertook  to  do  would 
be  done. 

I  bad  had  frequent  ccrrospondenco 
with  the  lat<*  President  of  tbe  United 
States,  w'th  the  Secretary  of  War,  with 
Gen.  Ilalleck  and  with  Gen.  Grant,  and 
the  general  impression  kfc  upon  my 
mind,  that  if  a  settlement  could  be  maile 
consistent  with  tbe  Constitution  of  tbe 
LTnitcd  States,  the  lawa  of  Congress  and 
the  proclamation  of  the  President,  they 
would  not  only  be  willing,  but  pleased  to 
terminate  the  war  by  one  single  stroke  of 
tbe  pen. 

I  needed  time  to  finish  the  railroad 
from  the  Ncuse  bridge  up  to  Raleigh, 
and  thought  I  could  put  in  four  or  live 
days  of  goo  1  time  ia  making  repairs  to 
my  road,  even  if  I  had  to  send  proposi- 
tions to  Washington  ;  I  therefore  consent- 
ed to  delay  twenty-four  hours  to  enable 
Johnston  to  procure  what  would  satisfy 
mi;  aa  to  bis  authority  and  ability  as  a 
military  man,  to  do  what  he  undertook  to 
do ;  I  therefore  consented  to  meet  him 
the  next  day,  tbe  17th,  at  I'i  noon,  at  the 
same  place. 

We  did  meet  again ;  aRer  a  general  in- 
terchange of  courtesies,  be  remarked  that 
he  was  then  prepared  to  satisfy  me  that 
be  could  fulfil  the  terms  of  our  conversa- 
tion of  th«  day  before.  He  then  asked 
me  what  I  was  willing  to  do ;  I  told  him, 
in  the  first  place,  I  could-not  deal  with 
anybody  except  men  recognised  by  us  as 
*'  be  ligerents,"  because  nj  mil  itary  man 
could  go  beyond  that  fact.  The  Attornef 
(iener.il  has  since  so  decided,  and  any 
man  of  common  sense  so  understood  it 
before  ;  tbero  was  no  ditferencc  upon  that 
point  as  to  tLe  man  and  officers  accompa- 
nying the  Coafederate  a-mies.  I  told 
him  tiiat  the  President  ofthe  UnitedStatea, 
by  a  published  proclamation,  bad  enabled 
every  man  in  the.  Southern  Confederatu 
army  of  the  rank  of  Colonel  and  nnder, 
to  procure  and  obtain  amneaty,  by  sim- 
ply taking  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  the 
United  Statea.  and  agreeing  to  go  to  bis 
home  in  peace.  The  terms  of  General 
Grant  to  General  Lee  extended  tbe  same 
principles  to  the  ofTicers,  of  the  rank  of 
brigadier-general  and  upwanls,  including 
the  highest  oilicor  in  the  Confederate 
army,  viz :  General  Lee,  the  commander- 
in-chief.  I  waa  therefore  willing  to  pro- 
ceed with  him  upon  the  eati!e  principles. 
Then  a  conversation  aroae  aa  to  what 
form  of  government  they  were  to  have  in 
the  South.  Were  the  States  there  to  ba 
dissevered,  and  were  the  people  to  bo  de- 
nied representation  in  Congress?  Were 
the  people  there  to  be — in  the  common 
language  of  the  people  of  tho  South- 
slaves  to  the  people  of  the  North  ?  Of 
course  I  said  "No;  we  dot i.-e  that  you 
shall  regain  your  position  as  cilixen's  of 
the  United  States,  free  and  equal  to  us 
in  all  respects,  and  with  representation, 
upon  the  condition  of  submission  to  the 
lawful  authority  of  the  United  States  as 
defined  by  tbe  Constitution,  the  United 
States  Courts,  and  the  authority  of  the 
United  States  supported  by  those  courts." 
He  then  remarked  to  me  that  (General 
Breckinridge,  a  Major  General  in  the 
Confederate  army,  was  near  by,  and,  if  I 
bad  no  objection,  be  would  liko  to  have 
him  present.  I  called  his  attention  to 
the  fact  that  I  had  on  the  day  before  ex- 
plained to  him  that  any  negatiit;ons  be- 
tween us  must  be  couiinodto  belligerents. 
He  replied  that  he  understood  Sat  per- 
fectly. 

••  But,"  said  he,  "  Breckinridge,  who 
you  do  not  know,  save  by  public  rumo 
as  Secretary  of  War,  is,  in  lAct,  a  Major 
(Jcneral ;  I  give  you  my  word  for  Uiat. 
Have  you  any  objection  to  bis  being 
present  as  a  Major  General  ?"  I  replied. 
'*  I  have  no  objection  to  any  military  offi- 
cer you  diisire  being  present  as  a  part  of 
your  jiersonal  btuir."  I  myself  had  my 
own  offif-ers  near  mo  at  call. 

Brecltinridge  mme  to  me  a  stranger, 
whom  I  h*d  never  spoken  to  in  my  life, 
and  he  joined  in  tho  conversation;  while 
that,  conver»iuti(in  was  going  on  a  courier 
arrived  and  handed  to  General  Johniiton 
a  package  of  jiapers  ;  he  and  Bnsikiii 
ridge  looked  over  them  for  sonic  time 
and  put  them  away  ia  their  pockets ; 
what  It  was  1  knew  not,  but  on«  of  them 
was  a  slip  of  paper  written,  as  (iencral 
Johnston  told  me,  by  Mr.  Ueagan,  I'o-tt- 
niaster  (General  of  the  tifouihern  Confed- 
eracy ;  they  bcemed  to  talk  about  it  aoiu 
voce,  and  fina  ly  hnndo  1  it  to  inc  ;  I  glunc- 
1(1  over  jt;  it  was  preceded  by  a  pruam* 
ble  and  <:to.scd  with  a  few  genera.  Iltius. 
I  rejected  it  at  once. 

Wo  ifien  discussed  matters,  talki-d 
about  shivery  ;  talked  about  everything. 
There  was  a  univerial  iiNKcut  thai  slavo- 
ry  wai  as  dead  ai  anything  could  be  ; 
that  it  was  ono  of  the  lusuea  of  tliu  war 
long  nincu  deterniini'd;  and  nven  (irn.;- 
ral  .fohiistoii  Itugbed  at  iIki  folly  of  I hr 
Conf'oderato  governiDeut  in  raising  no 
gro  snldiers,  whereby  they  gavo  m  all 
the  points  in  thn  cjiso.  I  told  tbein  .ilavo 
ry  h.id  been  treated  by  us  Hs  a  <knd  in- 
ntitutiun,  first  by  ono  class  of  men  iron 
the  initiation  of  the  war,  and  then  frotn 
tim  dat«  of  lh«  Km  incipation  I'rocliima 
tion  of  President  Lincoln,  and  liiiaily  by 
tho  assent  of  all  parties.  Aa  to  recou- 
stru'tiou,  I  told  thi  ni  1  did  not  know  tho 
views  of  tliii  Administration.  Mr.  Lin- 
coln, up  to  that  time,  in  letters  and  by 
telegrams  tome,  encouraged  iiic  by  all  tho 
words  whifh  could  be  used  in  general 
torraa  to  believo.  not  only  in  bis  willin,"- 
nei!».  but  in  his  d<»iirt:K  that  I  shoiiVl 
mak«i  teniiri  with  civil  autUorilma,  tiov- 
Diniirs  and  i^eiiislwtures,  even  as  fur 
back  as  ISO.'l.  It  then  occurred  lo  nin 
that  I  might  writii  oil  soiux  central  pnqi- 
osilions.  nmanJfif^  little  ormraning  nm.  i,, 
areonlih,;  t » tho  cuuslrii  "lion  ot  |iarlii  a, 
wlaf.  I  would  teiin  ••glilieniiif  yfuentW- 
ties."  and  s<  i»d  fbem  to  VViuhinglon, 
wkli:h  I  oould  do  ill  four  da}*. 

Ihat  would  enable  tbe  now  Prcaidant 
to  give  ote  some  olue  to  hia  poliny  is  tbe 


important  junctnra  which  waa  thea  npoo 
us,  for  the  war  was  over ;  the  highest  au- 
thorities of  the  Southern  Confederacy  so 
confeased  to  me  openly,  unconcealedly 
and  repeatedly.  I  therefore  dre^r  up  the 
memorandum  (which  baa  been  publiahed 
to  the  world)  for  the  pnrpoae  of  referring 
it  to  the  proper  Executive  authority  of 
the  United  States,  and  enablio;^  him  to 
define  to  me  what  I  .night  promise,  sim- 
ply to  cover  the  pride  of  the  southern 
men,  who  thereby  became  subordinate  to 
the  laws  of  the  United  States,  civil  and 
military.  I  made  no  concessions  to  Gen. 
Johnston's  array  or  tbe  troops  nnder  bis 
direction  and  immediate  control ;  and  if 
any  concessions  were  made  in  those  gen- 
eral terms,  they  were  made  because  I 
then  believed,  and  now  believe,  they 
would  have  delivered  into  the  handa  of 
tbe  United  States  tbe  absolute  control  of 
every  Confederate  ofUce^and  soldier,  all 
their  muter  roils  and  all  their  arms.  It 
would  save  us  all  the  incidental  expense 
resulting  in  the  military  occupation  of 
that  country  by  provost-marshals,  pro- 
vost-guards, military  governors  and  all 
the  machinery  by  which  alone  the  milita- 
ry power  can  reach  the  people  of  a  civil- 
ized country.  It  would  have  surrender- 
ed to  us  the  armies  of  Dick  Taylor  and 
Kirby  Smith,  both  of  them  capable  of  do- 
ing infinite  mischief  to  us  by  exhausting 
the  resources  of  tho  whole  country  upon 
which  we  were  to  depend  for  the  future 
extinguishment  of  our  debt,  forced  upon 
us  by  their  wrongful  and  rebelliooa  con- 
duct. I  never  designed  to  ahelter  any 
human  being  from  any  liability  incurred 
in  consequence  of  past  acts  to*  tbe  civil 
tribunals  of  our  country,  and  I  do  not  be- 
lieve a  fair  and  manly  interpretation  of 
my  terms  can  so  construe  them,  for  tbe 
words  "United  States  courts,"  "Unite  1 
States  authorities,"  "limitations  of  ezecn- 
five  power"  occur  in  every  paragraph. 
And  if  they  aeemingly  yield  teinu  better 
than  the  public  would  desire  to 
be  given  to  the  Southern  peo- 
ple, ,  if  studied  closely  and  well  it 
will  be  found  that  there  is  an  absolute  aub- 
mii'sion  on  their  part  to  the  government 
of  tbe  United  States,  either  through  its 
executive,  legislative  or  judicial  authori- 
ties. Every  step  in  the  programme  of 
these  negotiations  are  reported  punctual- 
ly, clearly  and  fully,  by  tbe  most  rapid 
meansfof  communication  that  I  had.  And 
yet  I  neglected  not  one  fing'e  precaution 
necessary  to  reap  the  full  benefits  of  my 
position  in  case  the  government  amend- 
ed, altered,  or  abaolutely  anuUed  those 
terms.  Aa  those  mattera  were  necessari- 
ly mingled  with  the  military  hiatory  of 
the  period  I  would  like  at  this  point  to 
Sjbni  to  the  Committee  my  ofiioial  re- 
port, which  has  been  in  tho  handa  of  tbe 
proper  ollicer.  Brigadier  General  lUw- 
lings.  Chief  of  Stall'  of  the  Army  of  the 
United  States,  since  about  tbe  12th  init. 
It  was  made  by  me  at  Manchester,  Va., 
afier  I  had  returned  from  Savannah, 
whither  I  went  to  open  the  Savannah  riv- 
er, and  reap  the  fruits  of  my  negotiatioas 
with  Gen.  Johnston,  and  give  General 
Wilson's  force  in  Ihe  interior  a  safe  and 
sure  base  from  which  ho  ceuld  draw  the 
necessary  supply  of  clothing  and  food  for 
his  command.  It  waa  only  after  I  bad 
fulfilled  all  thia  that  I  learned,  for  the 
first  time,  throngh  tho  public  preaa,  that 
my  conduct  bad  been  animaiiverted  upon, 
not  only  by  tho  Secretary  of  War  but  by 
Gen.  Halleck,  and  the  presa  of  tbe  coun- 
try at  large.

The  following  U  a  fuller  report  o(  the 
statements  made  bj  Earl  Rusiell  in  the 
British  ParliAoaent  of  the  16lh  ult.,  on  the 
question  of  withdrawing  belligerent 
rights  from  the  Southern  States : 

SPEKCU  OF  KARL  RUSSUX. 

In  the  HoQie  of  Lords   Earl    Russell 
said :  I  very  much    regret    two    circum 
stances  connected  with  this  question  ;  the 
01C  being  the  terms  m  which    my   noble 
friend  has  placed   his  question  upon  tie 
table  of  this  Bouse,  and    tha   otbto-  the 
particular  time  at  which  he   has  thought 
6.*.  to  ask  it.    [Hear,  hear.]    With  regard 
to  the  first,  my  noble  friend   asks  wbeth- 
er  it  ii  the  "intention  of  the  soTernment, 
after  the  evenu  which  have  lately  trans- 
pired in  the  United  States,  to    withdraw 
the  admission  of  belligerent  rights   con- 
ceded   to     the     so-called     Confederate 
States."    Now  it  was  not  a  question  of 
concession  at  all.      It  was  a  question  of 
fact  merely.     If  peace  exists  throughout 
the  United  States  of  America,   the  Got- 
ernment  of  the    United  States,   will,  by 
treaty  and  by  the    natural  effect   of  the 
law  of  nations,  allow  our  merchant  ships 
to  go  into  their  ports  and   there  trade. 
It,  on  the  contrary,  a  state  of  war  exists, 
in  that  case  they  will  blockade  the  porta 
and  exercise  the  belligerent  rights.  Now, 
what  were  the  facts  hereP     When  a  war 
U  going  on  between  two  sepergteaations, 
as  a  few  years  ago  wss  the  caoe  between 
Austria  on  the  one  baud,  and  France  and 
Italy  on  the  other,    both  the  belligerents 
afseit  belligerent  rights,  and  her  Majesty 
properly  issues  thereupon  a  proclamation 
of  neutrality.    But  instead  of  a  war,  there 
may  be  an  int arrection.     That  insurrec- 
tion may  be  a  trivial  one,    and  carriad  on 
entirely  in  the  interior  of  th«  country  ;  or 
it  may  be  of  sucbvast  extent  as  to  amount 
really  to    a    war.     Now,    that   question 
might  have  been  a  difficult  one  fur  os  to 
decide ;  but  the  United  Sutes  Govern- 
ment really  decided  it  when  the  President 
of  the  United  Sta'es,  on  the  19th  of  April, 
1861,   issued  a  proclamation   by  which 
he  declared  that  all  tha    port*    of  seven 
States  of  the  Union  should  be  blockaded, 
ar.d  thereby  put  the  United  States  in  pos- 
session of    bfiligerant  rights.       [Hear, 
hear.]       W^hen    the     President    of    the 
United  States  did  that,  he  left  her  Majes- 
ty's Government  but  two  courses  to  pu'* 
sue— either  to  acknowledge  the  blockade 
and  thus  to  acknowledge  a  state  of  war, 
or  to  decide  that  the  blockade  should  not 
be  acknowledged,  and  that  her  Majesty's 
Government  would  not  concede  belliger- 
ent rights  to   the   United   States,   which 
would  of  course  fcave  led  to  war  between 
this    country    and    the    United    States. 
[Hear,  hear.]     The  first  was  the   course 
pursued ;  but  in  pursuing  that  course   it 
was  impossible  we  should  say  there  was 
no  Power  with  which  war  was  asrried  on 
by  the  United  States.     There  cannot  be 
a  war  which  is  carried  on   by    one  party 
only.     In  point  of  fact,  as  w«   all  know, 
there  was  a  war  between  a  body  of  per- 
sons calling  themselves  the  Confederate 
States  of  America,  on  the  one  hand,  and 
the  President  ot  the  Uiiited  States  on  the 
other. 

From  the  moment,  then,  that  we  ack- 
nowledged this  blockade  of  the  Southern 
ports  by    tha   President   of    the    United 
States,  it  was  not  we  who  conceded  bel- 
ligerent rights — it  was  the  President  of  the 
U.S  who  declared  himself  in  possession  of 
the  belligerent  rights,  who  declared  him- 
self possessed  of    the  right  to  carry  on 
the  war.  which  is    only   the  English   for 
belligerent  rights,  and  thereby  obliged  ut 
to  come  to  a  decision  one  way  or  the  oth- 
er.    rHear,  hear.]     Had  it  been  otbar- 
wise  the  President  of  the   United  States 
eould  not  have   ordered  the  navy  of  the 
United  States  to  stop  ships  of  this  country 
on  the  high  seas.      No   power  has  con- 
rontendud    more    strenuously  than    the 
United  States  that  there  can  be  no  right 
of  search  extending  over  vessels  on  tbe 
high  seas  in  time  of  peace.  But  that  is  the 
power  which  the  United  States  have  exer- 
cised, and  tbat  is  tbe  right  which  her  Ma- 
jesty acknowledged.     rH«'»r.]    Her  Ma- 
jesty did  not  concede  belligerent  rights, 
but  recognized  tbe  state  of  facts   which 
the  President  of   the   United  States  him- 
self  declared,    and    followed   this   by  a 
proclamation  of   neutrality    in  the  war 
which  was  then  being  carried   on.     Tbat 
war,  as  my  noble  friend  stated,  has  been 
carried    on   during    four    years,   and  I 
now    come    to    my    second    objection 
to  the  question   of  coy    noble    friend — 
namely,   that  he  has  asked  it  at  a  most 
unfortunate  time — [hear,  hear! —because 
it  18  very  difOcult  to  say  exactly  what  the 
state  of  affairs  is  at  tbe  present  moment. 
My  noble  friend  himself  evidently  does 
not  know  the  state  of  facts,  because  be 
says  tbat,  instead  of  blockading  tbe  port^ 
tbe  President  of  the   United  States  has 
closed  the  ports.     The  opinion   of   Her 
Majesty's  law  officers  is  that  the  Govern- 
ment ot  the   United  States  may  lawfully 
close  the  ports  which  are  in  possession  of 
the  United   States  authorities,    and  tbat 
within  the  waters   of  th^   United  States, 
within  three  miles  of  the  shore,  they  may 
forbid  any  neutral  merchantman  from  en- 
tering those  ports.     But  the  authority  of 
the  United  Stales  dors  not  extend  to  the 
port  of  Galveston.     So  far  as  we  know 
by  the  latest  accounts  we  have  received, 
tbat  port  is  still  completely  in  possession 
of    the    Confederates.      With     regard, 
therefore,   to  that  port,   the  power  exer- 
cised by  the   United  States  most  ha  the 
power  ot  blockade,  and  not  the  power  of 
closing  the  ports.     Then  comes  the  other 
question— namely,    whether    the    United 
States  still  continues  tomaintain  tbe  right 
of  search   ovsr   merchant    vessels  npon 
the  high  seas.     The  United  States  author- 
ities during  the  last  four  years   have  ex- 
ercised beliigerant  rights  in  tbat  respect, 
and  have  exercised  them  with  very  great 
severity.     [Here,  here]     I  do  not  know 
any  case  in  which  the  right  of  search,   of 
capture  of  vessels  and  imprisonment  of 
crews  Las  been  exercised  with  greater  se- 
verity by  a  belligerant  than  it  has  bsen 
exercised  by  the  Uiiited  Sutes— perhaps 
not  with  as  great  severity.  [Here,  here.] 
As  to  the  question  of  what  we  are  about 
to  do.  whether  this  belligerant    right   on 
the  part  of  tbe   United  S  rates   is  to  con- 
tinue or  not,  it  will  be  impossible  for  Her 
Majesty  to  consent  that  vessels   belong- 
ing to  British  subjects,  and   bearing  the 
British  flag,  should  be  searched  upon  tbe 
high  seas,  and  at  the  same  time  that  we 
should  admit  that  no   war  is  going   on. 
[Here,  here  ]     It  is  impossible  that  we 
sh  )uld  allow  the  United   States  to  exer- 
cise a  belligerant  right,  aad  at  the  same 
time  allow  tbat  a  state  of  complete  peace 
exists,  and  that  everything  else  is  going 
on  ax  usual  with  regard    to    the    United 
Sfatcs.     My  noble  friend  knows  that  one 
of  tbe  earliest  international  text-books  is 
a  work  ••/><  Jure  Belli  et  Paeit.''    There 
is  they  us  belli,  and  there  is  also  the  Jut 
pads. 

There  are  two  distinct  things,  and 
you  have  both  existing  together.  We 
are  anxious  to  ascertain,  and  we  have 
asked  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  what  ii  tbe  present  state  of  the 
caje.  A  li':tle  while  ago  the  United 
States  Government  proposed  tbat  Feder- 
al ships  of  war  should  be  allowed  to  en- 
ter Her  Majesty's  ports  without  re.«tr!c- 
tio3.  We  have  answered  that,  with  re- 
gard to  the  reqaisitiofl  ihtt  a  vetael  of 


war  shonld  leave  Her  Majesty's  ports,  ei- 
ther in  the  ooloniei  or  the  United  King- 
dom, within  twenty-four  hours,  it  was  not 
necessary  to  keep  up  that  restriction  ; 
but,  before  anythmg  further  was  determ- 
ined with  regard  to  confederate  vessels 
of  war,  we  wished  to  know   whether  the 
United  States  intend  to  maintain  and  ex- 
ercise their  belligerent  rights,  or  whether 
they    give    up   altogether  the    right  of 
learching  and  examining,   of   detaining 
and        capturing        British      merobant 
vesseli    on    the    high     seas.        [Hear, 
hear.]     Umil  tbat  question  is   answered 
I  do  not  feel  competent  to  give  any  an- 
swer to  my  noble  friend.     [Hear.]     We 
must  first  ascertain   whether  the   United 
States  is  at  war  with    any    other  power 
whatever.     Let  them  retain  the  belliger- 
tnt  right  if  war  continues  ;  but  if  there  is 
no  war,  and  peace  exists,  let  them  aban- 
don the  right.     [Hear,   hear.]     When  I 
obtain  an  answer  on  this   point  from  the 
Government  of  tbe  Uuited  States  I  shall 
probably  think    it    necessary    to  apply 
to  the  law  officers    of    the    crown ;  but 
meanwhile  I  do  not  know  that  I  can  give 
any  better  answer  ihan  has  been  given  by 
the  Spanish  Government   to  the  United 
States.     Tha  Spanish  Government  was 
asked  by  the  United  States  to  cease  to 
allow  belligerent  rights  to  the  Confeder- 
ate8,and  their  answer  was  that  these  bel- 
ligerent rij^hts    were    consequent    upon 
the     existing    state     of     tacts;      that 
while     war     continued      the      Powers 
of  Europe  generally  had    agreed  to  ao- 
knowledge  tbe  rights  of  both  parties  ;  but 
tbat  when  the  war    ceased   those    rights 
would  cease  of  themselves,  and  that  it  was 
not  necessary  to  give  any  further  answer. 
This  is  my  reply  to    mv  noble  friend.     I 
cannot  give  any  further  answer  at  pres- 
ent;  but  I  rejoice  sincerely  at  the  termi- 
nation of  tbe  war,  so  far  as  it  has  yet  ter- 
minated, and  I  trust  the    United    States 
will  soon  obtain  and  long  enjoy  the  bless- 
ings of  profound  peace.       [Hear,  hear  ] 
Lord  Houghton — Am  I  to  understand 
that,  if  by  some  act  of  the  United    Sutes 
the  war  is  declared  to  be  at  an  end,   the 
concession  of  belligerent  rights  to  tbe  so- 
called  Confederate  Sutes  wiU    fall  to  tbe 
ground  without    any  formal    act    of  her 
Majesty's  government  P 

Earl  Russell— All  I  can  say  is  this: 
that  when  the  case  arises  her  Majesty's 
government  will  take  the  opinion  of  the 
law  officers  of  the  crown  upon  it.  [Hear, 
tear.]

KEPORTS  or  CITT  0FFICKR8. 

The  City  Justice  reported  the  amount 
of  fines  collected  during  the  last  three 
weeks  as  $161.50. 

Wharlsge  receipts  from  May  16th  to 
Jrne  15th  were  reported  as  amounting 
to  $1,809.81. 

The  Poundma»ter  reported  Ms  collec- 
tions (or  the  month  past  as  $23.50. 

Mr.  McCormick's  report  showed  $700 
expended  during  the  month  of  May  to 
aid  the  familie.*  of  soldiers. 

GAS. 

The  Committee  on  gas  was  directed  to 
contract  with  the  Gas  Company  to  light 
twenty-five  street  lamps,  paying  therefor 
four  dollars  per  month  for  each  lamp.

Several  months  ago  we  exposed  some 
ofthe^swrndling  o]>eratio;is  of  an  adventur* 
er  who  came  to  this  city  and  r<>prescnted 
himself  to  be  "  General  Coolbaugh,  of 
tbe  Mexican  army."  After  victimizing  a 
number  of  our  citizens,  Coolbaugh  sud- 
denly disappeared  and  went  South.  A 
friend  of  ours  saw  him  in  Memphis,  and 
the  General  told  him  he  was  going  to  St. 
Louis  to  "  see  about"  the  u'ticle  publish- 
ed in  the  Betaocrat.  He  was  very  in- 
dignant, and  professed  to  be  an  irjured 
individual.  We  looked  for  him  but  he 
did  not  come.  The  Memphis  papers  took 
up  the  cudgels  for  him,  indorsed  him  as 
an  honorable  man,  and  all  that,  and  in- 
sisted that  we  had  done  the  General  in- 
justice. 

It  seem  that  Coolbaugh  has  turned  up 
in  New  York,  and  New  Jersey,  where  he 
has  been  playing  bis  old  Mexican  gi me. 
His  operations  are  ventilated  by  the  Tren- 
ton Qaaette: 

"Some  few  days  since.  Governor  Fen- 
ton,  of  New  York,  forwarded  a  requisi- 
tion to  Governor  Parker,  of  New  Jersey, 
for  (he  corpus  ot  oae  George  Coolbaugh, 
sometime  a  resident  of  New  York  city, 
but  now  domiciled  in  Hudson  county. 
State  ot  New  Jeraey.  The  requisition 
was  issued  upon  tbe  prayer  of  Joseph  ^. 
Stebbins,  who  keeps  tbe  Courtland 
Street  Honse  in  New  York.  The  taken- 
in-and-done-for  Stebbins  recites  in  his 
complaint  a  list  of  grievances  of  suflicient 
enormity  to  bring  tears  into  the  eyes  of  a 
grindstoae.     L«ct  us  abbreviate  : 

"On  the  4lh  day  of  march,  1865,  said 
George  Caelbaugh  and  wife,  ora woman 
be  addressed  by  that  endearing  title, 
took  a  suit  of  rooms  at  the  Courtland 
Honse.  .'de  claimed  to  be  an  agent  of 
the  Mexic«n  Government,  and  (bar  tor- 
rents of  gold  could  be  made  to  flow  at 
bis  magic  command.  His  wife  rustled 
ip  silks  and  blazed  in  diamonds.  Cool- 
baugh assured  the  delighted  Stebbins 
that  he  had  an  investment  of  $100,000 
in  the  7-30  loan,  and  $40,000  in  gold 
deposi(<e<i  to  his  cre4it  in  tbe  East  River 
National  Bank.  The  magnificieut  Co3l- 
baugb  gave  luxurious  suppers,  at  which 
ex  Governor  Rodman  M.  Price,  and  ex- 
minister  of  the  gospel,  C.  Chauncy  Burr, 
of  this  State,  were  the  principal  guests. 
On  one  of  these  occasions  the  complain- 
ant states  that  Coolbaugh  inquired  tbe 
amount  of  i  is  bill  for  tbac  night's  indul>' 
gence.  "One  hundred  dollars,"  said 
Stebins  in  his  blandest  nanoer. 

"Pooh!  Pooh!"'  said'  tfte  Mexican 
agent,  "that's  not  enough — make  it  $200 
— it  all  comes  out  of  my  govemnicnt." 
Stebbins  made  it  $200. 
But  all  this  time  Stebbins  had  not  seen 
the  sign  of  his  magnificent  guest's  money. 
1  lis  indebtedness  for  wines  and  suppers 
was  piled  up  to  fifteen  hundred  dollars. 
In  addition  to  this  he  had  succeeded  in 
borrowing  seven  hnndred  dollars  in  cash 
from  the  host,  on  the  strength  of  a  thirty 
thousand  dollar  farm  he  owned  in  New 
Jersy,  axdforty  thousand  dollars  in  gold 
deposited  M  tbe  East  River  National 
Bank. 

One  beautiful  morning,  abont  two  weeks 
ago,  landlord  Stebbins  arose  from  his 
luxurious  couch  in  bis  own  hostelry,  and 
went  straight  to  tbe  rocms  of  tbe  Mexican 
government,  (for  bis  heait  was  troubled 
within  him,)  determined  to-  insist  on  the 
liquidation  of  his  claim.  Alas  !  the  cham- 
bers were  vacant.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Agent 
had  mysteriously  disappeared  !  The  cun- 
ning of  a  dilligent  detective  traced  )bem 
to  .lersey  City. 

In  addition  to  the  above  the  New  York 
Wwld  has  tbe  following : 

Coolbaugh  bad  on  a  Mexican  General's 
uniform  that  be  showed  as  part  of  his 
credentials,  and  claimed  to  be  on  intimate 
terms  with  Ortega ;  Coolbaugh  lived  in 
the  most  expensive  manner  on  "tic"  and 
borrowed  money ;  he  borrowed  a  great 
deal  of  money  from  various  persons  who, 
doubtless,  are  very  anxious  to  see  him 
about  this  time.  Mr.  Sloan  states  that 
Mayor  Gunther  was  among  tbe  invited 
gnests  at  one  of  tbe  grand  dinners,  and 
artended  with  several  other  dignitaries, 
some  »f  whom,  it  appears,  took  the 
trouble  to  inquire  effectively  about  bim, 
beforehacn?,  and  are  consequently  to  a 
certain  extant,  among  the  *'  sold "  fra- 
ternity. Coolbaugh  promised  Mr.  Steb- 
bins, a  gold-headed  cane  that  he  said  he

The  plea  of  insanity  is  offered  in  behalf 
of  Payne.  The  prisoner  appealed  to  be 
as  much  astonished  and  amused  as  any 
one  at  the  idea  of  making  it  appear  he  is 
mad.  When  the  matter  was  referred  to 
in  the  first  instance,  Payne  amiled,  and 
then  fleshed  up  into  the  hair  of  his  head, 
(le  hung  his  head  with  a  faint  indication 
of  shame  when  tbe  testimony  was  given 
which  showed  that  be  knocked  a  servant 
girl  down  and  stamped  upon  her  for  re- 
fusing to  clean  up  bis  room  in  the  bouse 
where  he  waa  boarding  in  February. 

The  plea  of  insanity  is  not  made  in  be- 
half of  Atzerodt,  as  has  been  announced 
in  some  of  the  papers.  The  only  occa- 
sion when  this  prisoner  manifested  any 
sensitiveness  since  the  trial  began,  was 
when  it  was  first  said  that  he  had  a  tender 
regard  for  a  young  German  woman. 
U^on  this  occasion,  when  the  subject  was 
referred  to,  Atserodt  doubled  himself  up 
and  bid  his  face  and  head  behind  the  prir- 
oner's  railing,  and  thus  remained  until 
the  evidence  took  another  turn  and  di- 
verted the  attention  of  the  audience  from 
him. 

Miss  Surratt  baa  been  released  from 
custody,  and  sat  during  the  entire  day 
within  a  few  feet  of  and  separated  from 
b'^r  mother  by  the  prisoners'  ruling. 
They  were  not  permitted  to  converse, 
but  occasionally  were  observed  looking 
wistfully  at  each  other  and  making  signifi- 
cant signs.  The  daughter  seems  to  be 
sutJering  poignant  grief. 

Among  the  efforts  being  made  on  be- 
half of  Harrold,  is  the  showing  that  he  is 
excessively  ill,  bearing  on  idiocy.  It 
waa  proven,  among  other  things  of  a  like 
cliaracter,  that  wh<iu  he  attended  the 
Rittenbouse  Academy,  he  was  backward 
in  his  studies,  but  ambitious  to  pursu«> 
theh^her  branches,  and  on  application 
of  his  father  was  permitted  to  take  up 
geometry.  Harrold  came  up  for  the  first 
recitation  with  a  very  learned  air  and 
answered  question  one  as  foUowa: 
Q.  "  What  is  a  circle!"' 
A.  "A  circle,  sir,  is  a  roimd  thing 
with  the  centre  in  the  middle." 

Such  are  tbe  straws  at  which  thes* 
sinking  prisoners  catch.

We  hftve  h*d  lying  on  our  Uble  for 
tb«  past  few   weeks  a  couple   of  letteri 
from   •Yankton"  at  Fort  Abercrombi*, 
rcTiewing   the  r^pliet   made   bj  C.  Har- 
min  and  Major  Rose  to  certain  charges 
publii)bed  by  him  in  this  paper   againtt 
Major  J.  R.  Brown,  chief  of  icouti  at 
Fort  Wadsworth.     Accompanying  one  of 
these   letters   are     eleven     affidavits    of 
seouts     who     had     been     employed    by 
Major      Brown,     in     support      of    the 
charges      affecting      his       official      in- 
tegrity,     and       setting        forth        with 
great  prolixity  of  detail  his  various  aber- 
rations from  the  strict  path    of    virtue. 
We  have  not  published  these  Utters  and 
accompanying  documents ;  first,  because 
they  woulJ  cover   a  whole   broadside    of 
the  Press;  secoadly,  because  their  pub- 
lication would   only    provoke    rejoindtT 
and  surrejoinder  in  endless  succession ; 
thirdly,  because  the  subject  is  not  inter- 
esting enough  to  most  ol  our  readers  to 
justify  the  appropriition  of  so  muchspacc ; 
aud  finally,    because    tha  colu  uns    of  a 
public  journal  sre  not  the  proper  place  to 
try  Governmant  otlicers   for  their   delin- 
qaeoces  unless  no  other  and  more  effica- 
cious remedy  is  available. 

We  would,  therefore,  by  ali  means  advise 
YanKton  to  pret«>rhi9  accusations  through 
the   ordinary   military  channels ;  lor  we 
hav*  not  time,  nor  our  readers  patience, 
to  wade  through  the    mass  of  testimony 
on  bo'h  sides,    which,  in  order  to  reach 
•ny    definite  result,  must  be  ultimately 
tifV>d  and  weighed  br   a  military  court. 
We  desire  to  fa?  that  Yankton  explicitly 
denies  that  be  iuceuded  to  cast  any  reflec- 
tion  on  Major  Rose,  whom  he  entirely 
exonerates   from   any   complicity  in    or 
knowledge  of  tbo  transactions   to  which 
be  refers.      Wa  have    no    doubt,   how- 
ever,   that,    as     o!d     Major    Bagstock 
nsed  to  say    of    himself,  "  Old   Joe  is 
■ly.^      The    affidavits     go      to      show 
by  a  Tariety  of   specifications   that   he 
baa  been  in   the  habit  of  employing  the 
•couts,  and  the  Govemnnent  property  in 
bis  bands,    largely   for  his  personal   u^e 
and  behoof,  as  well  as  that  be  has  traded 
considerably  in     Tjuchers,   paying    the 
•coots  goods  instead  of  money,  &c.,  &c., 
&c.        It  is   undeniable,   howev.  r,    that 
Joseph's    Indian   scouts    have    recently 
formed  a  very  tffic'ent  detective  and  pro- 
tective  force.      They   have   this    Spring 
done  more  to  ferret  out  and   kill  hostile 
In  lians  than  our  whole  military  force  be- 
sides.    No  white  soldier  has  been  able  to 
bunt  down    a  hoitile    Indian.     Jojeph*s 
scouts  hive  killed  thirtaen,  including  the 
a<8asjiins  of  the  Jtjwett  family.     Thi<,  of 
course,  is  no  ezcase  for  pecrlation,   if 
pemiation  there  be.     But  it  shows  at  any 
rate  that  Joseph  Laa  been  using  his  scouts 
tor  other  purposes  besides   his  own   pri- 
vate profit,  and  that  he  has  used  tbcm  ef- 
fectively.

We  call  attention  to  an  extended  notice 
of  Capt.  Fisk's  Idaho  emigration  project, 
which  we  copy  elsewht  re  from  the  Wash- 
ington ChaonicU.  Benjamin  Thompson, 
E»q.,  of  this  city,  is  empowered  to  act 
as  the  agent  of  the  company,  of  which  a 
circular  states  John  Nininger  is  Presi- 
dent, and  will  reply  to  communications 
in  reference  to  the  details  of  the  project. 

Capt.  Fisk  represents  to  the  ChronicU 
that  several  thousand  persons,  disbanded 
soldiers,  officers  and  others,  are  prepar- 
ing to  follow  hiato  Idaho.  If  this  be  so, 
they  will  form  a  rather  lormidable  army, 
and  can  safely  bid  defiance  to  the  Stoux. 

It  will  be  seen  that  Capt.  Fisk  is  going 
to  establish  bis  base  of  supplies  in  this 
city,  where  he  is  to  arrive  on  the  ttnth. 
If  several  thousand  persons  are  to  be 
supplied  with  transportation,  provisions, 
t&c,  at  this  point,  there  will  be  likely  to 
be  a  good  deal  of  agitation  in  the  horse 
market;  wagons  will  have  an  upward 
tendency,  and  salt  pork  and  hard  tack 
will  be  decidedly  stringent.  We  would 
not,  however,  advise  dealers  in  these 
commodities  to  go  into  "caniption  fits'* 
until  the  Captain  arrives. 

This  emigration  movement  reminds 
us  that  a  company  has  been  formed  in. 
Montana  of  which  our  friend  N.  P.  Lang- 
ford  is  ^President,  for  the  purpose  of 
opening  up  a  wagon  road  from  Virginia 
City,  by  a  short  and  practicable  route  to 
Minnesota  and  Io«a.  The  comoany  is 
establishing  ferries  across  the  Big  Stone, 
Clark's  Fork  and  Yellow  Stone,  and  a 
road  is  being  opened  to  the  mouth  of  the 
Yellow  Stone,  with  branches  to  Fort 
Benton,  Milk  river,  etc.,  and  bridges  are 
being  built  across  the  smaller  streams 
where  needed,  'ihese  imp'ovements  will 
ercatly  facilitate  emigration  to  the  New 
£1  Dorado  from  this  direction,  and  will 
shorten  the  distance  by  the  present  cir- 
cuitous route  some  sevenor  eight  hundred 
miles. 


SOUTH  CAROLINA  CONQUERED. 


Bemarkabla  Artiolo  firom  a  Co- 
lombia Paper. 


An  Arfament  In  Favor  mt  Un« 
•oudltlonnl  Surrender.

On  the  28  inst,  at  Milwaukee,  the  peo 
pie  of  Wisconsin  open  a  grand  fair  for 
the  purpose  of  endowing  a  Home  for  the 
disabled  soldier's  of  that  State.  The  pro- 
ceeds are  exoected  to  reach  a  quarter  of 
a  million  of  dollars.  This  is,  we  under 
stand,  the  first  effort  of  the  kind  made  in 
any  State.  The  project  is  sustained  by  an 
unanimity  and  enthusiasm  on  the  part  of 
people  which  promises  its  complete  suc- 
cess. We  have  long  had  it  in  mind  to 
urge  similar  action  upon  the  people  of 
Mianessota,  and  have  hoped  that  the  uni 
versal  goo  1  feeling  inspired  by  the  ex- 
pected return  of  our  disbanded  soldiers, 
migb'  be  directe  1  to  the  accomplishment 
of  two  great  and  beneficial  enterprises 
for  th^ir  benefit  and  that  of  the  families  of 
their  fallen  comrades — the  endowment  of 
•  home  for  th<?  disabled  soldiers,  and  of 
an  asylam  for  the  orphans  of  those  who 
have  fallen  by  disease  or  battle  in  the 
military  service. 

In  this  wiy  we  should  bo't  execute  the 
saored  legacy  of  djty  and  of  hsnor  which 
the  martyred  Lincoln  left  to  his  contry- 
Bl  !n  in  the  fervent  and  touching  invoca* 
tioa  which  closes  his  last  inaugural — "  io 
care  for  tho'it  tpho  $httl  have  borne  the 
battle,  and /or  hit  veidtwawi  orphan." 

These  cwo  institutions  would  form  mon- 
uments, m3re  enduring  t'uan  marble  or 
brasAof  the  gratitude  of  the  people  to 
their  defenders,  and  in  no  other  form 
could  the  debt  we  owe  them  be  so  well 
repaid. 

Gov.  Miller  made  some  recommenda- 
tiuni  np^n  this  subject  in  his  Ltst  message 
to  which  he  complains  tha  Legislature 
paid  but  little  heed.  But  Legisturts  are, 
at  best,  not  very  enterprii-ing  bodies. 
Their  functions  are  rather  to  follow  tlan 
to  I^ad  public  6en'inent,  and  public  sen- 
timefTt  mu^t  have  bad  a  very  clear  and 
empha  ic  expression,  before  they  feil  an 
tborized  to  initiate  measures  re  {uiring 
considerable  expenditures. 

Now  a  great  State  Fair  for  the  endow- 
ment of  homes  for  disabled  soldiers  and 
soldiers'  orphans  wculd  not  only  Uy  a 
broad  pecuniary  foundation  for  these  in- 
tt'tutions,  but  it  would  do  more  than  any 
thing  else  to  arouse  and  organize  public 
sentiment  in  f*vor  of  all  necessary  legis- 
lation to  build  up  and  support  the  super- 
structure. 

We  threw  out  tbe  naked  rcggestion 
now,  without  urging  at  this  time  the  many 
obvious  considerations  which  plead  in  its 
behalf,  in  the  Lope  that  it  may  fall  like 
i;ooi  sned  on  frui'ful  ground  and  lead  to 
immediite  and  a  tive  measures  for  the 
two  classes  of  sufferers  by  tbe  war  most 
dtserviog  of  ournympathy  and  our  care. 


We  a^e  glad  to  learn  that  two  gentle- 
men so  competent  for  the  task  as  Messrs. 
I.  V.  D.  Heard  and  Joseph  McCloud 
have  undertaken  to  prepare  a  history  of 
tbe  part  performed  by  the  soldiers  of 
Minnesota,  in  the  war  now  so  happily 
closed.  Tbe  former  is  a  gentlemen  of 
considerable  literary  ability,  and  possess- 
ing other  qualities  wbijh  should  lesd  us 
to  expect  that  his  part  of  the  work  would 
be  at  least  a  conscientious  cLroniole  of 
facts,  while  his  collaborator  is  an  artist  of 
merit,  and  both  together  are  admirably 
fitted  to  produce  a  graphic  record,  with 
pen  and  pencil,  of  tbe  gl.ricus  deeds  of 
our  gallant  soldiers.  We  refer  our  many 
readers  to  their  advertisement,  and  be- 
speak for  them  sll  possible  assistance 
from  thise  who  have  participated  in  the 
scenes  thev  de»ire  to  portray. 


The  Rebellion  is  crushed,  sure  enough. 
Clement  L.  Y6llandigham  has  been  beard 
from.

He  rejoices  (nothing  said  here 
either  about  tbe  horn)  that  Slavery  is  de- 
i'royed  and  the  Union  saved ;  sees  st 
present  no  reason  why  the  Democracy 
should  not  give  a  cordial  support  to 
President  Johnson  in  his  efforts  to  re- 
store the  prosperity  of  the  country,  un- 
der tbe  Constitution,  and  detUres  thit 
the  Southern  States  without  tlavery  will, 
with  perhaps  two  or  three  exceptions, 
"btcome  more  populous,  prosperous  and 
powerful  than  any  o  her  section.'*  This 
IS  about  the  most  convincing  proof  we 
have  seen  that  the  Rtbeilion  has^as  Sher- 
man Slid,  "gene  tip  "

Now  ic  strikes  us,  that  so  far  from  be- 
in^  docile  01  cringi."g,  the  above  senti- 
ment is  an  eminently  manly  one.

Brown  had  really  been  fi  ;bting  for 
liberty,  reli^iius  or  civil,  or  for  any  abso- 
lute principle  of  rii^Lt,  submission  might 
be  craven.  But  be  had  been  figntmg 
simidy  for  a  separate  political  system, 
rather  to  the  lessening  than  the  increa»e 
ot  liberty.  The  people  of  tbe  South  can, 
even  from  the  secessionist  point  of  view, 
accept  tbe  result  of  the  contest— the  fait 
accompli — wi.houtdegradation,  and  there- 
fore without  subjecting  themselves  to  an 
imputation  cf  cowardice.

There  is  no  good  pretext  for  our   con- 
queror keeping  up  any  longer  tbe  shows 
and  exercises  of  war  m  our  country.     On 
the  part  of  the  people  of  this   State,   and 
of  every  Southern  State  this   side   of  the 
Mississippi,    all    struggle     has    ceased 
There  are  no  embodied  parties  anywhere 
making  the  blit^hest  resistance.     Our  ar- 
mies iuive  been  thrown  down.     We  have 
neither  arms  nor  munitions  of  war.     No 
banner  of  tbe  Confederacy  now  flouts  the 
sky.     No  commander  calls  upon  troops 
either  for  flight  or  fight.     Tbe  soldiers, 
in  aeattercd  groups,  footsore,  weary,    in 
raga,  and  witcout  means  or   money,  are 
wending  their  woarj  ways  homeward,  to 
homes  in  ashes,  doubtful  of  their  future 
bread,  and  certainly    without    heart    or 
hope  in  any  prolongation  of  war    or  re- 
newal of  struggle.     la  this  condition  of 
things — a  condition  of  things  which  is  pa- 
tent to  all  eyes,  and  can  be  questioned  by 
none — the       distribution       of       armed 
garrisons    among   the    people    throngb- 
out      the      country,      and      from      the 
seaboard  to  the  mountains,  seems  to   be 
wholly  without  use,  pretext  or  necessity, 
and  may  possibly  lead  to  mischief.     Tbe 
country,  in  tbe  tirst  place,  is  in  no  condi- 
tion to  feed  its  own  people,  and  we  know 
too  well  the  characteristics  of  al'  soldiers 
quartered  among  a  conquered  people,  to 
suppose  that    they    will    forbear    to  lay 
hands  upon  all  tbey  can  find,  without  con- 
sidering tbe  difference  between  tbe  meum 
et  teum — the    mine,    and  thine.     A  rude 
soldier — an  arrogant,    overbearing  cap- 
tain or  lieutenant — may  goad,  by  his  per- 
secations,    the  most   q  liet    people    into 
phrenzy.  and  lead  to  acts  of  desperation 
which  will  then  be  construed  into  acts  of 
war  and  rebellion,  and  bring  punishment 
on  the  heads    of  the    innocent    and  un 
offending.     We  need    hardly    call    upon 
our  people  to  submit  patiently — retire  to 
their  several    homes — succumb  to  a  for- 
tune sgainst  which    they  have  been  una- 
ble to  contend,   and  seek  to  achieve  tbe 
eiiiis  of  life  in  the  obscurities  of  a  private 
and   purely   domestic    condition.     They 
wish  only  tbo    privilege  to  do  this.     Let 
them  work  at  their  own  grounds,  ifallow- 
td  to  do  so     content  to    rear  cabbages 
and  potatoes,  and  forbear  all   considera' 
tions  of  politics,    nor  ask   again   wh<it  is 
done  or  doin^  in   Congress,    nor  care  to 
know  who  is  in  power,   or  who  shall  wi^ 
the  present  plaudits  of  Demus.     L-it  the 
farmer  subotitute  the  potato-making  for 
the  Prefiident    making  interest,    aud  the 
craftsman  attend  to  his  woik  bench.  "Xe 
tutor  ultra  erepidam,''^  will   prove  a  sav- 
ing role  for  tbose  who  have  vainly  striven 
to  save   themselves    by   quit  ing  the  last, 
the  saw,  the  anvil  and  the  hoe.     Briefly, 
let  them   humble    themselves  to   a  stt^e 
which  tbe  will   of  God   seems  to  have  de- 
creed as  fitting  their  deserts.     In  this  hu- 
mility tbey  may  probably  deserve  a  more 
graciousicountenance  in  futnre  from  that 
grta'  Dispenser  of  judgment  who  rule" 
tbe  world  now.  however  invisible  and  in- 
scrutable,   even  as  he   did  six   thousand 
years  ago. 

It  will  be  hardly  possil/Ie  for  a  people 
to  remain  at  peace,  or  to  be  allowed  to  do 
so,  with  aimed  and  probably  insolent 
garrisons  quartered  among  them.  Even 
if  tbe  provo'.'ations  of  power,  dressed  in 
brief  authority,  do  not  goad  them  to  des- 
peration, they  will  perpetually  tend  to 
raise  discontent,  to  induce  feverish  rest- 
lessness— a  perpetual  anxiety — a  neglect 
of  all  regular  habits  of  industry,  and  a 
sense  of  surveillance  and  annoyance, 
which,  in  tbe  end,  must  drive  them  into 
exile.  So  wholly  unaccustomed  have  tbe 
American  people  been  to  this  sort  of  re- 
straint and  surveillance  that  it  will  prove 
unendurable,  and  tkey  will  seek  in  other 
lands  that  refuge,  that  repose  and  quiet, 
that  sense  of  security,  which  is  denied 
them  in  their  ancient  homes. 

In  the  absence  of  all  shows  of  war,  and 
of  all  the  materials  for  the  struggle  ;  in 
the  spectacle  everywhere  of  a  people  sub- 
mitting to  a  fortune  which,  however  re- 
volting to  their  pride,  is  forced  upon  them 
by  tbeir  necesttities,  in  the  state  of  a  coun- 
try torn,  ravsged,  bleeding  and  destitute, 
what  is  needed  over  all  is  rest,  quiet,  time 
for  recuperation,  and  the  concentration 
of  their  energies  upon  the  daily  duties  of 
domestic  life.  It  may  be  that  this  recu- 
peration is  the  very  thing  which  our  con- 
querors would  deny.  It  may  be  that 
touy  would  prefer  that  we  should  not  re- 
cover, and  that  a  hard  policy  will  decree 
that,  in  order  to  prevent  future  disaffec 
tion  we  shall  be  kept  as  hewers  of  wood 
and  drawers  of  water,  under  a  sort  O' 
Egyptian  bondage.  It;  may  be  that  the 
dignities  of  State  are  to  be  thrown  away, 
snd,  reduced  to  a  territorial  condition, 
we  are  to  be  governed  by  strafis  sent 
from  abroad.  To  this,  too,  we  shall,  per> 
baps,  be  compelled  to  resign  ourselves  ; 
but,  a:  all  events,  tbe  sooner  we  are 
tauebt  what  our  future  status  is  to  be  the 
better.  We  shall  then  the  sooner  be  able 
to  decide  whether  the  refugee  shall  return 
to  his  home,  prepared  to  recover  whit  be 
can  from  the  wreck,  and  repair  by  Itbor 
tbe  lorses  ot  fortune,  or  whether  he  shall 
abandon  it  forever — prefering  escape  to  a 
fort  ign  rule  and  region  rather  than  strug- 
tilti  on  in  toils  in  that  in  which  be  labois 
und-'r  a  constant  sensu  of  •  qaal  in.«ecuri- 
tjr  and  shame.  Our  conquerors  cannot 
deny  us  the  privilege  ot  e.\iie,  having  re- 
duced us  below  tbe  condition  ol  humanity. 

Meanwhile  we  ren«w  oar  exbjrtations 
to  our  people  to  subside  rjuitnly  from 
view — to  avoid  the  highway  iind  the  thor- 
onghlare  ;  avoid  all  discussion,  whether 
of  past  or  future  ;  submit  to  tbe  inexora- 
ole  fate  which  seems  to  have  the  sanction 
of  the  Most  High  God,  and  siriving  only 
after  tbe  support  of  their  families,  and  the 
peace  of  tbe  household  and  the  improve- 
ment equally  of  tbe  domesiio  mind  and 
cnndiuoD,  afford  no  pretext  to  their  con- 
|uer.  Ti  which  sba  Igive  any  teeming  justi- 
fication to  a  resunqaion  ot  uouUict  or  the 
inci eased  usurpation  of  power.  Let  us 
submit  with  what  fortitude  and  patience 
we  can  command,  nntil  God  bball  be 
pleased  to  besl  our  burls  of  bouse  and 
torture.  Paiding  p-Jrties  for  n  ere  plun- 
oer  will  be  consti  ned  into  ^  a  ■'  ril>t.  p  rii'  ■ 
seeking  renewal  of  war,  ana  this  pretex' 
will  be  eagerly  seized  upon  by  thousands 
at  the  Noitb,  to  whom  the  suddeu  sus- 
pension of  hostilities  is  a  serious  loss. 
Speculators  will  be  glad  to  renew  tbeir 
games,  practising  wiih  their  own  wits  up- 
on the  fluctuating  moods  of  the  country  ; 
boldiers  will  be  glad  of  tie  pretext  for 
rilling  defemelebs  towns  and  villages  ; 
and  thousands  ot  jackals,  in  the  wake  of 
tbe  tiger,  will  rush  along  oar  highways, 
gle.i  ling  whatever  shall  remain  in  tlie 
stores  of  the  miserable  population.  Let 
us  carefully  abstain  from  all  things — from 
all  shows  of  conduct — which  shall  fariibh 
arguments  to  such  classea  of  spoilers. 
Let  8  submit  in  good  faith  to  a  condition 
which  we  hnve  not  bee»able  to  avert,  nor 
previously  murmur  and  fret  like  spoiled 
children  over  tbe  loss  8f  those  posses- 
sions which,  it  seems,  we  lacked  the  ad- 
equate manhood  to  defend.

OUR  LATE  PRESIDENT. 


faierestlns   Reminiscences  of 
a  French  l¥riter. 


In  the  Uat  namber  ot  the  Beetu  da 
Deux  Monde*  appears  an  interetting  ar- 
ticle on  President  Lincoln.  The  writer 
is  M.  Aaguste  Lan^el,  whose  pen  has 
often,  and  nerer  witboat  profit  to  bis 
readers,  contributed  to  the  same  period- 
ical. M.  Langel  psid  a  visit  to  Wash- 
ington some  months  ago,  and  had  sever  el 
opportunities  of  seeing  the  late  President 
in  private  as  well  as  in  public.  He  gives 
much  information  on  the  condition  ot  the 
United  States  when  the  war  broke  out, 
and  on  the  career  of  Mr.  Lincoln  before 
and  after  bis  elevation  to  the  Presidencj  ; 
but  the  most  attractive  passages  are  those 
which  are  of  a  personal  character.  The 
following  scene,  for  instance,  is  graphic- 
•llj  sketched : 

'"Come  and  see  St.   Louis  under  the 
oaks  of  Vincennes,'  said  my  friend  Chas. 
Sumner  one  daj  to  me.     He  told  me  that 
the  President  opened  once  a  week,   no 
matter  how  pressing  bis  occupations,  his 
Cabinet   to  all  who  desired  to  address  a 
petition  or  claim  to  him.     We  set  out  for 
the  White  House,  and  entered   Mr.  Lin- 
eoln*s  Cabinet,  where,  without  being  an- 
nounced, we  took  our  places,  wilb  a  doz- 
en people  who   were  waiting   for   their 
turn.     The  walls  were  covered  with  large 
maps  representing  the  divers  places  where 
the  war  was  going  on.     Over  the   chim- 
nev  hung  a  portrait  of  President  Jackton- 
the  features  drv  and  harsh,  and    bearing 
the  impress   of  extreme   energy.     Over 
the    marble  there  was   a   photographic 
]ikene«s.  beautifully  done — i:  was  that  of 
John  Bright,  the  eloquent    defender  of 
the  American  Union  in  the  British  Parlia- 
ment.    Through  two  spacioas  windows  I 
could   see   the   white   lines    of    the  Po- 
tomoc,     the     winding  uplands    of  Ma- 
ryland, and   the   half  hidden   obelisk   of 
Washington  standing  in  sharp  relief  to 
the  blue  sky.     Between  the  two  windows 
stood  a  burre  writing  table,  before  which 
the   President  was  seated.     Ue   did  not 
perceive  Mr.    Sumner,  being  at  the   mo- 
ment engaged  in  talking  with  some  peti- 
tioner,   whonr  be   dismissed  soon   after 
we  entered.     The    usher — who,    tr  the 
way,  was   dres»ed  like  everybody  else — 
brought  forward  a  woman.     She  appear- 
ed to   be  in    deep    aflliction,    and  it  was 
with  difficulty  that  she  could  explain  that 
her  husband  was  a  soldier  iu  the  regular 
army,  that  b<t  had  served  for  a  long  term 
and  now  asked  for  leave  to  quit  his  regi- 
mnnt  and  return  to  support  his  family. 
She  got  more  and  more  embarrassed  as 
as  she  spoke.      'Let  me  help  you,'  said 
Mr.  Lincoln,   kindly,  and  thereupon  he 
put  questions  to  her  with  the  method  and 
clearness  of  a  lawyer.     On  the  luminous 
re«tangla  of  the  window,  through  which 
poured  a  Hood  of  sutisbine,  his  profile  ap- 
peared dark ;  with  the  right  hand  he  often 
pushed  up   his  hair,  which  made  it  stand 
straight,   or  changed  it  into  disordered 
tufts.     While  he  spoke  all  the  muscles  of 
the  face  put  in  movement  gave  an  angu- 
lar and    strange    contour    to   bis  bead, 
which  had  some  resemblance  to  that  ol 
Mepbistopbeles ;  but  hi j  voice  bad  all  the 
softness  of    the    father.     After  putting 
some     questions     to    the  poor  woman, 
\m     said,      'I      can't.      myself,      grant 
you    what     you     ask.      I    have     the 
right  of    disbanding  all  the    armies    of 
the  Union,'   he   added,   with  a  strange 
laugh,  'but  I  cannot  give  a  single  soldier 
his  discharge.     Only  the  Colonel  of  your 
husband's    regiment    can   do   what  you 
want.'  The  woman  deplored  her  poverty. 
She   had  never,    she    said,   suffered   so 
much.      'Madam,'    said    Mr.     Lincoln, 
deepening  to  a  tone  of  slow  and  impress-, 
ive solemnity,  'I  share  your  sorrow;  but 
remember  that  we  all  of  us,   u   we  are, 
have  never  suffered  what  we  now  suffer. 
We  have  all  of  us  our  burdens  to  bear !' 
He   then    leaned    towards    her,  and  for 
some  time  we  only  heard  the  murmur  of 
the  two  voices.     I  saw  him  write  a  few 
words   on   a  piece  of  paper  and  give  to 
the  woman ;  he  then  dismissed   her  with 
the  forms   of  the  most  scrupulous  polite 
ness.     The  next    who   advanced   was  a 
young  man,  who  held  out  his  hand  to  the 
President,  and  said  with  a  loud  voice, 
'As  for  me,  I  have  only  come  to  shake 
hands  with   Abraham    Lincoln.'     '  Much 
obliged,  sir,'  said  the  President,  ofTering 
bis   big  hand,  "thia  is   our  day  for  busi- 
ness.'" 


hind  the  galleries,  end   you  bad  only  to 
open  a  door  and  dntw  a  curtain  to  enter. 
The  front  of  the  box  was  covered  with  a 
piece  of  red  veket,  but  the  interior  was 
not  covered  with  either  cloth  or  velvet.    I 
was,  as  may  b«  supposed,  more  occupied 
with  the  President  than  the  performance. 
He,     however,      listened      with     atten- 
tion,    though    be    knew    the    play    by 
heart.       He    followed     all      tne    inci- 
dents  of  it  with   the  greatest  interest, 
and  talked  with    Mr.    Sumner    and  my- 
self   only    between    the      acts.        His 
second  son,    a  boy  of  eleven,  was   near 
him,  and  Mr.  Lincoln  held  him  nearly  the 
whole  time,    leaning  on  him,    and  often 
pressed  the  laughing  or  astonished   face 
of  the  child   on  Lis  broad  chest.     To  his 
many  questions  he  replied  with  the  great- 
est patience.     Certain   allusions  of  King 
Lear  to  the  sorrows  of  paternity  caused 
a  cloud  to  pass  over  the  President's  brow, 
for  he  had  lost  a  young  child  at  the  White 
House,  and  never  was   consoled.     I  may 
be  pardoned  for  dwelling  on  recollections 
so  personal,    which,  under   other  circum- 
stances, I  should  communicate   only  to  a 
fe  m  friends ;  for  it  was  on  that  very  spot 
where  I  saw   him   with  bis  child  and  his 
friends,    that  death  struck  down   one  so 
full  of  meekness,  as  gentle  as  a  woman, 
as  simple  as  a  child.     It  was  there  be  re- 
ceived the  Parthian  arrow  of  vanquished 
slavery,  and  fell,  the  noble  victim  of  the 
noblest  of  causes." 

Mr.  Langel  concludes  his  sketch  with 
these  words : 

"As  always  happens,  the  people,  as- 
tounded by  their  sorrow,  only  now  feel 
all  they  have  lost.  Condemned  by  the 
force  of  events  to  become  a  great  man, 
Mr.  Lincoln  has  gained  a  glory  which  he 
never  coveted.  With  what  larger  joy  he 
would  have  refused  it  if,  at  such  a  price, 
he  could  have  spared  his  country  the 
cruel  trials  from  amid  which  his  name 
was  slowly  to  rise.  His  glory  will  sur- 
vive many  a  gaudy  and  hollow  renown. 
It  will  give  a  new  feature  to  that  pure 
ideal  which  places  greatness  in  simplicity ; 
which  makes  power  bend  to  the  law ;  and 
which  does  not  separate  heroism  from 
sell  denial.  I  should  say  enough  if  I  said 
that  Mr.  Lincoln  was  a  Christian  states- 
min,  taking  the  word  in  its  most  sublime 
seme.  He  never  thought  of  himself; 
and  so  his  own  country  and  the  whole 
world  will  keep  him  in  tbsir  memory  for- 


be  directly  benefited  by  the  development 
of  the  inexbanstibie  ntdies  of  those  min- 
eral regions. 

Captain  Fisk,  will,  we  are  informed, 
remain  here,  and  may  be  found  at  the 
Union  Hotel,  Georgetown,  until  about 
the  10th  of  June,  when  he  will  proceed 
to  St.  Paul,  Minnesota  the  base  of  ope- 
rations ;  and  whether  the  Government 
does  or  doos  not  grant  the  very  limited 
aid  and  encouragement  which  is  asked, 
the  expedition  will  be  organized,  as  stat- 
ed, and  ready  to  move  from  the  rendez- 
vous in  Minnesota  by  the  15th  uf  July. 
We  can  say  uo  less  than  to  wish  this 
conunendable  and  important  enterprise 
that  success  which  it  deserves.

Gov.  Miller,  of  this  State  publicly  an- 
nounces that  he  will  not  be  a  candidate 
for  re-election.     Whether  this    declara- 
tion is  made  in  a  Pickwickian  sense,    and 
with  a  view  to  informing  the  public  that 
he  w  a  candidate,    we  do  not  positively 
know ;  but  it  is  best,  perhaps,  to  take  the 
Governor  at  his  word  and    exclude  him 
from  the  list  of  possible  aspirants  to   the 
Gubernaforial  chair  for  the  next   term. 
And  it  is  not  to  be  greately  wondered  at 
that  he  should    decline.     The    oiTice    of 
Governor  of  the  State  of  Minnesota  is  by 
no  means  a  sinecure.     There  is   a   great 
deal  of  hard  labor  to  be  done,  much  of  it 
of  a  very   thankless   character,   and   the 
pay  is  by  no   means   commensurate   with 
either  the  work  required  of   the    incum- 
bent, or  the  dignity  which  of  right  such 
an  odicial  as  the  Governor   of  a  sover- 
eign State  should  maintain.     In  point  of 
fact,  any  man    who    is    not  moderately 
wealthy  makes  a    sacriBce    in   accepting 
the  ofHce  of  Governor  of  Minnesota-Only 
a  man  of  means  can  be    our   chief    mag- 
istrate with  credit  to  himself.  1  herefore, 
we  say.  it  is  not  to  be   wondered  at  that 
Gov.    Miller  is  satisfied  with  one  term. 
He  can  doubtless  do  better,  pecuniarily, 
in  some  other  walk  of  life.     There  is,  to 
be  sure,   some  political  influence  and  im- 
portance to  be  acquired  as   Governor. 
Some  men   have  even  looked  to  that  po- 
sition 88  a  stepping  stone  to  the  United 
States  Senate.     But  these  are  purely  am- 
bitious men,  who  make  everything,  public 
and  private,    subservient  to   their  own 
personal   welfare.     Not  so  Gov.  Miller. 
He  has  seen  the  vanity  of  such  ambitious 
scheming,    and    prefers    to    adopt    that 
course   whiob    will  best    enable    bim  to 
perform  the  duties  of  the  upiigDt  citizen 
— the  unselfish  patriot.     Having  served 
with  bravery  in  the   field,  and  with  wis- 
dom in  the   councils  of  the  State,  he  can 
now,  as  did  Cincinnatus  of    old,  return 
to  the  tjuieter  walks  of  life  with  a  full  ap- 
preciation  of   all  those  pure  enjoyments 
which  rural  seclusion  affords.     All  good 
men  will  unite  in  desiring  him  the  largest 
measure    of  suucest  of   bappiness  in  the

Mr.  Lincoln,  says  M.  Langel,  possess- 
ed a  most  tender  and  compassionate 
heart,  and  one  would  say  he  wore  in 
his  soul  mourning  lor  all  who  perished 
during  the  terrible  years  of  his  Presi- 
dency. 

"A  sadness  which  was  almost  superhu- 
man passed  now  and  then  over  bis  brow, 
on  which  .he  wrinkles  had  deepened   into 
furrows — on  those  strange  features  where 
the  hearty  laugh  of  other  days   had   be- 
come a  sort  of   painful    grimace.     I    re- 
member meeting  the  President  one  even- 
ting toward  nightfall.     He  was  just  leav- 
ing the  White  Hou«e,  and,   according  to 
bis  habic,  was  going  to  the  War  Office  to 
get  news.     There  was  no  body  with  him, 
though  he  had  often   been  recommended 
not  to  go  out  alone ;  but  he  despised  dan- 
ger and  bad  a  horror  of  constraint.  With 
his  plaid  folded  around  him  against   the 
cold,  he  moved  slowly  on,  lost  in  reverie, 
like  a  tall  phantom.     I  was   struck   with 
the  pensive  and  suffering  expression   of 
his    face.     Agitation    and    anxiety   had 
gradually  bent,  and  at  last  broken,    that 
stout  and  rustic  nature,    and    worn  the 
nerves  of  steel  of  the    giant.     For    four 
long  yean  he  never  knew  what  an  hour 
of  repose  waa.     Even  bis  receptions  were 
horrible  sufferings.     When   the   saloons 
of  the  White  House  were   open,  the  tide 
of  visitors   rolled    on    without   stopping 
before  him.  and  his  big  and  honeit  hand 
grasped  all  those  that  were  held  oat  to 
him.     The  slave  of  the  American  people, 
be  was  condemned  to  stay  at  Washington 
when  everybody   else   had  fled   from  its 
heat  and  dust.    He  only  escaped  in  search 
of  a  little  verdure  to  the  smiling  slopes 
where   the   President's   country  house  is 
situated  by  the    side  of   the  Soldiers'- 
Home-the  asylum  where  the  State  keeps 
a  few  invalids  since  the  Mexican  war.    In 
his  walks  he  saw  the  beautiful   woods  cut 
down  to  make  room  for  the  parapets  and 
glaas  of  the  forts ;  and  at  a  short  dis- 
tance was  the  large  burial  ground,  where 
ten  thousand  graves,  all  arranged  in  lines, 
were    still   fresh.     I    have    seen  amidst 
these  woods  this  city  of  the  dead,   with 
Ks  longs  parallels  of  alleys,  its  ten  thous- 
and wh.te  stones,  all  ali«e,  and  each  one 
maJked  with  the  name  of  a  soldier.     One 
seems  to  pars  in  review  these  intermina- 
Die  rank?,  the    sameness   of    which   has 
sometbiog  terrible.    These  soldiers,  who 
now  sleep  in  an  order  which  nothing  will 
trouble  more,  Mr.   Lincoln   had   beheld 
young,  vigorous,  and  full  of  heal  h !" 

While  at  Washington  M.  Ungel  bad 
the  honor  of  an  invitaUon  to  accompany 
Mr  Lincoln  to  see  "Lear"  performed,  to 
*  ord  s  play-house,  and  in  tne  same  box 
where  he  was  so  aooo  after  fouUy  mur- 
dered: '

guiabed  among  men.  He  was  of  the 
very  first  to  plant  a  settlement  and  de- 
velop those  rich  and  extensive  ^'old  mines 
on  the  eastern  base  of  the  Rocky  Monn- 
tains  in  what  is  now  Montana  Territory, 
and  which  have  yielded  their  millions  of 
the  precious  metals  to  the  relief  of  the 
national  finances  This  magnificent 
Territory  received  its  first  little  colony 
of  settler*  in  1862,  and  has  now  a  popu- 
lation of  near  seventy-five  thousand, 
while  less  than  one-eighth  of  the  arrea 
embraced  in  ita  boundaries  is  as  yet  oc- 
cupied by  the  whites.         •         •         • 

It  has  been  the  wise  and  judicious  cus- 
tom of  Congress,  from  year  to  year,  to 
appropriate  liberal  sums  of  money  to  be 
appropriated  to  the  several  routes  used 
by  emigrants  westward  for  their  guid- 
ance and  protection ;  but  for  this  year, 
while  there  is  much  greater  need  than  per- 
haps ever  before,  in  consequence  of  the 
many  thousands  of  the  army  and  citizen 
employees  of  the  Government  being 
thrown  out  of  employment,  and  the  ne- 
cessity of  many  of  them  seeking  homes 
and  a  means  of  livelihood  in  the  West, 
there  is  no  Government  aid  provided. 
Under  this  condition  of  things,  Captain 
Fisk,  yielding  to  the  demand  of  the  times, 
and  willing,  as  he  says,  to  share  another 
year  in  the  pilgrimage  and  hardships  of 
the  emigrant,  will  try,  if  necessary,  with- 
out the  material  aid  of  the  Gov- 
ernment, to  perform  the  required 
service  of  organizing  a  colony,  and 
conducting  them  in  safety  to  fields 
for  their  enterprise  and  their  labor,  where 
sure  reward  awaits  every  man  who  may 
go  determined,  by  his  own  eff'ort,  to  bet- 
ter his  condition. 

With  this  in  view,  and  at  the  urgent 
request  of  men  in  all  parts  of  the  coun- 
try, Capt.  Yiik.  has  accepted  the  leader- 
ship and  direction  of  the  emigration  from 
the  Northwest,  and  has  begun  to  organ- 
ize a  colony  oi  several  thousand  persons 
to  mai  ch  them  from  Minnesota  by  way  of 
Forts  Berthold  and  Union,  on  the  Mis- 
souri river;  cross  the  Missouri  at  the 
latter  point,  and  ascend  the  Yellow 
Stone  valley  to  the  mouth  of  the  Big 
Horn,  or  to  the  practical  head  of  naviga- 
tion of  the  Yellow  Stone,  there  lay  off 
and  establish  a  city,  and  by  an  organized 
joint  stock  company,  in  which  all  mem 
t)er8  of  the  colony  should  be  share- 
holders, proceed  to  the  development  of 
the  mineral,  country  contiguous   thereto. 

This  region  of  the  Upper  Yellow  Stone 
and  its  many  tributaries  is  occupied  and 
has  been  held,  since  the  white  man  knew 
anything  about  it,  with  successful  tenaci- 
ty by  the  pj;opd  and  wealthy  Crow  Indi- 
ans, who  are  probably  the  .£nest  tribe  of 
natives  on  the  continent,  as  their  invalu- 
able bunting  grounds,  and  from  Lewis 
and  Clarke  down  to  the  most  modern 
explorer  who  has  ever  visited  that  re- 
gion, it  is  pronounced  to  be  the  paradise 
of  all  the  Western  country. 

As  we  understand  it,  Captain  Fisk  will 
fit  out  a  complete  supply  and  transporta- 
tion train,  with  camp  accommodations, 
&c.,  complete,  and  make  his  expedition 
and  the  entire  enterprise  self-supporting, 
by  assessing  each  person  $100,  more  or 
less,  according  to  the  extent  of  the  privil- 
eges desired  ;  this  sum  to  be  paid  upon 
enrollment  of  each  person,  a  certificate 
receipt  given  thereon,  and  with  this  fund 
ae  the  capital  everything  necessary  for 
the  supply  and  comfort  and  use  of  the 
colony  while  on  the  march  will  be  pro- 
vided. Subscriptions  to  the  stock  com- 
pany, which  must  also  be  paid  in  upon 
the  issue  of  the  certificate,  will  be  invest- 
ed in  a  portable  steam  saw-mill,  machine- 
ry, implements  for  mining,  and  such  oth- 
er ways  as  will  contribute  to  the  active 
operation  and  success  of  said  company. 
Agricultural  implements  and  seeds  for 
the  ground  and  abundant  stores  of  pro- 
visions will  also  be  taken  out. 

The  Captain  informs  us  that  companies 
and  squads  are  now  forming  in  almost 
every  State,  while  letters  from  portions 
of  the  army  soon  to  be  disbanded  are 
numerous,  asking  for  directions  as  to  the 
organization  dec,  &c. 

We  nndersUnd  that  application  has 
been  made  and  strongly  urged  with  the 
President  and  War  Department  for  the 
retention  of  Capt.  Fisk  in  the  service, 
and  that  he  be  furnished  what  facilities  can 
be  granted  for  the  fitting  out  of  his  expe- 
dition. It  surely  will  be  no  more  than 
the  least  of  Governments  do  to  encour- 
age such  an  enerprise  as  this.and  we  can 
hardly  afford  to  be  so  excessively  eco- 
nomical all  at  once  as  not  to  recognize 
the  claim  of  this  officer  to  at  least  his 
modest  commission,  and  a  sum  for  con- 
tingent expenses  sufficient  to  make  that 
commission  respectable  while  engaged  in 
the  laudable  and  arduous  taek  of  pioneer- 
ing an  i  colonizing  the  undevelc'ped  terri- 
tories of  the  West.  This  pr  .jcct  ^ill 
give  immediate  employment  an-,  relief  to 
many  of  the  great  army  of  t  jaggljng, 
unemployed  men  now  seeking  jn  vain 
occupation  for  their  hands  ;  ai.d  jn  more 
than  any  other  w»y  wUl  (be  (^(^yerDtaeiit 


out  for  himself,    after  his    official  career 
tball  have  terminated. 

This  decision  of  Governor  Miller  to 
vacate  the  gubernatorial  chair  at  the  ex- 
piration of  his  present  term,  announced 
thus  publicly,  will  doubtless  set  the  poli- 
ticians to  Kork,  looking  after  the  "suc- 
cession." Among  the  persons  who  have 
already  been  named  in  this  connection, 
we  have  beard  of  Ex- Governor  Smith, 
Colonel  Marshall,  John  McKusick,  of 
Stillwater,  Secretary  of  State,  Blakely, 
Lieutenant  Governor  Sherwood,  and  Sen- 
ator Daniels,  of  Olmstead  county.  Gov. 
Swift  in  addition  to  his  acknowledged 
capacity,  has  had  experience  in  the  office, 
and  would  unquestionably  make  a  good 
Executive.  We  do  not  believe,  however, 
that  he  would  accept  the  nomination.  He 
holds,  at  present,  a  more  lucrative,  al- 
though, perhaps,  not  a  more  honorable, 
situation,  and  it  n  by  no  means  probable 
that  he  •would  resign  substantial  for 
merely  bhadowy  benefits.  He  can  scarcely 
be  counted,  therefore,  among  the  candi- 
dates for  the  position  of  Mr.  Miller's 
successor.  Mr.  McKusick  is  a  strong 
man  and  an  able  one,  and  would  be  a 
suitable  candidate  lor  the  office.  But 
the  strongest  man,  in  our  estimation, 
is  Colonel  William  R.  Marshall,  the 
brave  and  bard  -  working  command- 
er of  the  Seventh  regiment.  To  begin 
with,  he  possesses  the  confidence  and  es- 
teem of  the  soldiers,  who  will  hereafter  be 
a  power  in  the  political  field  as  they  have 
hitherto  been  in  the  field  of  battle.  He 
is,  besides,  a  man  of  fine  abilities,  and 
perhaps  better  informed  with  respect  to 
the  history  of  our  State,  as  well  as  ita 
present  condition  and  reqairements,  than 
any  other  who  has  been  thus  far  named 
in  connection  with  the  office.  He  would 
mfke  a  most  popular  candidate  as  well  as 
an  efficient  exeuctive.  We  are  not  aware 
that  Col.  Marshal  has  given  permission 
to  use  his  name  in  this  manner — in  fact, 
we  think  he  has  not.  But  that  makes  no 
practical  difference.  Having  heard  it 
suggested  by  one  uf  his  friends  in  the  ar- 
my, we  have  taken  the  liberty  to  com- 
ment as  we  have  done,  and  assume  all 
the  responsibility  that  may  follow. 

There  is  no  need,  however,  for  people 
to  commit  themselves  in  behalf  of  any 
candidate  so  far  in  advance.  The  time 
for  making  the  choice  is  yet  distant,  and 
other  gentlemen  besides  those  alluded  to 
above  may  appear  on  the  list— all  of 
whom  will  be  entitled  to  such  considera- 
tion as  their  respective  m«rita  may  de- 
mand.

An     Interview    witii    Forrest. 


His 


Version  of  the  Port   FUIow 
Maseacre. 


A  corrcspondeiii  of  the  New  Orleans 
True  Delta  describes  a  recent  interview 
with  the  rebel  General  Forrest,  at  Merid- 
ian, Mississippi.  Forrest,  he  says,  is  a 
man  of  fine  appearance,  about  hix  feet  in 
height ;  dark,  piercing,  hazel  eyes  ;  care- 
fully trimmed  moustache  and  chin  whis- 
kers dark  as  night;  finely  cut  features 
and  iron  gray  hair.  His  form  is  lithe, 
plainly  indicating  great  physical  power 
and  activity.  The  writer  asked,  after 
some  preliminary  questions : 

"  Now  that  you  have  time.  General, 
do  you  think  you  will  ever  put  upon 
paper  the  true  account  of  the  Fort  Pil- 
low affdir?"  "Well,"  said  he,  "the 
Yankees  ought  to  know ;  they  tent  down 
their  best  men  to  investigate  the  affair." 

"  But  are  we  to  believe  their  report. 
General?" 

"Yes,  if  we  are  to  believe  anything  a 
nigger  says.  When  I  went  into  the  war, 
I  meant  to  fight.  Flighting  means  killing. 
I  have  lost  twenty-nine  horses  in  the 
war,  and  have  killed  a  man  each  time. 
The  other  day  I  was  a  horse  ahead,  but 
at  Selma  they  surrounded  me  and  I  killed 
two — ^jumped  my  horse  over  a  one-horse 
wagon,  and  got  away."  1  began  to  think 
I  had  some  idea  of  the  man  at  last.  He 
continued  :  "  My  Provost  Marshal's  book 
will  show  that  I  have  taken  31,iX)0  pris- 
oners durirg  the  war.  At  Fort  Pillow  I 
sent  in  a  flag  of  truce,  and  demanded  an 
nnconditiocal  surrender,  or  I  would  not 
answer  for  my  men.  This  they  refused. 
I  sent  them  another  note,  giving  them 
one  hour  to  determine.  This  they  refus- 
ed. I  could  see  on  the  river  boats  load- 
ed with  troops.  They,  sent  back  asking 
for  an  hour  more.  I  gave  them  twenty 
minutes.  I  sat  on  my  horse  during  the 
whole  time. 

The  fort  was  filled  with  niggers  and 
desirters  from  our  army  ;  men  who  lived 
side  by  side  with  my  men.  I  waited  five 
minu'es  afr>r  ihe  time,  and  then  blew  my 
bugle  for  the  charge.  In  twenty  minutes 
luy  ra»n  were  ovtr  the  works.  Jind  the 
firitig  had  ceased.  The  citizens  and  Yan- 
kees had  brok^/i  in  the  heada  of  whisky 
and  Ia(^er  beet  barrels,  and  were  all 
drunk.    They  "kmt  op  tiring  all  the  time. 


Among  the  many  witnesses  confined  in 
the  Carroll  military  prison,  in  Washing- 
ton, was  Mr.  J.  S.  Clarke,  the  celebrat- 
ed comedian.  It  is  but  justice  to  that 
gentleman  to  state  that  he  was  uncondi- 
tionally released  last  Friday,  by  the  di- 
rection of  Secretary  Stanton,  without 
even  any  examination  or  taint  upon  his 
loyalty  and  devotion  to  his  eountry.  At 
his  own  request,  before  leaving,  be  was 
permitted  by  the  Secretary  of  War  to 
make  the  following  affidavit,  which  was 
witnessed  by  Judge  Turner: 

AFFIDAVIT    OF  JOUN  fl.  CLARKB. 

Mat  5.  1865. — I    did  not    see    John 
Wilkes  Rooth  after  February,  1885.      I 
have  no  recollection  of  receiving  but  one 
letter  from  him  in  four  years,  which  was 
purely  on  theatrical  matters.       I  had   no 
conversation  with  him  on    political  sub- 
jecta    for    at    least  two  years.      1  am, 
and     have      alwaya      been,      loyal    to 
the  Government  of  the  United  Statea.     I 
have  repeatedly  volunteered  my  profes- 
sional services  and  acted  gratuitously  in 
aid  ot  the  United   States   Sanitary  Com- 
mission,   and  have   made   many   private 
contributions    beneficial    to   the  federal 
cause.    I  do  believe,  and  have  alwaya 
thought,   the    Booth  family  (save  John 
Wilkes)    to    be   in   their  sentiments  and 
feel:ngs  entirely  loyal  to  the  UnitedSUtea 
government.     John  Wilkes  Booth,   dur- 
ing the  past  few  yeaiB,   occasionally  left 
at  my  house,    in  Philadelphia,  large  en- 
velopes, in  care   of  his  sister  (my  wife)  ; 
these  he  invariably  said  contained  "stocks 
&c.,"  and  were  left  for  safe  keeping,   as 
he  was  obliged  to  travel  in  the  far  West. 
to   meet   his  professional  engagements. 
These    envelopes  ba\e    remained   some- 
times for  months,   and  be  has  taken  them 
away.     I  think  during    the  latter  part  of 
November.  1864,  while  I  was  from  home, 
acting  in  New  York,  be  left  an  envelope 
in  this  way  at  my  house,   sealed,  and  di- 
rected to  himself,  a«  they  all  were.     Dur- 
ing January  he  again   vis  ted  my  house, 
and  asked  for  it,  returning    it,  or  a  simi> 
lar  one,  which  was,    as    usual,   placed  in 
my  safe.     On  the  Saturday  afternoon  af- 
ter the  assassination   of   the  President, 
(April  15)  Mrs.  Booth,  the  mother,  came 
to  my  house  from  New  York.     On  Sun- 
day we  thought  of    the  envelope.    The 
whole    fiimily    was  of    course  mueh   de- 
pressed   and  Excited.       We    determin- 
ed   to    open  it.      AVe    found     therein 
an    address  to  the  { eople  of  the  North 
and  a  letter  for  his   notber,    three  tlioi>- 
sand    doll  rs  in    fivt  -twenty  bonds,  one 
thousand  dollars  in  Pi.iladelph  a  city  sixes, 
and  for  his  brother  J  nius  an  assignment 
of  some  oil    lands  in  Pennsylvania,   and 
nothing  more.     Thinking  the  authorities 
would  inquire    at  tfa-^    residence  of    his 
family  for  articles    b>  longing  to    him,  I 
kept  the    papers   du  ing    Monday.     On 
Tuesday  I  took   them   to   United  Statea 
Marshal  Millward,  s-  ingesting  that,  as  an 
actof  justice  to  the  liistressed  family,  I 
should  like  him  to  ca  ise  to  be   published 
the  letter  for  his  motbxr,  as  in  that  he  ex- 
onerated his  relativei  from  any  sympathy 
with  his   secession   |   opensities.     I   was 
surprised  the  next   morning  to  find  the 
address  published  insread  of  the  letter  for 
his  mother.     I    had  no  idea    the  address 
would  appear  in  the  newspapers,  the  pub- 
lication of  which  being  a  discretionary  act 
of  the  Government    officer    into    whose 
hands,  as    a  duty.  I    had    delivered    it. 
Upon  the  arrival  of  Junius  B.  Booth  at 
my  residence,  April  19ih,  on  his  way  to 
his  home  in  New  York,  he  suggested  that 
I  should  make  known  his  whereabouts  to 
the  authorities,  and  he  would  do  likewise 
in  New  York,  as  he  might  be  required  to 
testify  to  any  knowledge  they  might  sup- 

Eose  bim  to  possess  regarding  J.  Wilkes 
>ooth,  whereupon  I  introduced   him  to^ 
the  United  States  Mafsh^on  the  20th  of 
April.     On  the  26ih  of  April  Mr.    Booth 
was  arrested.  J.  S.  CLARKE.

A  correspondent  of  tbe  New  York 
Herald  writes  as  follows  from  Greens- 
boro,  N.  C. 

THE  GENERAL  FEELING  OF   THE  PKOPLEa 

It  Strikes  me  as  remarkable  that,  so 
far  as  1  Lave  traveled,  and  among  all  the 
people  with  whom  I  have  conversed,  I 
have  not  yet  found  a  single  individual 
who  eiiher  denied  the  termination  of  the 
war  or  wished  it  otherwisOa  I  have  heard 
citizens  Ulk  together,  and  rebel  officers 
and  soldiers  conversing  with  the  people, 
and  uniformly  the  common  expression  is 
that  the  Union  is  re-established,  and  that 
it  behoovf  B  everybody  to  go  to  work  as 
good  citizens  to  re-establish  tha  industri- 
al pursuits  and  prosperity  of  the  countrv, 

"QUEER  IDEAS." 

I  conversed  six  hours  with  tbe  Briga- 
dier General  Harris,  of  Missisjippi,  who 
expressed  to  me   somewhat  queer  id«>a8, 
but,  nevertheless,    was    not    disloyal  in 
anything  he  said.     He  agreed  with  Gen- 
eral Lee  tbat  the  war  settles  tee  question 
of  Sute  rights,  just  as  an  election  settles 
the  question  ot  who  shall  hold  office.  The 
defeated    party   are  not   persuaded   tbat 
their  policy  is  wrong,    but  they  yield  to 
the  opinions  of  the  majority.     Sa  in   this 
case  the  South  must  yield  its  State  right*, 
not  because  they  any  the  less  believe    in 
State  rights,  but  simply  because  that  doc- 
trine cannot  be  establisheda     And  yet  be 
has  not    taken   the    oath    of  allegiance. 
And  here  is    one  of  his    queer    notions. 
His  State  sent  him  to  tbe  army.     He  is 
now  returning  to  tbat  State  to  foUow  hera 
When  she  is    restored  to  the   Union  he 
shall  consider  himself   restored,  without 
an  oath,  and  with  his  allegiance  due  to 
the  general   government  rather   than  to 
the  State,  because  the  State  accepts  that 
view  of  (he  case.    Still   he    has  no  ob- 
jection to  taking  the  oath,  and  will  do  so 
in  his  own  State  whenever  it  is  required 
of  him.     His  views  seem  to  be  founded 
on    boncbt  and   high  toned   convictions. 
He  contends  that  everybody  who  remains 
in  the  country  is  bound  to  give  his   alle- 
giance to  the  government,  with  or  with- 
out the  oath,    or    a.-cept    tbe    brand  ot 
traitor ;  and  that  the  universal  "swearing 
in"  process  only  tends  to  make  the  oath 
of  allegiance  so  common  as  to  be  a  mere 
matter  o(  form,  with  no  binding  eff»ct. 

TIIK  VIEWS  OF  THE  RKIIKL  0FFIC*K«. 

In  the  course  of  the  conversation  he 
related  to  me  something  of  tha  feeling 
pervading  the  mass  of  the  rebel  officers. 
For  in9tdn(;e,  said  he,  the  other  evening 
a  number  were  conversing  on  this  subject 
when  the  proposition  was  started  :  sup- 
pose France  should  declare  war  against 
the  United  States  and  send  over  a  pow- 
erful army  would  it  not  be  the  policy  of 
the  Southern  people  to  join  her  and  so  es- 
tablish their  independence .'  The  propo- 
sition was  unanimously  negatived,  on  the 
grounds  that  such  a  procedure  would  be 
dishonorable;  and,  moreover,  France 
having  refused  to  help  them  when  in 
trouble,  they  would  not  now  fight  her 
battles  for  her. 

WHAT  TUE  PEOPLE  THINK  OF  JEFFa  DAVI8 
AND   HIS   ARRK6T. 

I  find  wherever  I  go  and  with  whomso- 
ever I  talk  a  universal  doubt  ol  the  arrest 
of  Jeff.  Davis.  Nobody  in  the  regions 
fbrcugh  which  I  have  passed  believes  it. 
They  seem,  however,  to  dojbt  it  mainly 
■because  they  do  not  want  to  believe  it. 
They  do  r.ol  like  Jeff.  Davis,  yet,  having 
lived  under  his  rule  for  lour  years,  they 
retain  something  akin  to  awe  of  him  as 
their  quandam  chief  magistrate  and  com- 
mander-in-chief, and  not  for  his  sake,  but 
for  the  sake  of  the  office  they  wish  it 
otherwise  and  so  believe  it.  They  can- 
not conceive  of  a  President  fleeing  from 
justice  and  chssed  down  like  a  petty 
thief.  And  with  all  their  dislike  of  the 
man  politically,  they  still  hang  on  to  the 
idea  of  bis  morality  and  high  Christian 
principle,  which  would  net  permit  him  to 
bo  a  party  to  the  assassination  of  Mr. 
Liocoln,  which  everybody  abhors.  They 
a'so  scout  tbe  idea  of  afchivalrous  South- 
ron seeking  to  avoid  capture  by  disguis- 
ing himself  in  female  atiire.  If  that  fact 
shall  be  substantiated,  then  goodby  lo 
•  be  latt  respect  of  the  Sjuthern  people 
f-r  Jeff.  Davis. 

CUl  lOSlTY  IN  REGARD  TO  THE  ARREST  OF 
GOV.    VANCE. 

Much  curiosity  is  manifested  in  this 
part  of  North  Carolina  in  regard  to  tbe 
arrest  of  Gov  Vance.  It  is  a  matter 
that  is  not  understood  at  all.  What  is 
the  government  going  to  do  with  him, 
they  ask.  Tbe  truth  is,  these  people 
do  not  yet  comprehend  that  they  have 
been  in  rebellion  against  tb^  legitimate 
government.  Tbe  rebel  leaders  have 
thoroughly  educated  them  to  the  con- 
viction that  the  Southern  Confederacy 
became  an  cstablishc  i  government  the 
momimt  it  it  was  setup,  with  equal  rights 
and  privileges  with  the  United  States  or 
France,  and  that  in  the  war  they  have 
been  the  inju-ed  party.  Or,  if  they  did 
wrong  in  separating  from  tbe  Union,  the 
lofs  of  blood  u'  d  treasure  the  war  has 
entailed  upon  them,  with  the  loss  of  their 
nc^Toes,  is  a  sufficient  punishment.  They 
don'f  stop  to  think  that  they  have  caused 
the  North  equal  sacrifices  to  subdue 
them.

President  Johnson  on  Pardons. 

A  circumstance  transpired  among  the 
first  acts  of  Mr.   JoKnson.  on   assuming 
the  duties  of  President  which  shows  what 
the  public  may  exp.  ct  of  him  in   the  way 
cf  pardons.     About  seven  or  eight  years 
ago  a  person  wss  tried  in  Boston  on   tbe 
oharge  of    slavedcaling.     He    was    con- 
victed and  sentenced  to  twenty  years*  im- 
prisonment,    lie  had  served  out  six   or 
seven  yiars  of  tbat   penalty  when  there 
was  a  strong  pressure  upon  Mr.    Lincoln 
to  pardon  him.     Several  prominent  poli- 
liciins  of  Boston  strenuously   urged   tbe 
use  of  the  pardoning  power.     They   pre- 
8  nted  several  extenuating  facts,  and   fi- 
nally Mr.  Lincoln    consented  to  s'gn    it. 
He  placed  his  signature  to  the  document 
on  tbe  day  on  which  he  was  assassinated, 
and  sent  it  to  the  Attorney  (>eneral*8   of- 
ii  :e  to  be  attested  and  executed.     It  ar- 
rived there  too  late  to  be  attended  to  en 
tbat  day,  and  before  the  offi  ;e  was  again 
opened  Mr.    Lincoln    breathed  his  Tasf. 
The  s-iveral  Cabinet  minister?,  as  a  mafer 
of  form,  presented  the  unfinished  business 
in  tbeiraepaitmtiits  to  President  John- 
son, and  among  ihis  class  was   this    par- 
don, signed,   but  not  executed.     It  at- 
tracted  President   Johnson's    attention, 
and  he  immediately  said,  "I  must  exam- 
ine into  th:s."  retaining  it  for   that  pur- 
pose.    Upon  making  inquiries  he  had   it 
cancelled,  saying  that  no  person  ever  en- 
gaged in  that  business  would  get  a  par- 
don from  him.     This  may  be  cooMdered 
as  conclusive  evidence  that  there  will   be 
some  difference  oetween  the   use   of  the 
pardoning  power  in  the  hands   of  Presi- 
dent Johnson  than  in  the  hands  of  Presi- 
dent Lincoln.

Bemlniscencea   of    tlie    Elder 
Booth. 

From  the  Spirit  ol  tha  West. 

I  knew  Brutus  Booth,  Sen.,  in  Balti- 
more, where  his  eccentricities  were  better 
known,  perhaps,  than  in  any  other  city. 
His  freaks  of  insanity,  as  they  were 
called,  were  so  familiar  to  tbe  inhabitants 
of  that  cit^  that  his  moat  absurd  {Arlorm- 
aiicea  ezciied  but  little  remark.  A  few 
reminiscences  of  bis  mysterious  conduct 
during  that  period  may  be  read  with  in- 
terest. 

On  a  miserable  December  morning 
Bootb^s  physician  was  sitting  in  his  office 
on  Gay  street,  when  he  heard  some  one 
come  upon  the  stoop,  and  thought,  from 
the  peeuliarslipsbod  sound  of  the  visitor's 
footftteps,  that  he  was  a  negro  slave. 
There  was  a  deep  snow  on  iLd  ground, 
and  a  drizzling  rain  was  now  tailing. 
which  caused  tie  streets  to  be  in  a  dt  - 
plorable  condition.  The  door  was  open- 
•  d  without  knocking,  and,  instead  of  a 
slave,  the  great  actor  entered,  with  no- 
thing upon  his  leet  but  a  pair  of  thin 
stockings.  Speaking  in  an  earnesi  voice, 
and  with  that  curious  nasal  twang  for 
which  he  was  remarkable,  b«  asked  tbe 
doctor  if  he  could  go  and  see  his  father, 
who  was  very  ill.  tie  was  answered  in 
the  affirmative,  wh  n  tbe  two  at  once 
started  to  a  house  several  squares  dis- 
tant. Booth  leading  the  way.  The  doctor 
was  conducted  to  a  room  in  the  fourth 
atory  in  which  there  was  no  fire,  and 
where  upon  an  humble  couch,  reposed 
the  miserable  man's  (ire,  sleeping  the 
sleep  of  death.  He  had  been  dead  so 
long  that  the  blood  in  his  body  waa  con- 
gealed, and  the  corpse  was  cold  as  ice. 
The  doctor  examined  the  body  a  moment 
and  said : 

"  Mr.  Booth,  your  father  is  dead." 

"Can't  you  da  anything  for  himP"  in- 
quired the  actor. 

"  I  cannot  r«8urrect  him.^* 

Booth  then  approached  the  lifeless  form 
ol  his  father,  and  seizing  him  by  the  low- 
er jaw,  sprung  bis  mouth  open,  and  en- 
deavored to  breathe  into  his  luigs  new 
vitality.  To  his  apparent  surprise  be  did 
not  succeed,  and,  turning  slightly  away, 
he  observed : 

**  You  are  right,  he  is  dead." 

On  one  occision  Booth  entered  a   bak- 
ery, clothed  m  raga,  and  carrying  in  hi9 
hand  a  small  bundle,  around  which   was 
a    coarse   bandanna  handkerchief.     Ac 
costing  the  baker,  he  ask«d: 

**  Will  you  trust  me  for  aloaf  of  bread?'« 

The  man  seeming  to  know  bis  custo- 
mer, replied  that  he  would.  Booth  re 
ceived  the  loaf,  and  requested  the  baker 
to  keep  his  bundle  in  pawn  until  the  mon- 
ey was  paid.  As  soon  aa  the  actor  was 
gone  tbe  vender  of  bread  untied  the  hand 
kerchief,  and  found  that  it  contained  a 
quid  of  tobacco,  an  oyster  shell,  and  an 
old  shoe,  which  he  threw  into  the  back 
yard.  Next  day  Mr.  Booth  appeared 
again,  attired  in  a  new  suit  cf  handsome 
black,  and  looking  the  picture  of  gentility. 

"  1  believe  I  owe  you  five  cents,"  he 
said,  and  thereupon  paid  it.  He  contin- 
u.  I :  "I  will  now  trouble  you  for  the 
bundle  I  left  with  yon, 

"  I  can  pive  you  the  handkerchief," 
was  tbe  reply ;  "  but  I  threw  the  conten'a 
away." 

"Sir,"  exclaimed  Booth  "you  com- 
mitted an  egregious  error." 

••  Did  I  ?  I  can  d — d  soon  remedy  it ;" 
and  the  baker  proceeded  to  the  ba -k 
yard,  where  he  gathered  the  scattered 
treasures  together,  and  putting  them  in 
the  handkerchief,  returned  them  to  their 
owner,  who,  bowing  his  acknowledge- 
ments, turned  and  walked  away. 

Booth  was  once  discovered  by  a  friend 
fitting  in  a  grove,  near  Baltimore,  in  a 
state  of  complete  nudity,  and  banqueting 
off  an  ordure.  The  gentleman  approach- 
ed him,  and  commenced  reasoning  with 
him  upon  his  abominable  proceeding, 
when  he  seized  a  stick  of  wood,  knocked 
his  adviser  down,  and  then  ran  to  a  house 
about  a  mile  distant,  where  he  frightened 
a  number  of  women  and  children  almo&t 
out  ot  their  wits.  He  was  finally  cap* 
tuied  and  returned  to  the  city. 

Booth  once  sent  to  a  gentleman  who 
now  resides  in  this  city  to  come  to  hia 
house.  On  arriving  there  he  found 
Booth  lying  upon  abed,  with  a  table  near 
by.  upon  whi.  h  were  two  potatoes  and  as 
many  cigars,  besides  a  large  number  of 
peels, 

"Have  apotatoe?"  inquired  Booth. 

"Not  any." 

"Smoke,  then." 

Our  friend  complied. 

In  a  few  moments  Booth  prodnoed  a 
couple  of  letters,  enveloped  and  sealed, 
and  said  he  wanted  one  of  them  carried 
to  Andrew  Jackson,  President  of  the 
United  states,  and  the  oth»r  to  the  '^xjv- 
ernor  of  Rhode  Island.  They  were  \ery 
important,  and  must  be  carried  by  some 
one  who  would  go  all  tbe  way  on  foot. 
He  wanted  his  friend  to  look  up  a  negro 
in  the  city,  who  was  a  whitewasher,  and 
who,  being  exceedingly  trustworthy, 
would  perform  the  offioe  faithfully.  Of* 
course  the  affair  was  (orgotten  as  soon  aa 
the  visitor  left,  and  Ihe  letters  never 
sent. 

Booth  often  said,  in  his  collected  mo- 
ments, that  all  of  bis  insanity  was  due  to 
brandy.  Cf  this  there  can  be  no  doubt ; 
there  was  not  a  particle  of  "moral"  in- 
sanity about  him. 


IVendell  Philips  on  IVe^ro  Suf- 
frage. 

At  tha  annual  meeting  of  tbe  New 
England  Anti-Slavery  Convention,  on 
Wednesday : 

Wendell  Philips  took  the  stand,  and 
said  (hat  the  re^tl  topic  for  discussion  was 
immediate  suffrage  for  the  negro.  Mr. 
Maynard.  ol  Tennessee,  was  right.  There 
was  no  time  to  aggitate  this  question 
Discussion  before  the  people  would  not 
secure  colored  suffrage  for  twenty- five 
years.  Tbe  right  must  be  conceded  at 
once  to  secure  the  nation  from  serious 
trouble  and  perhaps  disaster.  The  con- 
dition of  every  hia  k  man  was  to  day  no 
better  than  in  1833.  and  he  did  not  see 
how  any  man  could  say  slavery  was  abol- 
ished and  give  up  his  efforts  in  the  anti- 
slavery  cause.  It  would  be  a  year  be- 
fore even  tbe  technical  abolition  ol 
slavery  would  take  place.  Tbe  condition 
of  tbe  negro  at  tbe  South  waa  in  a  state 
of  remarkable  uncertainty.  No  m(.n 
could  say  whether  Le  could  own  property, 
protect  bis  wifd^ettily  in  a  court,  or  ex- 
ercise any  o  her  natural  right.  The  white 
men  of  each  state  claimed  the  privil  ge 
to  regulate  all  thi.',  and  the  Tennessee 
Legislature  had  just  enacted  a  law  con- 
cerning free  colored  people.  Do  they 
enact  laws  regarding  free  white  people.' 
All  that  concerns  the  colored  people  is  to 
be  regulated  by  the  whites,  and  what  will 
the  whites  do  .vhen  their  states  are  recon- 
structed without  the  negro  francbi->e.' 
They  would  unite  with  the  old  Democrat- 
ic party  in  the  last  Congress  of  Johnson's 
presidency,  and  show  the  friends  of  liber- 
ty who  it  is  that  his  really  been  whipped 
m  this  last  hour  of  tbe  war.  Tbe  black 
race  would  be  kept  praoically  in  tbe  con- 
dition of  serfs,  bound  to  tie  soil.  The 
admission  of  a  single  state  without  negro 
suffrage,  would  settle  the  whole  question 
and  slavery  would  exist  in  reality  but  not 
in  name. 

After  this  was  settled  the  next  question 
for>.ed  into  Congress  would  ba  tbe  ac- 
ceptance of  the  Southern  debt.  And  if 
this  waa  done  successlullv,  he  would  ar- 
gue for  repudiation  of  the  whole  to  the 
last  hour  ol  his  life.  Deprive  tbe  South 
of  negro  suffrage  and  eveiy  drop  of  blood 
has  been  spilled,  and  every  dollar  oi  treas- 
ure expended  in  vain.  Already  bad 
threats  bten  made  that  reconstruction 
would  be  put  through  next  winter  on  an 
a<iti  JMgro  basis  in  si>ite  of  ail  oppo- 
sition. \t  Would  be  the  great  ques  ion 
fj^ngressiooal     aeaaioa.      Tiu« 
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spring  Mr.  Sumner  said  to  Mr. 
Lincoln,  "Louisiana  must  be  recon- 
structed  on  the  basis  of  the  Daclaration 
of  Independence."  Mr.  Lincoln  hesita- 
ted, and  did  not  reply,  when  Mr.  Sum- 
ner aaid,  "Sir,  if  you  reconstruct  it  on 
any  other  basis,  count  ma  as  an  oponent  " 
That  was  th«  position  for  every  friend  of 
a  permanent  Union  and  of  permanent 
freedom  to  take,  and  stand  by  it  firmly. 
Far  better  that  Grant  bad  surrendered  to 
Lee  than  that  tho  President  should  sur- 
render to  North  Carolina  or  Louisiana, 
and  make  useless  all  the  sufferings  and 
losses  and  sacriQcea  of  thia  fearful  atrog- 
gle.

Reiolved,  That  we  hunoktlr  daxire  that  law 
and  order  t>«  spe*  dily  rsstored ;  that  persons 
and  property  be  fully  secured,  and  ws  expect 
every  person  to  resort  lorthwlth  to  their  asuai 
avocations. 

Retohtd,  That  we  regard  the  assassinatioa 
of  I'resident  Lincoln  with  abhorreuee,  and 
sincerely  regret  his  fate. 

Reiolvtd,  That  until  order  is  fally  restored 
we  respectfully  re(|uest  the  United  Sutes 
authorities  to  reuin  tbe  garrison  at  this  placa. 

Rt*olv$d,  That  a  committee  is  hereby  ap- 
pointed to  proceed  to  Washington,  make 
known  the  peaceful  intsntlons  ot  this  portion 
of  Georgia  towards  the  Federal  Qjvemment, 
and  give  assurance  of  our  co-operation  in 
any  measures  taken  to  restore  paata  and 
prosperity.

We  copied  into  this  paper,    tbe    other 
day,  from  the  Cincinnati   Coinnietcial,  a 
foil  report  of  the  testimony  taken  in  se- 
cret session  on  the  first  two  days  of  the 
assissioation  trial,by  far  the  moat  import- 
ant and  startling  which  has  yet  been   ad- 
dnced.     This  testimony,  it  will  be  tjBOOl- 
lected,  convicts  Thompsoc.Cleary,  Tuck- 
er, Sanders,  and   Clay,    and    indirectly, 
Jeff.  Davis  also,  of  active  and  full  com- 
plicity in  the  plot  to  assassinate  the  Presi- 
dent and  bis  Cabiout,  and   Gen.    Grant, 
and  formed  the  basis  for  tbe  President's 
Proclamation.     It  was  given  by  parties, 
who,  while  secretly  friends  to  the  Union, 
had  worked  themselves  into  relations  of 
confidential  intimacy  with  the  agents  of 
tbe  Rebel  Government  in  Canada.     Con- 
over,  one  of  tho  witnesses,  had  long  been 
employed  as  a   secret  correspondent  of 
the  New  York  Tribant;  the   ^.'lole    plot 
for  tho  assassination    of    President  Lin- 
coln and  Johnson,  and  the  heads    of  De- 
partments and  of  our  armies,  was  reveal- 
ed to  him  by  the  virtuous  Thompson,  who 
invited  his  assistance,  and  also  by  Cleary, 
and  ho  had  warned  the    Government    of 
the  intended  blow. 

The  conspiracy  was,  as  Secretary  Stan- 
ton atHrmed.  "  Concocted  in  Canada  and 
approved  at  Richmond."     On  the  tUh  or 
7th  of   April,   John   Surratt   came    into 
Jacob  Thompson\room   wliere  Conover 
was  present,   with  dispatches  from  Jeff. 
Davis    and    Benjamin    in    cypher,    and 
Thompson  awjuainted  Conover  with  the 
contents  of  the  dispatches  which  approved 
thtj    assassination    of    Messrs.    Lincoln, 
Johnson,   Seward,    Slanton,   Chase  and 
Grant.     Thompson  said  to  him  :     "Tbi» 
makes  the  thing  all   right."     He  further 
said  he  had    commissions    for    this   work 
from  the  rebel  authorities,  and  afterwards 
that  he   had  commissioned  Booth,   and 
that  tbe  other  agents  of  the  plot  would  be. 
Conover's  testimony  unfolds  other  con 
spiracies,  such  as  a  plot  of  the  infamous 
Blackburn  to    poison    the   Crolon   dam, 
which  supplies  New  York  city  with  water, 
his  yellow  fever  plot.and  the  various  raids 
from    Canada.     His    testimoney    shows 
that  the  reU;l   agents    in    Canada   were 
well  supplied  with  money  for  all  these 
enterprises,   and  shows   that  they   were 
inspired  by  a  hope  of  striking  such    ter 
ror  into  the  North  as  to  make  ns  sick  o/ 
the  war. 

Conover's  testimony  was  fully  oorrobor 
atetl  by  that  of  Jas.  B.  Merritt  a  physician 
and  of  Richard  Montgomery,  a  Govern- 
ment detective,  who  had  wormed  himself, 
into  the  secrets  of  tbe  conspirators.     The 
testimony  of  all  these  show  that  Payne, 
Booth,  Surratt,  end  other*  of  their  im- 
mediate instruments  were  often  in   Cana- 
da, conferring  with  Thompson,  Sanders, 
&c.     After  Conover  had  given   his    testi- 
mony he  went  to  Canada  again,   and  the 
New  York  Tribwm  aays  he  has  not  since 
been  heard  of,  and  it  is  feared  ho  baa  b«en 
foully    dealt   with.     The  publication   of 
this  secret  testimony  it  seems  was  unau- 
thorized by  tho  Court.     A  special  to  the 
Times  says : 

_  Tbo  military  commission  held  a  secret  sess- 
ion ycstarduy,  ami  one  of  the  reasons  assign- 
ed tor  the  session  Wiis  the  pnblication  on  Fri- 
day last  in  the  Cincinnuti  Commercial,  and 
copied  from  them  by  other  palters,  of  a  syn- 
opsis of  the  evidence  talcen  in  secret  session 
on  tho  first  two  days  of  the  trial,  and  known 
suppressed  testimony."     Some  ten 
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CbestQrfield  or  a,  Jamea  Bnchanan  in 
his  DBMntfr  of  doin^  tbrngs,  the  people 
very  well  know,  and  the  Copperheads 
and  treasury  thieves  know  it  to  their  cost. 
He  ia  a  very  emphatic  and  very  positive 
peraon,  no  doobt ;  but,  though  be  may 
often  offend  by  his  brasquenesa,  the  r«c- 
olluctioB  •(  these  immaterial  Wccidents 
of  manner  will  soon  pass  away,  while  the 
rough  vigor  of  his  character  will  8tai¥l 
forever  in  the  foreground  of  the  history 
of  Mr.  Lincoln's  eventful  administration, 
as  the  stoutest  bulwark  of  tbe  Govern- 
ment against  ita  open  and  secret  assail- 
ants ;  and  high  as  tho  placa  which  Gen. 
Sherman  has  won  in  his  sphere,  it  may  be 
doubted  whether  Secretary  Stanton  will 
occupy  a  lower  niche  than  he  in  the  great 
gallery  of  the  patriots  and  heroes  and 
stateamon  of  the  second  American  Sevo- 
lotion.

Notwithstanding' the  intimationa  of  the 
Oritiah  press  it  is  not  the  intent-on  of  our 
Government  to  abandon,  or  in  anywise 
abate,  th\)~3emand  upon  f!ngland  for 
damages  to  our  commerce  by  the  angle 
rebel  pirates.  The  disbanding  of  a  por- 
tion of  tbe  armies  is  no  evidence  of  a 
cowardly  policy.  Enough  will  be  retain- 
ed  to  enforce  aay  demands  upon  foreign 
Governments,  and  if  necessary,  the  vet- 
erans mustered  out  can  cui^ily  be  sum- 
moned back  to  the  field. 

It  it  understood  that  preliminary  meas- 
■rea  have  already  been  taken  in  refer- 
ence tio  the  enforcement  of  the  Monroe 
Doctrine  and  of  notification  aerved  upon 
Napoleon,  that  since  We  have  settled  our 
own  family  alUirs  we  will  not  submit  to 
European  interferaoce  with  those  of  our 
sick  neigbbor  Mexico,  and  every  plam 
intimation  given  that  Napoleon  must  not 
only  not  send  more  troops  into  Mexico, 
*ut  must  withdraw  the  French  and  Aus- 
trian troops  now  there  and  leave  tha  peo- 
ple of  Mexico  to  decide  for  tbmselves 
whether  they  have  fair  pUy. 

Application  has  been  made  by  Cyrus 
W.  Field,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy, 
for  the  detail  of  the  United  Sutes  steam- 
ship Niagarato  assist  in  the  laying  of 
the  Atlantie  cable.  As  no  oflicial  notte- 
catioDs  of  the  recinding  of  the  order  that 
the  vessels  of  war  of  the  United  Stotos, 
shall  not  be  permitted  to  remain  more 
than  twenty-four  hours  in-  any  British 
port  have  been  received,  the  re<|ue8t  can- 
not be  acceeded  to.

Grant  is  said  to  have  saved   it 
by  keeping  back  his  (Sherman's)  protest 
against  the  movement  which  resulted  in  the 
capture  of  Vicksburg — and  tearing  it  up 
when  tbe  success  of  the  movement   dem- 
onstrated Sherniao's   error.

the  army  and  navy,  strongly  reiterating 
and  endorsing  the  Monroe  doctrine: 
eiiual  suffrage  to  white  and  black; 
approving  first  Johnson's  refusai  «i  sj 
to  recognize  the  pretended  Governors  of 
the  rebel  States  ;  expectations  of  repara- 
tion! for  injuries  inllicted  upon  oflr  com- 
merce by  connivance  of  foreign  poir«r«  ; 
rejoicing  that  civil  law  is.  snoo-tO'bear 
sway;  deprecating  party  division*  and 
urging  a  cordial  and  united  support  of 
the  administration.  These  resolutions 
wereenfhusiastically  adopted  and  fully 
endorsed  by  the  speakers.  The  meeting 
was  one  of  the  largest  over  held  in  the 
city,  and  the  reception  of  General  Grant 
was  enthusiastic  beyond  all  precedent.

—The  neraWa  Charleston  correspond- 
ent says :  •*  Letters  from  the  upper  districts 
represent  that  great  distress  has  been  caused 
l>y  straggling  liands  of  soldiers  taking  off 
every  horse  and  mule,  and  breaking  open  pul>- 
lic  and  private  storcst^esides  robbing  planta- 
tions. The  planters  would  rejoice  at  the  ap- 
pearance of  a  Union  garrison  at  all  principal 
points,  for  the  protection  of  the  people" 
General  llartwell,  with  a  portion  of  his  brl- 
ga»lc,  is  at  Orangeburg.  He  has  detailed  per- 
manent garrispas  for  the  town,  and  is  ongag- 
od  in  ftirthering  arrangemcnti  for  flreedmen, 
in  m.iking  contracts  with  their  former  owners. 
Planters  are  very  anxious  to  secure  labor  for 
raising  prxiaco.  The  greater  portion  of  th« 
negroes  cannot  comprehend  their  new  posi- 
tion. Most  of  them  belieTed  they  were  to  be 
supported  by  the  Oovcmmcnt;  others  sup- 
posed tbeir  master's  lands  were  to  be  divided 
amont;  them.  I^rge  numbers  of  them  are 
leaving  for  Charleston. 

—  The  famous  Suez  Canal  has  been 
completed,  and  was  opened  on  the  7ih  of  April 
l.v  delegates  from  the  Chambers  of  Commerce 
of  the  World.  The  canal  is  seventy-two 
miles  in  the  length  across  the  Isthmns  of  Su- 
ez, and  connects  Um  Mediterranean  and  lied 
Si'as.  Its  import.ince  may  be  Inferred  from 
the  fact  that  it  shortens  the  distance  between 
New  York  and  Bombay  seven  thuusand  Ave 
hundred  miles.  It  puu  Napoloon  militarily 
in  a  position  to  operate  on  three  continents. 
It  makes  Kinca.  an  sltind.  The  London  'nme$ 
which  has  always  ridkaled  the  enterprise 
since  its  inception,  predicts  that  the  attempt 
to  navigate  the  canal  will  be  a  failure,  because 
it  is  Nuilt  upon  shifting  sands. 

Itefore  the  arrest  of  Magrath  he  Issued  a 
proclamation  suspending  his  own  functions  as 
Executive  of  the  State,  stating  that  the  war 
is  over,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  people  to  for- 
bear an  opposition  which  Is  hopeless,  and  ro- 
concili"  themselves  to  that  submission  which 
the  Government  of  the  United  States  can  Im- 
•  pose  aad  which  they  cannot  resist.  He  urges 
them  U.>  resume  peaceful  pursuits,  and  says 
he  is  ready  to  meet  the  charge*  against  him 
:«  any  time  and  place.  Columbia  is  garrison- 
ed by  the  2.5th  Ohio  regiment.  The  citizens 
were  taking  the  oath  of  allegiance  in  crowds. 
t)ther  towns  in  the  Interior  of  the  State  have 
been  properly  garrisoned. 

—The  Birmingham  (England)  Gazette, 
asserts  that  Mrs.  Lincoln  is  a  Welch  woman. 
The  facts  on  which  this  extraordinary  asser- 
tion is  based  arc  thus  stated :  "It  has  been 
ascertained  on  good  authority  that  Mrs.  Lin- 
coln, the  wife  of  the  !ate  President,  is  a  na- 
tive of  Monmouthshire.  Her  maiden  name 
was  Jcukinc,  and  her  father  was  for  some 
time  sexton  of  St.  Paul's  chnrch,  Newport. 
He  married  a  Miss  Rnsscll,  who  was  in  the 
employ  of  Sir  Thomas  Salisbury,  of  Llan- 
wem,  and  the  issue  of  the  marriage  was  two 
daughters.  The  family  afterwards  emigrated 
to  America,  and  it  appears  that  Mr.  Lincoln 
selected  cue  of  them  to  be  his  partner  in  life." 

—  The  St.  Petersburg  correspondent 
of  a  New  York  paper  announces  the  widely 
circulated  story  that  the  Siberian  plagoo  is 
raging  in  Russia,  a  '•  more  gigantic  imposi- 
tion than  has  been  palme<l  off  upon  the  cre- 
dulity of  Europe  since  the  memorable  Teuton 
hoax."  He  says  the  disease  is  a  kind  of  ty. 
phus,  occasioned  partly  by  the  severe  cold, 
partly  by  the  want  of  nutritive  food  among 
the  lower  orders,  and  the  dirty  state  in  which 
they  live.  The  deaths  amounted,  at  one  pe- 
riod, to  from  eighty  to  one  hundred  per  day. 

— On  Saturday  afternoon  by  request 
of  his  old  corps,  the  14th,  now  commanded 
hy  Oen.  Jeff.  C.  Davis,  Gen.  Thomas  reviewed 
them  at  their  camp,  near  this  city.  He  was 
received  with  the  wildest  enthusiasm,  the 
soldiers  seeming  almost  crazy  with  joy  at  the 
opportunity  of  once  more  beholding  their  old 
commander,  whom  they  almost  idolize.  Gen- 
Thomas  appeared  equally  pleased  to  meet  his 
old  command  in  arms  with  whom  ho  had 
fought  the  bnttlcs  of  Stone  River.Chicamauga, 
and  other  well  contested  battle  fields  which 
had  been  immortalized  by  the  heroism  and 
valor  of  the  old  1  ilh, 

— It  has  been  proposed  in  the  Cabinet 
to  modify  the  amnesty  proclamation  so  as  to 
exclude  from  its  benefits  all  rebels  whose 
property  is  valued  at  JIO.OOO  and  upwards 
This  modification  will  increase  the  exemption 
to  one  hundred  and  thirty-one  thousand.  On 
the  9^20,000  basis  the  property  of  only  30,000 
rebels  would  I>e  liable  tu  confiscation.  The 
calculation  is  made  on  the  basis  of  valres  of 
property  in  the  South  In  1860,  treating  slave 
property  as  extingnished.  The  proposition 
has  several  warm  advocates  in  the  Cabinet, 
yet  it  is  doubtful  whether  any  modification  of 
the  proclamation  will  be  made. 

— Mr.  Lincoln  bids  fair  to  be  pretty 
thoronghly  biographized.  Besides  several 
'*  lives"  hy  minor  celebrities,  announcements 
of  the  biography  uf  Mr.  Lincoln  arc  made,  as 
in  preparation,  by  llol>ert  Dale  Owen,  Dr. 
Holland,  Mr.  Hemdon,  (Mr.  Lincoln's  former 
partner,) Joseph  II.  Barrett,  Commi.><sioncr  of 
Pension,  and  Isaac  N.  Arnold.  Wc  presume 
James,  Fanny  Pera,  Phrton  and  John  S.  C. 
Abbott  may  t;e  safely  addtdto  the  number,  as 
their  biographical  machines  are  always  in 
grinding  order. 

—The  PitUborgfa  GaxetU  states  that 
Edward  Spangler.  the  stage  carpenter,  now 
on  trial  as  an  accomplice  of  Booth,  is  origi- 
nally  from  the  l>oroagh  of  York,  in  Pennsyl- 
vania, where  he  is  respectfully  connected. 
He  has  of  late  years  led  a  chequered  and  un- 
certain life.  Bis  habits  have  been  intempe- 
rate and  he  has  been  marked  for  bis  studied 
hostility  to  the  Government  and  his  personal 
hatred  of  the  deceased  President. 

— The  reason  why  the  rebel  cotton  loan 
is  quoted  at  all  hi  England  (12  to  14  being  the 
figures)  is  that  there  is  an  idea  in  the  heads  of 
certain  persons  that  the  cotton  on  which  the 
loan  was  founded  is  still  in  the  South,  ready 
to  be  shipped  to  the  advantage  of  JiQlders  of 
scrip  as  soon  ai  the  ports  are  opened.

— The  French  Minister  has  not  yet  de- 
livered Eugenie's  letter  of  condolence  to  Mrs.

Gen.  W.  T.  Sherman  arrived  in  this 
city  ycaterday  morning,  at  seven  o'clock, 
and  immediately  proceeded  to  tbe  resi- 
dence of  his  entertainer,  James  Scott, 
Esq.,  No.  64  East  Twenty-third  street. 
The  General  kept  himself  (juite  secluded 
and  (luiet  the  better  part  oi  tbe  day,  but 
rode  in  a  carnage  to  tbe  Central  Park  in 
the  afternoon,  and  jo^  presence  created 
(piite  a  sensation  among  the  thousands 
congregated  there.  Gen.  Sherman  was 
accompanied  by  members  of  Mr.  Scott's 
family. 

In  tbe  vicinity  of  Mr.  Scott's  residence 
in  'Twenty-third  street,  small  knots  of 
eager  people  could  be  seen  all  day  and 
evening,  perforce  content  to  satisfy  their 
curiosity  by  a  view  of  the  outside  of  the 
dwelling.  Last  night  the  house  was  bril- 
liantly lighted  up,  and  many  visitors 
paased  in  and  out. 

In  the  evening  the  General  visited  Nib- 
lo's  garden,  to  witness  the  brilliant  im- 
personation of  Fanchion,  by  Miss  Mag- 
gie Mitchell.  The  appearance  of  Gen. 
Sherman  in  the  theatre  was  the  signal 
for  cbeeriog  on  the  part  of  all  who  saw 
him.  He  waa  accompanied  by  Gen  Van 
Vliot,  and  seemingly  was  much  interested 
in  tbe  play.  The  crowd  getting  unpa- 
tient  between  the  acts,  the  general  beat 
his  first  retreat,  and,  by  the  help  of  the 
rear  entrance,  gained  Crosby  street,  and 
so  escaped  his  admirers. 

After  a  few  hours  spent  at  the  resi- 
dence of  Gen.  VanVliet,  both  generals 
returned  on  foot  to  Twenty-third  street, 
where  they  found  a  liUle  knot  of  loungers 
awaiting  the  arrival  of  Gen.  Sherman, 
and  anticipating  a  serenade. 

Just  before  entering  the  house,  tbe 
general  turned  to  the  crowd  below,  and 
the  following  dialogue  ensued  ; 

Gen.  Sherman — Well,  boys,  I  suppose 
you  have  come  here  to  see  me,  and  I  am 
much  obi  iged  toy  on .  [Criea  of  "Speech . "] 
I  am  not  going  to  make  any  speech  in 
New  York ;  so  you  need  not  expect  any. 

Crowd — "But,  General,  we  want  to 
see  your  face." 

Gen.  Sherman- "Well,  I  am  going 
down  town  to-morrow  and  you  can  sec 
me  by  daylight." 

Voice — "But  we  want  to  see  you  now 
or  let  us  shake  your  hand.  General." 

The  General  then  amiably  stepped 
down  snd  commenced  shaking  hunds  with 
the  crowd— nearly  fifty  in  all— among  the 
last,  several  ladies  of  tbe  neighborhood. 
He  ended  by  shaking  hands  with  the  two 
policemen  detailed  to  preserve  order,  and 
thanked  them  for  their  friendly  protec- 
tion of  him.  As  he  was  ascending  the 
steps  some  one  called  out:  "We  are 
not  JO  large  aa  your  army,  are  we,  Gen- 
eral?" 

"No  indeed,"  replied  Gen.  Sherman, 
"I've  got  one  hundred  thousand  men — 
the  best  men  you  ever  saw." 

He  then  went  into  Mr.  Scott'a  dwelling 
and  the  little  crowd  dispersed.  No  sere- 
nade had  takes  place  when  our  reporter 
left  at  12 :30  p.  M.

— I>ear 
John — I  am  happy  to  inforoB  you  that 
Pet  has  done  his  work  well.  Re  is  safe, 
and  old  Abe  is  in  hell.  Now,  sir,  all 
eyes  are  on  you.  You  must  bring  Sher- 
man ;  Grant  is  in  the  hands  of  old  Gray 
ere  this ;  Red  Shoes  showed  a  lack  of 
nerve  in  Seward's  case,  but  he  fell  back 
in  good  order ;  Johnson  must  come.  Old 
Crook  baa  him  in  charge.  Mind  well 
that  brother's  oath,  and  you  will  have  no 
difhculty.  All  are  well  and  safe  and  will 
enjoy  the  fruits  of  our  labors.  We  had 
a  large  meeting  last  night.  All  were 
bent  in  carrying  out  the  programme  to 
the  letter.  The  rails  are  laid  for  the  safe 
exit  u(  old  L.  Always  beliind  last  facts 
at  City  Point.  Now  I  say  again,  the  lives 
of  our  brothers,  of  force  and  life  of  the 
South  depend  upon  carrying  this  pro- 
gramme into  effect.  No.  two  will  give 
you  this.  It  is  ordered  that  no 
more  letters  shall  be  sent  by 
mail.  When  you  write  sign  no  real  name 
and  send  by  some  of  our  Friends  who  are 
coming  home.  We  want  you  to  write  as 
hew  the  news  was  received  there.  We 
receive  great  encouragement  from  all 
(]uarters.  I  hope  there  will  be  no  get- 
ting week  in  the  knees.  1  waa  in  Balti- 
more yesterday.  Pet  had  not  got  there.  1  or  jubilant  over  our  victories 
Your  folks  are  well  and  have  heard  from  '"^  '  ''^"  ' 
you.     Don't  loose  your  nerve." 

The  witness  knew  nothing  of  the  per- 
son to  whom  the  letter  was  addressed ; 
said  he  knew  nothing  of  the  key  to  the 
cipher,  but  that  they  commenced  with 
the  date  and  began  to  make  it  out ;  had 
no  acquaintance  with  the  cipher  till  he 
came  to  Washington  ;  the  letter  did  not 
seem  to  have  been  long  in  the  water.

The  most  telling  speech  thus  far  has 
filica  from  negro  lips ;  and  when  Mr. 
Reeve  eat  down,  tbe  next  white  man's 
Toica  sounded  harsh  and  unmusical — 
Reeve  is  a  finer  declaimer  than  Doug- 
lass, well  educated,  modest,  manly  and 
without  a  solitary  streak  of  Saxon  blood 
in  hia  ebony  visage.  His  fine  speech 
told  powerfully  in  favor  of  the  subse- 
quent motion  to  recommend  our  govern- 
ment to  grant  free  suffrage  to  the  black 
loyalists  of  the  South.

This  capital  sally  was  greet- 
ed with  a  roar. 

INTKN8BLV  LOYAL. 

The  grand  striking  feature  of  this  as- 
sembly has  been  its  intense  loyalty,  and 
ciiually  intensa  anti-slavery  utterances. 
Tbe  atmosphere  of  the  Plymouth  Church 
never  burned  with  a  fiercer  glow  for  lib- 
erty. When  the  commissioners  from 
East  Tennessee  appear-"!)!,  and  asked  to 
be  readmitted  to  the  general  Assembly, 
they  were  welcomed  with  open  arms. 
Our  friend  Samuel  Sawyer  (who  was  ex- 
iled from  Tennessee  for  denouncing  sla- 
very in  1857)  told  bis  artless  tale  of  the 
sutferings  of  those  "hunted  partndges" 
among  the  mountains.  All  hearts 
melted ;  the  Tennessean  presbyteries 
were  re-admitted  by  a  rising  vote; 
Dr.  Adams  led  in  sublime  thanksgiving 
to  God,  and  the  Doxology  was  sung  on 
the  spot.  When  Dr.  bpear,  after  the 
passage  of  his  powerful  paper  on  tbe  "sin 
of  treason,"  exclaimed,  "I  would  hang 
Jefferson  Davis,  I  would  hang  Gen.  Lee, 
and  would  keep  on  hanging  the  leading 
traitors  until  the  jmlicial  arm  of  the  gov- 
ernment has  as  fully  vindicated  Union, 
liberty,  and  law  as  have  the  swords  of 
Grant  and  Sherman,"  the  house  thunder- 
ed out  their  approbation.  Tbe  cumina- 
tion  of  this  enthusiasm  was  reach  this

NEGRO  SUFVRAUR. 

A  member  from  the  shores  of  Lake 
Cbamplain  expressed  some  honest  doubts 
as  to  the  expediency  of  an  immediate  in- 
vestiture of  the  Southern  frcedmen  with 
the  rights  of  citizenship.  This  brought 
out  h^lf  a  dozen  rejoinders,  hot,  quick 
and  tell  ng  as  a  volley  of  canister. 
Thompson,  the  colored  commissiones| 
claimed  for  his  race  an  organic  equality 
with  the  whites.  "We  are  practically 
inferior,"  said  b«,  "because  we 
have  never  been  put  into  practice ; 
but  a  natural  foundational  inferior- 
ity we  will  never  admit."  Herrick  John- 
son, of  Pittsburgh,  in  a  few  vehement 
sentences,  protested  that  every  oppress- 
i'lg  race  had  charged  the  victims  of  their 
wrongs  with  generic  inferiority.  J.  Ford 
Sutton  gave  a  brief,  touching  photograph 
of  the  loyal  blacks  at  the  tent  doors  of 
our  soldiers,  weeping  over  Union  defeats 

he  claimed 
that  tbe  lingering  treason  of  the  South 
could  only  be  smothered  under  negro 
ballots.  "  You  are  all  setting  in  one  di- 
rection' said  the  moderator,  *  why  not  take 
the  vote  ?'  The  vote  was  taken  ;  one  loud, 
majestic  "aye"  sounded  through  the  spa- 
cious church;  not  a  solitary  "nay"  was 
whispered,  and  then  the  whole  assembly

— The  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  have  determined  to 
try  Jeir.  Davis,  on  the  indictment  fonnd  last 
Friday,  before  a  fall  bench.  Judge  Carter  pre- 
siding. There  is  reason  to  believe  that  the 
trial  will  take  place  on  or  about  the  19th  of 
this  month,  unless  the  defendant  can  make  a 
showii^  of  necessity  for  postponing  the  hear- 
ing for  a  few  days.  It  is  not  believed,  more- 
over, that  Jeff.  Davis  will  interpose  any  ob- 
jection to  a  trial  this  month,  as  the  facts  in- 
volved in  the  case  are  patent  and  mdisputa- 
ble;  and  were  such  a  thing  permissible  in  a 
criminal  trial,  the  case  could  be  heard  upon  an 
agreed  statement  of  facts.  The  trial  cannot 
occupy  more  th.in  three  or  four  days  in  the 
impannellng  of  tbe  jury  and  presentation  of

— The  WorldCa  Washington  special 
says  the  Mexican  Emperor  has  started  an 
emigration  scbemo  similar  to  the  one  recently 
advertised  here  by  agents  of  Juarez.  It  is 
known  that  agents  of  Maximilllan  wore  arriT- 
ing  at  New  Orleans  on  the  '27th  of  Mny.  Prob- 
ably several  had  been  dispatched  before  that 
time.  Agents  hate  been  sent  directly  to  Lon- 
don, Taris  and  other  European  capitals,  while 
apjieals  will  also  b*)  made  to  the  Canadian 
public.  The  work  of  these  dgent*!  is  to  Adver- 
tise extensively  inducements  to  Mexican  em 
igration.  They  arc  authorized  to  grant  to  ev- 
er)' emigrant  who  will  swear  fealty  to  the 
Mexican  Kmperor  three  hundred  acres  of  the 
best  land,  or  five  sections  of  mining  territory 
in  the  Empire. 

—  Sheridan^  assumes  command  of  tbe 
Military  Division  of  the  Southwest,  embracing 
the  country  West  of  the  Mississippi  and  South 
of  tlio  Arkansas  rivers.  Generals  Canby  and 
Sheridan  have  issuen  orders  permitting  cotton 
to  be  brought  to  market  without  military  In- 
terference. Gen  Canby  has  divided  the  De- 
partment of  the  Giilflnto  the  following  four 
Divisions:  Louisiana,  hea<lquarter8  at  New 
Orleans;  Ml8sissippl,  Jackson;  Alabama, 
Montgomery ;  Florida,  Tallahossco.

One  of  General  \  lierman's  firat  visits 
yesterday  morning  was  to  his  old  friend 
and  West  Point  classmate,  Genetsl 
Stewart  Van  Vliet,  at  tbe  Quartermaster's 
office.  State  street.  The  meeting  was  aa 
warm  and  pleasurable  as  if  it  were  tbe 
first  times  tbe  friend,  bad  grasped  hands 
•ince  the  culmjnaiion  pi  those  series 
of  -  brilliant  victories  which  have 
crowned  ono  with  imperishable  re- 
nown, and  imparted,  as  a  patriot  and 
friend,  such  unalloyed  pleasure  to  the 
other.  It  was  a  soldier's  greeting — fervid, 
in4>abive  and  genoino.  Af  be  neared 
the  buildings  be  was  recognized  in  his 
carriage  by  a  soldier,  and  in  an  bstant 
tbe  announcement  went  forth,  the  cheer- 
ing commenced,  and  the  moment  the 
carriage  stopped  it  was  surrou^dered. 
Xn  General  Van  Vliet 's  office  he  was 
waited  upon  by  soine.  merchant*  from 
tha  Com  Exchange,  who  pressingly  invi- 
ted him  to  visit  the  mart  near  at  hand, 
whore  com  merehants  most  do  congre- 
gate ;  but  all  tbeir  soliciutions  wore  de- 
clined, tbe  General  touching  upon  their 
desire  to  bear  him  speak  very  humorously. 
He  waisn't  to  be  corned  or  cornered  in 
that  way ;  he  badn't  timo  for  meetinga  or 
speecbinaking,  or  getting  on  platforms  ; 
he  thought  the  best  platform  was  the 
Lord's  Prayer.  This  seemed  to  comer 
the  Exchange  deputation,  who  changed 
their  base  immediatelyl 

During  his  sUy  at  General  Van  Vliet's 
office,  upwards  of  an  hour,  he  conversed 
principally  with  General  (Baidr)  Smith 
—one  also  who  will  leave  a  bright  record 
on  tbo  page  of  history.  General  Sher- 
man speaks  very  rapidly,  and  sketches 
with  his  pencil  as  he  describes  it  poiut  oh 
some  hard-fought  field,  where  he  won 
against  tbe  odds,  as  at  Bentonville,  quite 
rapidly,  and  with  a  nervousness  evincing 
tbat  on  kotty  disquisitions  be  would  pre- 
fer to  nse  bis  band  first  and  bis  tongue 
afterward*.  He  spoke  of  General  John- 
ston's bearing  throughout  tbe  armistice 
negotiation  aa  genttemoDly- and  honor' 
able,  and  free  from  all  artifice  or  deceit. 
He  had  a  laugh,  however,  at  the  expense 
of  hia  late  foe  the  next  moment.  Gan. 
Van  Vliet  banded  hhn  -  a  copy  of  Geti. 
Patterson's  18C1  campaign jn  Maryland, 
OB  which  General  Smuh  repeated  a  say- 
ing of  GeiMral  Johnston,  when  heoontem<^ 
flated  to  steal  a  march  upon  or  fight 
atterson  just  previous  to  tbe  first  Bull 
Eun.  Johnston  is  reported  to  baVe  said 
afterwards,  referring  to  this,  "  I  had  to 
fight  him  or  to  fool  him,  and  I  did  thd 
latter." 

"Yei,"  said  General  Sherman,  "Joe 
thought  be  would  fight  me,  too, '  or  fool 
jne:  be  feared  the  former  and  he  tried 
the  Utter ;  but  be  didn't  do  it — and  Joe 
is  no  fool,  I  tell  yon.

How  sb&Il  we  celebrate  the  Fourth  of 
July  f  By  a  grand  ovation  to  our  re- 
turning soldiers,  if  they  are  permitted  to 
return,  and  if  not,  still  by  a  grand  ova- 
tion to  our  soldiers.  For, from  henceforth 
the  Fourth  of  July  is  not  only  the  Anni- 
versary of  the  Declaration  of  Independ- 
ence on  the  basis  of  universal  Lberty,  by 
the  dead  fathers  of  tbe  Republic  but  the 
anniversary  also  of  its  consummation  by 
tbe  bayonets  of  our  brave  soldiery.  The 
long  war  proclaimed  by  the  American 
people  on  July  4th,  1776,  against  the 
spirit  and  the  iorms  of  tha  old  world 
oligarchy  culminated  in  July  4tb,  1863, 
when  tha  power  of  the  Slaveholders'  Re- 
bellion was  broken  to  pieces  at  Gettys- 
burg and  Yicksburg ;  and  on  July  4tb, 
1865,  we  can,  for  tbe  first  time,  proclaim 
the  principles  of  tho  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence on  every  foot  of  American  soil. 

For  the  firjt  time  we  can  declare, 
wherever  the  flag  of  the  Republic  floats 
on  Independence  day,  that  all  men  whom 
its  folds  protect  are  />««.  So  muoh  at 
least  is  gained ;  and  that  is  guarantee 
anough  that  on  some  other  Fourth  of  Ju- 
ly not  far  dittant  we  shall  be  able  to  pro- 
claim the  definitive  triumph  of  the  cardi- 
nal idea  of  the  great  charter  of  our  Gov- 
ernment embodied  in  every  State  consti- 
tution as  law  and  fact,  that  all  men  are 
born  free  and  equal. 

Whatever  has  been  gained  in  this  re- 
spect, for  the  final  vindication  of  tbe 
Constitution  as  the  supreme  law  of  the 
land,  and  for  the  eradication  of  tbe  twin 
heresies  of  Slavery  and  Secession  from 
the  Americam  system;  nay,  more,  for 
whatever  has  been  saved  :  for  the  price- 
less boon  of  a  country  and  government  of 
our  own,  for  the  principle  of  free  govern- 
ment itself,  for  whatever  is  dear  to  the 
Am«rican  heart  of  which  tho  American 
Hag  is  the  symbol,  we  are  indebted  to 
the  patriotic  self  devotion  of  our  soldiers. 
Let  us  then,  on  the  Fourth  of  July,  cele- 
brate together,  the  glorious  achievements 
of  tbe  men  who  founded,  and 
the  men  who  saved  the  Republic,  and 
set  the  grand  anthem  of  national  inde- 
pendence to  tbe  glorious  music  of  univer- 
sal freedom.

Some  of  the  new  distributing  clerks  at 
tbe  Post  Office,  in  this  city,  took  upon 
themselves  the  somewhat  heavy  responsi- 
bility yesterday  morning  of  holding  back 
the  entire  newspaper  mail  of  the  St.  Paul 
Press  for  the  Upper  Mississippi  Valley, 
the  St.  Croix  Valley,  Lake  Superior,  &c., 
to  the  great  disappointment  of  tho  thou- 
sands of  our  readers  in  those  sections, 
and  to  the  serious  damage  of  the  busi- 
ness of  this  office.  Our  mail  was  in  the 
office  at  the  time  required — an  hour  be- 
fore the  mail  for  the  St.  Croix  Val- 
ley and  two  hours  before  tbe 
mail  for  the  upper  Mississippi  was  closed 
and  the  clerk's  excuse  for  not  distributing 
it,  is  that  tbe  Eastern  mail  bad  just  arriv- 
ed and  was  in  course  of  distribution. 
This  is  not  the  first  time  this  thing  has 
happened  ;  but  we  have  the  satisfaction 
of  announcing  to  our  thousands  of  disap- 
pointed subscribers  that  it  is  likely  to  be 
the  last.  Upon  Postmaster  Stewart's  at- 
tention being  called  to  the  delinquency  of 
his  clerks,  he  at  once  set  himself  vigor- 
ously to  correct  the  evil,  and  he  has  as- 
sured us  that  in  future  our  subscribers 
will  have  no  reason  to  complain  of  a 
repetition  of  tbe  offense. 

It  takes  some  time  to  educate  a  new 
set  of  post-office  clerks  in  their  duties, 
and  during  the  first  few  weeks  of  tbt;ir 
training  occasional  errors  are  unavoid- 
able. They  have  now  been  instructed 
that  there  is,  hereafter,  to  be  no  failure 
to  send  off  the  St.  Paul  newspaper  mails 
on  any  account,  and  our  subscribers  may 
depend  upon  tbe  punctual  receipt  of  their 
papers. 

And  here  we  may  say  that  packages  of 
the  Press  are  occasionally  returned  to 
this  office  with  tbe  printed  label  contain- 
ing the  address,  and  which  is  pasted  on 
the  wrapper,  torn  off.  Accidents  of  this 
sort  seldom  happen,  but  when  they  do 
they  of  courja  prevent  the  package  reach- 
ing its  destination.  We  shall  be  great- 
ly obliged  to  postmasters,  when  pack- 
ages of  the  Press  are  not  received  from 
this  or  any  other  cause,  to  notify  us 
promptly  so  that  we  may  know  wherfa  to 
remail  tbe  packages  from  which  the  ad- 
dress has  been  rubbed  off.

NEGRO  SUFFRAGE  IN  THE  CHURCH. 


Action  of  tbe  Presbyterian  Oem- 
eral  Assembly  on  the  Po- 
litical Rights  of  tbo 
Nei^ro. 


A  DisrATCu  to  the  Chicago  Tribune 
says  of  the  vote  on  the  new  Constitution 
of  Missouri,  at  St.  Louis,  on  theCtbinat: 

Voting  to-day  on  the  new  Constitution  has 
been  attended  by  some  ol  the  most  Hagrant 
cases  of  perjury  on  the  part  of  notorioui 
reb«l  sympathixers.  Among  others  who  voted 
wart  Rev.  S.  J.  P.  Anderson,  who  has  been 
convicted  of  disloyalty  by  the  military  com- 
miision  and  whose  Southern  sympathies  are 
notorious.  Another  said  in  \m2,  h«  would 
cat  olf  bis  right  band  before  Uking  nn  oath 
ef  allefianco  to  the  United  States.  Some  of 
the  Conservatire  Judges  ot  Election  acted 
shamefully.  The  probability  is  that  by  the 
help  of  this  perjarv  a  majority  of  several 
thousand  haa  been  given  against  the  Consiitn- 
tion.  Ilcporta  received  from  the  Interior  are 
more  favorable,  though  the  perjury  here  has 
destroyed  all  calculations.  If  the  same  rule 
has  been  observed  in  the  interior,  the  Consti- 
tncion  will  be  defeated.  It  is  a  death  struggle 
with  the  Missouri  secessionists,  and  they  are 
risking  everything  on  the  issue. 

Tbe  Constitution  is  doubtless  defeated 
by  A  split  in  the  radical  vote.  The  ma- 
jority against  it  in  St.  Louia  was  about 
5,000,and  St.  Louis  is  radical  to  the  core. 


It  tnms  out,  on  investigation,  that  the 
report  that  disunionia ts  had  carried  Vir- 
ginia at  the  election  last  week,  is  alto- 
gether too  sweeping  in  its  character. 
Almost  all  who  are  elected  to  the  Legis- 
lature voted  againstl  the  secession  of  the 
State,  and  have  been  opposed  to  tba  re- 
bellion ever  since.  In  fact  a  vote  was 
taken  in  very  few  districts. 

John  Minor  Botts  has  left  the  retire* 
ment  of  his  farm,  at  Culpepper,  and  ar- 
rived at  Richmond,  where  bis  views  on 
the  question  of  reconstruction  are  ex- 
pected to  be  made  pablic. 


SBVrS    STKXS. 

— Since  the  close  of  tbe  war  unexpected- 
ly large  quantities  of  cotton  are  discovered* 
A  correspondent  of  the  Cincinnati  Commtrcial 
writing  from  Atlanta,  says  that  the  editor  of 
the  Atlanta  Jnt*lligencer  assures  him  that 
there  are  not  far  from  900,000  bales  in  Ocor' 
gia.  The  planters  of  course  secured  all  they 
could  from  destruction,  and  the  facilities  they 
had  for  secreting  cotton  have  led  to  a  very 
general  belief  that  there  was  a  much  less 
quantity  in  the  country  than  has  been  shown 
to  be  the  fact  since  it  could  be  disposed  of 
safely.  If  there  are  yet  remaining  two  and  a 
half  millions  of  bales,  as  rscent  calculations  by 
intelligent  authority  show,  the  South  has 
capiul  that  will  enable  her  to  do  much  In  the 
immediate  repair  of  the  devastation  caused  by 
the  war. 

—  A  Charleston  correspondent  says . — 
The  steamer  Wm.  P.  Clyde,  CapUin  Enoch 
Moore,  arrived  at  this  port  on  Saturday  eve- 
ning from  Fortress  Monroe,  having  on  board 
Mrs.  Jeff.  Davis,  her  sister,  four  children,  Mrs- 
C.  C.  Clay,  about  one  hundred  Union  soldiers 
belonging  to  regiments  in  this  department, 
and  a  number  of  rebel  paroled  prisoners.  Mrs. 
Davis  and  her  family  return  to  their  relatives 
in  Georgia.  They  were  taken  fh>m  here  to 
Savannah,  on  board  the  Clyde,  which  left 
last  evening.  All  the  ladies,  including  Mrs. 
Davis,  were  very  sick  during  the  boisterous 
passage  from  Fortress  Monroe.  The  Clyde 
had  strict  orders  not  to  come  to  tbe  wharf, 
bat  to  lay  in  the  stream  on  her  arrival  at 
this  port  until  her  departure. 

—  Much  apprehension  exists  in  regard 
to  the  application  of  law  which  provides  that 
certain  ofBcers  of  the  government  may  re- 
ceive mail  matfer  on  official  bnsiness.  By  the 
actof  March  3d,  1803,  and  that  of  June  1st, 
1S64,  the  following  persons  only,  connected 
with  the  war  department,  are  entitled  to  re- 
ceive correspondence  f^ee ;  The  assistant  sec- 
retary of  war,  the  adjutant  general,  qnartcr- 
mastet  general,  inspector  general,  commissary 
general  of  subsistence,  paymaster  general, 
chief  engineer,  surgeon  general,  colonel  of 
ordnance,  provo«t  marshal  general,  the  com- 
missioner of  fk'cedmen,  the  judge  advocate 
general,  the  commissary  general  of  prisoners, 
the  chief  clerk  of  the  war  department. 

—  Dr.  Elder  is  engaged  in  an  inquiry 
into  the  agricultural,  mannfactnring  and 
commercial  business  of  the  States  of  the  Miss- 
issippi Valley  lying  above  the  planting  States. 
Their  population  and  the  valua  of  their  real 
and  personal  property  are,  it  seems,  very 
closely  one  third  of  those  ;of  the  Union,  and 
their  agricultural  product — cotton  and  rice 
excepted — are  equal  to  40  per  cent  of  the  to- 
tal. The  Doctor  will  publish  his  results  in 
pamphlet  form  within  the  next  two  weeks 
probably. 

— Why  coloniae  the  negro,  when  bis 
labor  Is  needed  on  the  soil  where  he  has 
worked  from  infancy  i  If  white  people  found 
it  agreeable  to  live  with  him  or  by  him  in  a 
state  of  servitude,  is  there  anything  in  the 
state  of  freedom  so  offensive  as  to  require  his 
expatriation  ?  People  who  can  sit  by  a  negro 
chattel  in  a  family  carriage,  and  be  rather 
ostentatious  in  displaying  such  familiarity, 
will  not  die  of  disgust  if  the  reins  are  handled 
by  a  freeman  instead  of  a  slave. 

— The  following  item  is  on  the  "go.^^ 
It  is  believed  to  be  a  sccesh  Action  :  "  A  most 
horrible  rape  is  reported  as  having  been  com- 
mitted near  Bladensburg,  Thursday,  by  three 
drunken  ofl'icers,  involving  the  death  of  the 
victim,  a  young  lady,  near  that  town.  The 
oflTenders  were  captured  and  tried  Friday, 
before  a  drum-head  court-martial,  and  sen- 
tensed  to  be  shot." 

—  Martin  H.  Conway  writes  to  the 
New  York  Triinmt  from  Richmond  thnt  there 
has  been  no  general  election  in  Virginia — that 
a  special  election  has  been  held  in  some  coun- 
ties— that  returns  have  been  received  only 
fi-om  three  or  four,  in  which  Union  men  were 
elected,  except  Alexandria.  He  says  there 
are  no  disuniontsts  in  Virginia. 

—  General  Thomas  was  serenaded  by 
three  bands  of  his  old  corps  in  Washibgton 
tbe  other  day,  and  said:  "  I  am  deeply  oblig- 
ed to  you  for  this  compliment.  I  congratu. 
late  yon  for  the  march  you  have  made  through 
the  enemy's  country.  I  cannot  make  a  speech, 
for  I  never  make  speeches ;  but  I  de  feel  very 
much  flattered,  and  I  thank  you  for  the  com 
pliment." 

— The  following  Wisconsin  Colonels 
have  lately  been  honored  with  the  brevet 
rank  of  Brigadier  Generals:  Bingham  of  the 
1st  Infantry;  De  Groot  of  the  2d;  Hawley  of 
the  3d ;  Alien  of  the  5th ;  Harris  of  the  11th ; 
Prondfit  of  the  12;  Fairchild  of  the  16th; 
Malloyofthe  17ih;  Bloodgood  of  the  22d; 
Montgomery  of  the  25th ;  and  West  of  tbe 
31st. 

— Tbe  London  correspondent  of  the 
Philadelphia  Inqttirw  says:  Rumors  still 
prevflil  that  a  change  will  be  made  in  the 
reprc'ocntation  of  the  United  States  at  this 
Court.  It  ij|,  I  believe,  no  secret  that  imme- 
diately afte/  the  second  election  of  Mr.  Lin- 
coln, Mr.  Adams  expressed  his  desire  to  be 
recalled,  but  was  prevailed  upon  to  remain. 
I  should  not  be  surprised  if  he  were  to  return 
to  the  United  States  within  a  few  weeks. 

— The  London  Morning  Pott  of  the 
23d,  says :  Reliable  information  leads  to  the 
inference  that  so  far  as  President  Johnston  is 
concerned  he  has  no  intention  of  interfering 
either  in  Mexico,  or,  what  is  more  important, 
in  Canadian  alTairs. 

—  A  magnificent  sword,  purchased  at 
the  cost  of  #750,  by  the  colored  people  of  this 
place  and  Norfolk,  is  now  on  its  way  to  Low- 
ell, Mass.,  to  be  presented  to  Major-Oen.  But- 
ler, in  token  of  the  services  he  rendered  them 
while  commander  of  this  Department. 


Gov.  Magratb.  of  South  Carolina,  was 
arrested  at  Columbia.  tbe^^Capital  of  the 
State,  by  Lieut.  Breck,  who  went  there 
from  Charleston  with  a  squad  of  fifteen 
men.  On  his  arrival  be  found  that  the 
Governor  bad  gone  to  Spartensburg  to 
arrange  his  affairs  and  take  leave  of  his 
family,  but  be  soon  after  returned  and 
quietly  surrendered  himself. 

The  Lieutenant  met  with  a  cordial  and 
hospitable  reception  from  tbe  people  of 
Columbia.  He  took  up  his  quarters  in 
the  College  Campus,  but  was  pressed 
with  invitations  from  prominent  citizens 
to  visit  them,  who  also  offered  any  as- 
sistance in  their  power  to  facilitate  the 
object  of  his  mission.  The  reception  was 
altogether  different  from  what  the  Lieu- 
tenant had  been  led  to  expect,  as  from  tbe 
bitter  leeling  reported  to  be  existing  in 
tbe  interior  be  had  prepared  his  small 
squad  for  fight,  in  case  of  resistance.  A 
paroled  rebel  officer — an  aid  of  tbe  Gov- 
ernor— stated  tome  yesterday  that  Hamp- 
ton was  very  desirous  of  clearing  the 
party  out  of  town  on  their  arrival,  but 
that  the  Governor,  to  whom  he  made  the 
proposal,  refused  to  countenance  any 
farther  resistance  to  the  United  States 
ant  hori  ties. 

Mr.  McGrath  had  issued  a  proclama- 
tion resigning  his  functions  as  Governor 
of  South  Carolina. 

I  cannot  understand  all  tbe  circum- 
stances which  surround  you,  expose  you 
to  the  consequences  which  will  be  pro- 
duced because  of  any  effort  on  my  part 
— fruitless,  if  not  mischievous,  as  it  must 
be — to  exercise  those  functions  which  you 
in  your  confidence  have  committed  to  me. 
Nor  am  I  willing  that,  without  such  con- 
sequences to  you,  while  in  the  Execu- 
tive Chair  of  the  State,  I  shall  be  held 
forth  to  the  world  charged  with  crime, 
without  the  most  positive  declaration 
that  I  am  ready  to  meet  and  repel  it, 
wherever  and  by  whomsoever  made. 

In  that  peculiar  condition  of  our  affairs 
idiich  is  now  disclosed  to  you  I  feel  that 
my  duty,  whether  considered  in  regard  to 
myself  as  your  Executive,  or  to  you  as  a 
people  whose  welfare  is  dear  to  me,  >«  at 
otice  plain  and  imperative,  I  will  not 
introduce  within  this  State  discord  or  con- 
tention. I  will  not  allow  myself  to  fur- 
nish the  occasion  by  which  a  single  atom 
of  suffering  can  bo  added  to  that  load 
which  now  weighs  so  heavily  upon  you 
I  will  not  give  opportunity  f)r  conflict 
between  tbe  government  of  this  State  and 
the  government  of  the  United  States. 
The  functions,  therefore,  of  the  Execu- 
tive are  suspended  by  me  from  this  day. 

Alluding  to  the  charge  of  high  treason 
be  says : 

Whatever,  therefore,  may  be  the  feel- 
ing which  belongs  to  me  as  a  man  or  a 
citizen,  in  a  case  like  this,  where  convic- 
tion precedes  the  bearing,  and  sentence 
comes  before  the  trial,  I  feel  that  it  be- 
comes me  to  be  irindful  of  the  consider- 
ations which  involve  vour  peace  and  af- 
fect your  welfare.  I  have  said  to  you  bo- 
fore,  I  say  to  you  now,  the  war  is  over ; 
hostilities  have  ceased ;  and  it  is  your  du- 
ty to  forr>ear  opposition  which  is  hopeless, 
contest  which  ij  unavailing,  and  reconcile 
to  yourselves  that  submission  which  tho 
govercment  of  the  United  State  can  im- 
pose, and  you  cannot  resist. 

lie  puts  in  a  parting  salvo  far  State 
Sovereignty : 

While  the  considerations  which  I  have 
now  expressed  lead  me  to  this  forbear- 
ance in  the  exercise  of  the  functions  of 
the  Executive  Department  of  the  State,  I 
owe  it  to  myself,  to  you,  to  the  Legisla- 
ture of  which,  according  to  tbe  constitu- 
tion of  this  State,  elected  me  the  Gover- 
nor of  tbe  State,  to  make  my  pretest 
against  the  power  claimed  and  exercised 
by  General  Gilmore.  It  involves  a  ques- 
tion which  concerns  not  alone  this  State, 
but  all  the  States  of  the  United  States.  It 
affirms  a  principle  >^  hicb  it  u  not  now 
necessary  forme  to  discuss. 

Whatever  may  be  your  condition,  una- 
vailing resistance  on  your  part  will  but 
make  ic  worse.  With  an  earnestness  of 
the  sincerity  of  which  I  need  not  give  you 
assurance,  I  urge  upon  you  tbe  resump- 
tion of  your  peaceful  pursuits,  and  the 
adaptation  of  yourselves  to  the  changes 
which  may  be  made  in  your  condition. 
Do  not  be  misled  by  excitement ;  give  no 
heed  to  passion ;  deal  resolutely  with 
facts ;  look  the  truth  calmly  in  the  face ; 
spill  no  more  blood  ;  accept  with  the  dig- 
nity which  even  misfortune  can  command 
the  condition  which  you  cannot  avert. 

He  concludes  by  professing  himself 
wdling  to  meet  the  charges  against  him 
anywhere  or  at  any  time.

mr.  Lincoln's  Story  about  Dan- 
ii'I  Webster. 

The  artist  Carpenter  says  that  Mr. 
Lmcoln  once  told  him  the  following  story  : 
While  g-izing  at  a  procession  of  Sunday 
School  Scholars,  Mr.  Lincoln  said,  "I 
beard  a  story  about  Daniel  Webster  when 
a  lad,  which  was  new  to  me,  and  has 
been  running  in  my  bead  all  tbe  morning." 
"When  quite  young  at  school,  Daniel 
was  one  day  guilty  of  a  gross  violation  of 
the  rules.  He  was  detecte  I  in  the  act, 
and  called  up  by  the  teacher  for  punish- 
ment. This  was  the  old  fashioned  'fer- 
Q  ing'  of  the  hand.  His  hands  happened 
to  be  very  dirty.  Knowing  this,  on  his 
way  to  the  teacher's  desk  he  »yU  upon  the 
palm  of  his  right  hand,  wiping  it  off  on 
the  side  of  his  pantaloons.  "Give  me 
your  hand,  sir,"  said  the  teacher,  very 
sternly.  Out  went  the  right  hand,  partly 
cleansed.  Tbe  teacher  looked  at  it  a 
moment,  and  said.  'Daniel,  if  you  will  find 
another  hand  in  this  school  room  as  tiltby 
as  that,  I  will  let  you  off  this  time.'  In- 
stantly from  behind  his  back  came  the 
left  hand.  'Here  it  is,'  was  the  ready  re- 
ply. 'That  will  do,'  said  the  teacher, 
-for  this  time ;  you  can  take  your  scat, 
sir.'  " 


The  Fate  of  Jelf.   Davis. - 

The  Washington  correspondent  of  the 
Boston  Commonwealth,  says : 

"  Much  speculation  exists  as  to  the 
ultimate  fate  of  tbe  arch-rebel.  I  think 
the  opinion  is  gaining  ground  that  Davis 
will  not  be  hung ;  that  he  will  be  declared 
an  alien  enemy  and  exiled,  is  possible ;  or 
that  be  may  be  convicted  of  treason  and 
pardoned  to  the  extent  of  saving  his  life, 
IS  probable.  Tbe  fact  is,  the  rebel  offi- 
cers have  made  common  cause  with 
Davis,  and  numerous  as  they  are  all 
about,  they  openly  say,  "  If  you  are  to 
hang  Davis,  hang  us ;  he  is  no  more 
guilty  than  we."  There  is  not  the  slight- 
•st  scintillation  of  regret  in  the  bosoms 
of  these  men.  They  say,  "  Ifou  have 
subjugated  us ;  we  are  overborne ;  we 
Yield  now  because  we  can't  help  ourselves, 
but  wc  will  try  it  again  hereafter."  The 
old  scorn  and  contempt  for  the  North 
and  tbe  Government  still  exists.  All 
the  foreign  nations,  and  nearly  half  oi 
oar  own  will  screech  for  magnanimity  to 
the  vanquished,— and  Davis's  life  will  be 
spared,  I  think. 


The  following  memorial  and  answer 
were  adopted  by  the  New  School  Presby- 
terian Assembly  at  Brooklyn  recently : 

MSMORIAL   TO   TBS   AttSKMOLT. 

The  undersign(  ana'\mbers  of  the  Prei- 
byterian  Church  ainsf 'Connected  with  the 
General  Assembly,  would  respectfully 
represent  that  in  their  judgment  it  is  o( 
the  highest  importanae  to  the  future  re-  Uon  he  occupied,  ar 
ligious,  social,  and  political  well  being  of  of  bis  death,  would 
the  people  of  this  land,  as  it  is  in  accord- 
ance with  the  law  of  righteousness  as  ex- 
pounded by  God  during  the  history  of 
this  great  rebellion,  that  tbe  Government 
shall  adopt  such  prineiples  and  measures 
in  the  reconstruction  oi  society  in  the  re- 
volted States  as  shall  distinctly  recogniie 
tbe  rights  of  citiienibip  as  inhering  in 
every  man,  of  whatever  class  or  complex- 
ion, who  is  and  has  been  true  to  the 
country  and  the  flag.  We  therefore  ask 
that  the  General  Assembly  will  adopt 
such  a  deliverance  in  regard  to  this  great 
subject  as  seems  demanded  by  the  cir- 
cumstantes  of  the  country  at  this  time. 

ANSWKK  TO    TIIK  COMMITTMB. 

The  memonalists  in  tbe  paper  placed 
before  the  Assembly  asked  this  body  to 
adopt  such  a  deliverance  in  re^^ard  to  the 
subject  referred  to  "as  shall  seem  de- 
nunded  by  the  circumstances  ot  the  coun- 
try at  this'  time."  As  there  is  no  doubt 
in  respect  to  "the  rights  of  citiaenship" 
as  invested  in  loyal  white  people,  the  As- 
sembly understands  tbe  tnemorial  to  have 
in  special  view  tbe  case  of  Froedmen.  In 
their  behalf  it  asks  for  an  expression  of 
opinion  as  to  their  "rights  of  citizenship." 
Tho  memorialists  desire  that  the  freed- 
men,  irrespectively  of  tbe  question  of 
race  or  color,  be  so  completely  enfran- 
chised as  legally  to  invest  them  with  all 
the  privileges  usually  enjoyed  by  citizens 
of  this  country.  'Ibis  the  Assembly  re- 
gards as  one  fo  the  gravest  and  most  sol- 
emn questions  fo  the  age.  Such  a  peo- 
ple, with  such  a  history,  surrounded 
by  such  a  train  ot  providences, 
so  large  in  numbers,  so  inti- 
mately connected  with  tbe  great  struggle 
from  which  the  nation  is  now  emerging, 
so  patient  and  hopeful  during  the  long 
night  of  their  bondage,  so  tmly  loyal  and 
faithful  to  the  government  in  this  age  of 
treason,  furnishing  such  an  important 
and  eminently  needed  service  to  the  coon- 
try  in  tbe  hour  of  its  peril,  many  of  them 
personal  sharers  in  the  salvation  and 
grace  of  Christ,  and  all  of  tbf  m  hitherto 
subject  to  disadvantaf;es,  social,  civil  and 
political,  directly  calculated  to  repress 
their  humanity,  degrade  their  pursuits 
and  prevent  them  from  realiaing  their 
proper  destiny  as  men,  may  wdl  claim 
tbe  attention  ol  tbe  Assembly.  As  to  the 
duty  of  making  the  most  strenuous  effort 
for  their  education,  social  elevation,  and 
moral  and  religious  culture,  tbe  duty  of 
giving  them  the  Bible,  preaching  to  Uiem 
tbe  pure  gospel,  and  in  every  possible 
way  aiding  tbem  in  becoming  a  blessing 
to  themselves  and  to  the  country,  there 
can  be  but  one  opinion  among  all  right- 
thinking  people.  The  Assembly  is  hap- 
py to  observe  the  increasing  tendency 
among  Christians  to  consider  and  per- 
form this  duty.  God,  in  His  providence, 
has  opened  the  door,  and  He  now  invites 
His  people  to  enter  and  reap  a  most  plen- 
tiful harvest. 

As  to  tbe  specific  question  of  bestojt-. 
ing  upon   this   people  all    "tbe  rights  of 
citizenship,"  in  tbo  great  work  of  recon- 
structing society  in  the  revolted  States, 
referred  to  in  this  memorial,  there  may 
have  been  an  honest  difference  of  opinion 
among  good   and   loyal  men.     The  me- 
morialists beiieve  that  tbe   Government 
should  promptly  adopt  such  principles 
and  measures   in   the  reorganization  oi 
Southern  society  as  will  speedily  secure 
this  result.     They  do  not  specify  whit 
these  "measures"  should  be,  but  simply 
ask  for  a  speedy   accomplishment  of  the 
end.     The  Assembly,  without  undertak- 
ing to  define   the  ways  and  means  most 
proper  to  be  adopted  for  this  purpose, 
heartily  concur  with  the  memorialists  in 
the  end  sought.     The  Assembly,   more- 
over, believes  that  the  sooner  this  end  is 
gained    tbe    better    it    will      be      for 
all    classes.      That    the     colored    man 
should  in   t^is  country  enjoy  tbe  right  of 
suffrage  in  common  with  all  other  men,  is 
but   the   simple  dictate  of  justice.     The 
Assembly  cannot  perceive  any  good  reas- 
on why  he  should  be  deprived   of  this 
right  on  the  ground|  of  liis  color  or  his 
race.     Why  then  should  not  the  black 
man    "in  the  revohed  States"    who  is 
and  has  been  true  to  the  Country  and  tho 
Flag,"    and   hundreds   of    thousands  of 
whom  have  fought  for  that  Country  and 
Flag,  be  at  once  included  among  the  loy- 
al persons  upon  whom  shall  devolve  the 
tasK  of  re  constructing  Southern  society? 
Tbii  the  Assembly  thinks  to  be  tbe  short- 
est and  safest  method  of  solving  tbe  prob- 
lem, most  certain  to  gain  the  result  and 
prevent  future  evil.     So  large  a  popula- 
tion  cannot,  in  a  state  of  freedom,  be 
long  kept    connected   without    tbe    en- 
joyment    of      common    civil    and     po- 
litical     frights.  Possessing       these 
rights,  they  will  be   in   a  position   to  be 
their    own  protectors.     The  enjoyment 
thereof  will  give  them  respectability,  dig- 
nify their  labor,   elevate   their    desires, 
quicken  their  moral  consciousness,  waken 
in  their  minds  those  hopes   and   high   as- 
pirations upon  which  the   proper  devel- 
opment of  numanity  so  largely  depends. 
Possession  of  these  rights  is  the  quickest 
method  of  preparing  tbem  for  their  prop- 
er use.     There  can  be  no  doubt  of  their 
loyalty;  they  are,  and   they   have  bot.-n. 
the  friends  of  the   Government;  and  in 
this  they  have  shown  more   wisdom   than 
most  of  their  former  masters.     If  these 
men  are  fit  for  the  duties  of  tbe  camp  and 
garrison  as  soldiers,  the  presumption   is 
tliat  they  are  not  less  competent  for  tbe 
duties  of  Citizenship. 

To  this  result  the  country  must  come  at 
last;  and  in  tho  judgement  of  this  As- 
sembly, more  will  be  lost  than  gained  by 
any  effort  to  postpone  it.  It  is  better  to 
meet  the  question  at  once,  and  settle  it  in 
accordance  with  the  rights  of  roan,  the 
principles  of  our  political  system, 
and  the  clear  indications  of  Divine 
Providence.  Any  proper  efforts 
of  those  in  authority  looking 
toward  this  result,  will  receive  tbe  warm 
sympathies  of  this  Assembly ;  nor  can 
this  assembly  doubt  that  they  will  be  ul- 
timately sustained  by  the  great  majority 
of  the  American  people. 

It  is  not  the  purpose  of  the  Assembly 
in  this  deliverance  to  argue  the  question 
at  length,  but  simply  to  indicate  its  con- 
viction in  respect  to  the  point  intended 
in  tbe  memorial,  and  if  possible  to  fay  a 
word  that  may  encourage  the  Govern- 
ment in  the  discharge  ol  its  different  da- 
ties.  The  prayer  of  tbe  Assembly  is 
that  the  Government  may  be  guided  by 
wisdom  and  justice,  applying  these  cardi- 
nal qualities  to  all  classes  and  all  men ; 
and  that  all  the  people,  disciplined  by 
Brovidence,  and  instructed  by  the  triau 
of  the  past,  may  learn  to  practice  that 
righteousness  whicb  exalteth  a  notion. 

The  report  presented  by  Dr.  Spear 
having  been  accepted,  wta  ordered  to  be 
sent  to  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
to  each  member  of  the  Cabinet,  and  to 
Mrs.  Lincoln. 


Fredericic  Donslass  on  Abra- 
taam  Lincoln. 

Vrom  th«  Nsw  York  Uemld,  Joae  S. 

Attracted  by  the  announcement  that 
the  distinguished  orator,  Frederick  Doug- 
lass, was  to  speak  upon  Abraham  Lin- 
coln, a  large  audience,  made  up  of  about 
equal  proportions  of  white  and  colored 
people,  filled  last  night,  to  its  full  capa- 
city, the  large  hall  of  tbe  Cooper  Insti- 
tute. 

Mr.  Douglass  began  by  saying  that  the 
greatest  genius  that  ever  graced  the 
country,  if  joined  to  the  greatest  elo- 
quence, could  not  do  justice  to  tbe  theme 
tiiey  were  met  to  consider.  Tbe  charac- 
ter of  tbe  illustrious  deceased,  the  posi- 
and  tbe  tragic  manner 
continue  to  interest 
men  far  into  the  distance  of  coming  ages 
He  hid  diud  by  the  red  hand  of  vio- 
lence, beon  snatched  away  from  his  work 
without  warning,  not  because  of  any  per- 
sonal hate — for  no  man  that  ever  knew 
Abraham  Lincon  could  ever  hate  him — 
[applause.] — but  because  he  was  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  true  to  his 
country  and  true  to  civilization.  Good 
men  everywhere  pay  honoi  to  bis  memo- 
ry as  a  great  and  glorious  martyr  to  good 
government,  to  freedom  and  human 
rights.  No  people  or  class  of  people  in 
this  country  have  a  bettor  reason  to  la- 
ment tbe  death  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  or 
a  more  potent  reason  for  desiring  to  hon- 
or his  memory  as  it  should  be  honored, 
than  the  people  of  the  United  States. 
[Great  appl'iuse.] 

Mr.  Lincoln  was  the  first  of  the  long 
line  of  Presidents  to  show  any  respect  for 
the  colored  man.  In  devotion  to  his  in- 
terest he  was  emphatically  the  black 
man's  President.  Under  this  rule  the 
black  man  has  been  invested  with  tbe 
right  to  defkind  bis  freedom  with  tbe 
musket  and  the  sword.  We  come  here 
to  ni^ht  as  men  among  men,  as  Ameri- 
can citiaess,  having  the  same  rights  and 
the  same  interest  in  the  welfare  and  per- 
manency of  the  Republic,  in  the  glory  of 
oar  common  country,  as  other  men  have. 
The  nation,  said  the  speaker,  was 
in  need  of  some  event  that  should 
produce  some  remarkable  unanimity 
of  feeling.  The  event  had  come.  Tbe 
terrible  agony  is  over ;  and  tbe  word  has 
gone  forth  that  traitors  and  assassins  are 
to  be  punished.  It  is  decreed  that  all, 
high  or  low,  male  or  female,  whether  in 
male  or  female  attire,  shall  feel  the  pen- 
alty of  the  law.  Tbe  speaker  then  dis- 
cussed the  causes  of  the  war.  The  con- 
flict, he  said,  was  inevitable  from  the 
time  that  the  negro  was  enslaved  on 
American  soil.  Nothing  could  avert 
it.  A  glowing  tribute  was  paid  to 
the  character  of  Mr.  Lincoln  in  his 
treatment  of  the  colored  man.  He  treated 
him  not  as  a  patron,  but  as  an  equal. 
The  speaker  alluded  to  bis  persons!  re- 
lations to  Mr.  Lincoln.  He  said  he  bad 
received  that  day  a  letter  from  his  son 
in  Washiugton,  saying  that  before  leav- 
ing Washington,  Mrs.  Lincoln  sent  for 
him,  and  gave  him  for  his  father  Mr. 
Lincoln's  cane,  as  a  token  of  her  hus- 
band's respect  and  friendship  to  himself 
(Mr.  Douglass).  The  only  allusion 
made  to  the  now  vexed  question,  "bhall 
tbe  negro  have  the  right  of  suffrage  ?" 
was,  that  to  give  it  to  them  would  be  bet- 
ter than  tbe  banging  of  a  thousand  rebels.

The  TrnncMee  Franclilse  Bill. 

Tho  bill  has  passed  both  houses  of  tbe 
Tennessee  Legislature  defining  the  qual- 
ification of  voters.  The  following  per- 
sons are  permitted  to  vote  : 

1.  Every  free  white  nutn,  twenty-one 
years  of  age,  and  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  and  publicly  known  to  have  en- 
tertained unconditional  Union  sentiments 
from  the  breaking  out  of  the  rebellion 
until  the  present  time. 

2.  Every  white  young  inhabitant  of 
tbe  State,  and  a  citizen  of  the  United 
tjtates,  arriving  at  the  age  of  twenly-cne 
years  since  the  4th  of  March,  18G5,  pro- 
vided he  has  not  engaged  in  armed  re- 
bellion against  the  authority  of  the 
United  States,  and  every  free  white  man 
of  a  lawful  age  coming  from  other  State.*, 
on  proof  of  loyalty  to  tbe  government  of 
tbe  United  States,  and  being  a  citizen  of 
the  county  wherein  he  may  offer  his  vote 
six  months  preceeding  tbo  day  of  elec- 
tion. 

3.  Every  free  white  man,  an  inhabitant 
of  this  State  and  a  citizen  of  tbe  Uriited 
states,  who  has  served  as  a  soldier  in  tbe 
army  of  the  United  States,  and  has  been 
or  vay  be  honorably  discharged. 

4.  Every  free  white  man  who  voted  at 
the  Presidential  election  in  186-t.  or  vot- 
ed on  the  22J  of  February,  1»C5,  or  on 
the  itb  of  March,  186.^,  in  this  Stat>.>. 

6.  All  those  who  can  prove  by  two 
good  and  true  Union  witnesses  that  they 
were,  at  the  last  election,  tbe  true  friends 
of  the  United  States. 

All  other  persona  are  excluded  for  six 
years  after  the  psssage  of  the  act,  and 
may  then  be  readmitted  to  franchise  by 
petition  to  tbe  Circuit  or  Chancery  Court, 
on  proof  of  loyalty  to  the  United  States, 
in  open  conrt,  upon  testimony  of  two  or 
more  good  loyal  citizens.  Section  foux 
provides  for  the  challenging  of  voters 
and  the  administration  of  the  oath  to  sup- 
port the  constitution  of  the  United  States, 
and  laws  and  proclamations  made  in  pur 
suance  thereof,  and  tbe  amended  consti- 
tution of  Tennessee,  with  the  acts  of  the 
Legislature  in  accordance  therewith.

Negro  Yotingr  in  Florida. 

A  letter  from  Femandina,  Fla.,  in  the 
Boston  Advertiter,  states  that  at  a  late 
election  for  Mayor  in  that  place,  Adolpb 
Mott  was  elected  by  tbe  vote  of  bo^ 
white  and  colored  citizens !  It  had  been 
agreed  upon  in  a  public  meeting  that  col- 
ored men  should  be  allowed  to  vote,  by 
127  ayes  to  24  nays,  and  when  the  dis- 
cussion was  announced,  the  nays,  con- 
sisting entirely  of  old  Breckenridge  dem- 
ocrats, got  up  and  left.  The  interest 
manifested  by  tbe  colored  people  in  the 
result  of  the  election,  was  great.  They 
were  punctually  at.  tbe  polls,  dressed  in 
their  Sunday  attire,  and  appeared  to  re- 
alize the  lull  importance  of  the  steps 
they  were  taking.  Chief  Justice  Chase 
and  party  arriving  there  soon  after,  tbe 
Chief  Justice  administered  the  oath  to  tbe 
Mayor  elect,  an  honor  that  was  highly 
appreciated 

To  this  favolr  must  the  country  come 
at  last.  There  can  be  no  peace  in  this 
democratic  nation,  and  should  be  none 
untd  every  man,  irrespective  of  origin, 
religion  or  color,  enjoy  equal  rights  be- 
fore the  law.

Losa  OF  Lirs  i»  tub  War. — Official 
returns  in  the  War  office  show  that  tbe 
deaths  in  the  army  since  the  war  broke 
out,  so  far  as  heard  from,  with  the  esti- 
mate made  for  those  returns  not  yet  hand- 
ed in,  including  starved  prisoners,  dc, 
will  aggregate  about  three  hundred  and 
twenty  "five  thoutand!  These  are  the 
deaths  onlv.  When  we  estimate  tbe 
wounded  in  tbe  ratio  of  three  for  every 
one  killed — which  is  less  than  the  usual 
average — we  see  at  what  a  fearful  sacri- 
fice ot  life  and  limb  the  nation  has  pre- 
served its  existence. 


Individuality    of     tlie    Armies 
of  the  East  and  West. 

Vrom  the  New  York  World's  Washington  Cor. 
reep3nd<>noe. 

Meade's  army  was  composed  of  tbe 
most  conventional  levies — Sherman's  of 
the  most  individual.  Tbe  army  of  the 
East  was  composed  of  citizens — that  of 
the  West  of  pioneers.  A  gentleman,  so- 
cially ao  called,  would  have  preferred  tbe 
display  of  Meade.  His  men  had  more 
readable  faces,  better  characterization, 
and  wefh  less  wild  and  outre  in  their  ex- 
pression. A  pioneer  would  have  most 
applauded  the  review  of  Sherman,  be- 
cause bis  men  were  hardier,  knottier  and 
wierder.  Meade  represented  tbe  army 
of  the  East,  being  a  graceful  and  accom- 
plished commander. 

Logan,  and  not  Shetman,  was  the 
West  s  representative  soldier.  The  army 
of  the  West  marched,  as  a  rule,  better 
than  the  East,  if  rigid  mathematical  time 
keeping  is  the  teat  of  good  training.  Its 
constituents  were,  in  physiognomy,  just 
tbe  men  lor  dashing  adventures,  prolong- 
ed advances,  and  reckless  fighting;  but 
Meade's  men  bore  the  impress  of  intelli- 
gent patience  like  that  which  sat  before 
Elichmond  for  four  defeated  years,  and 
in  the  end  had  tbe  pluck  to  pass  over  the 
bastions  of  Petersburg.  The  officers  of 
Sherman  were  less  punctilious  in  exter- 
nals than  those  of  Meade.  His  staff-offi- 
cers were  not  so  neatly  garbed,  bis  line- 
officers  were  more  indifferent  to  their 
wardrobe.  The  West  was  the  best  army 
for  a  republic,  tbe  East  for  a  standing  ar- 
my, and  N.  Y.  troops,  generally  speak- 
ing, were  tbe  best  Meade  bad  to  sLow. 
Illinois  troops,  casually  remarked,  were 
the  flower  of  Sherman's  veterans.  The 
absence  of  cavalry,  which  would  quite 
have  embarrassed  Sherman,  so  far  as  the 
spirit  of  bis  entertainment  went,  was 
made  up  of  series  of  contrabands  and 
many  odd  concomitants  in  the  shape  of 
mules,  fowls  and  dogs,  which  the  soldiers 
took  along.  Sherman  bad  less  artillery 
than  Meade.  The  battle-flags  of  both 
were  equally  riddled.  Harmony  pre- 
vailed among  the  partisans  of  both  ar- 
mies. The  country  was  proud  of  them 
all.  Their  deeds  are  alike ;  their  fames 
are  equal ;  their  reviews  were  the  most 
wonderful  panorama  in  American  history.

Grast's  Impkrturbabilitt. — At  a 
recent  meeting  of  the  New  York  Young 
Men's  Christian  Association,  one  of  the 
speakers  related  the  following  character- 
istic anecdote  of  tbe  Lieittenant  General  : 

The  General  was  at  his  quarters,  sur- 
rounded by  members  of  his  staff,  and 
smoking  a  cigar  with  feet  elevated,  when 
a  terrific  explosion  was  heard.  Every 
one  except  the  General  rushed  out  to  as- 
certain the  cause,  whicb  proved  to  be  of 
a  powder  boat  lying  near.  On  the  return 
of  tbe  gentlemen  General  Grant  was  sit- 
ting as  composedly  and  smoking  as  if 
notbinor  had  happened,  and  very  coolly 
replied  to  a  remark  that  he  was  the  most 
imperturbable  man  they  ever  saw,  that 
"military  men  ought  never  to  get  ex- 
cited."

— Secretary  Sunton  dooa  not  intend  to 
allow  liimsclf  to  be  drawn  into  a  new»paper 
lonlroversj  with  Oen.  Sherman.  The  Secre- 
tary teets  conscionii  that  hi«  action  in  the 
Mierman-Johnston  armistice  was  for  the  best 
intcresta  ot  the  country,  and  he  is  content  that 
the  matter  shall  rest  where  it  now  lies,  not- 
^ithstanding  he  has  an  abundance  of  docu- 
mentary evidenco  at  his  command  to  prove 
the  fallacy  of  many  cf  Sherman's  arguments. 
«en.  Sherman,  as  is  well  known,  proclaimed 
peace  from  the  I'otomac  to  the  Rio  Grande. 
Yet,  ni  that  time,  none  knew  better  than  he 
that  two  largo  rebel  armies  wero  still  In  the 
field.  Pick  Taylor's  and  Kirby  Smith's,  besides 
various  lietaclFlents  of  hostile  rebels,  scat- 
tercil  ihronghont  the  sereral  southwestern 
.«tj\tes,  numbering  an  aggregate  of  100,000 
men,  which  Johnston  did  not  even  pretend  to 
•iirrendcr.  In  srdcr  to  chock  a  I  also  impres- 
sion which  waa  rapidly  spreading  tlironghout 
the  country,  Stanton's  disapproval  of  these 
terms  waii  spread  before  the  public  Immedi- 
ately upon  the  receipt  of  the  Sherman  and 
Johnst<in  memorandum.  General  Grant  was 
sent  to  North  Carolina  with  orders  to  relieve 
Sijcrman  should  ho  refuse  to  move  against 
Johnston  immediately. 

—Gen.  Sherman  is  reported  to  have 
made  an  olMiand  speech  at  Washington  after 
the  review,  in  which  ho  gave  his  views  rc- 
sp-'cting  tho  freedom  of  action  an  American 
citizen  is  entitled  to.  Some  one  interrupted 
him  with  the  injulry :  "  How  about  going  to 
Mexico,  General  ?"  "  You  can  go  there  if  you 
like,  and  yon  can  go  there — if  yon  want  to.''

Chargd  to  a  Orand  Jury  in  Geor- 
gia. 


One  of  the  best  signs  among  the  South- 
ern people  is  the  readiness  with  which 
all  parties  acquiesce  in  the  new  order  of 
things  since  the  dispersion  of  their  ar- 
mies, and  counsel  cheerful  obedience  to 
tbo  general  government.  So  nniversal 
is  this  sentiment  that  we  have  yet  to  hear 
of  a  single  instance  of  factious  resistance. 
Judge  O.  A.  Lochrane,  at  the  May  term 
of  the  circuit  court  in  Georgia,  delivered 
a  charge  to  the  grand  jury  of  Bibb  coun- 
ty, from  which  ire  make  extracts  : 

"I  speak  my  honest  convictions  when 
I  say  every  man  must  put  down,  by  ex- 
ample and  by  counsel,  every  motion  ot 
discontent,  producing  bickering,  strife 
and  bloodshed,  and  every  one  be  a  peace 
officer,  acting  on  the  determined  purpose 
that  every  man  who  violates  law,  or  coun- 
sels its  violation,  shall  suffer  the  penalty 
sticb  disorganizer  in  times  like  these 
should  suffer.  This  is  the  love  of  coun- 
try which  I  enjoin  on  you.  Now,  when 
the  war  is  over  and  every  thing  tends  to 
peace,  let  us  have  it  and  go  to  our  peace- 
ful pursuits  in  life.  Some  may  think  that 
liberty  of  speech  has  become  a  mockery, 
if  men  are  not  allowed  to  abuse  and  talk 
as  they  please. 

"This  matter  has  always  in  practice 
been  misunderstood.  The  liberty  of  rea- 
son and  mania  are  no  more  distinct.  The 
madman  does  as  he  pleases,  but  it  does 
not  follow  that  every  sensible  man  may 
act  like  ho  was  mad ;  the  law  restrains 
even  passion.  Vituperative  epithets  on 
public  men  are  not  evidences  of  liberty  of 
speech ;  olTicials  are  representative  men 
embodying  the  dignity  and  representing 
the  power  of  position,  and  the  outpouring 
of  disappointment  and  malice  should  be 
restrained.  Liberty  of  opinion  does  not 
consist  in  conception  ol  bate  which  rankle 
into  crime.  Opinions  ripening  into  acts 
must  be,  in  view  of  law,  pacific,  and  tol- 
erance in  opinion  is  one  of  the  elements 
of  peace ;  men  may  differ,  like  Folybius 
and  Pliny,  upon  every  subject,  moral, 
social,  and  religious,  and  remain,  like 
them,  the  warmest  and  most  devoted 
friends. 

"  When  we  see  tbo  present  condition 
of  our  people,  we  are  forced  to  utter  our 
earnest  conviutiona  against  all  crimina- 
tion and  recrimination.  It  is  not  to  be 
hoped  that  the  teaching,  education  and 
training  of  an  age  can  be  thrown  aside  in 
an  hour,  or  that  a  man  can  shake  off  his 
opinions  like  apples  from  a  tree.  The 
opinions  may  remain  ;  nay,  will  remain. 
The  reason  and  judgment,  however,  of 
the  people,  will  see  the  necessity  ot  sub- 
ordinatmg  them  to  the  crisis.  Ainelio- 
raton  of  condition  may  exist  without  sys- 
tems oi  violence,  and  our  reflections 
teaches  that  liberty  consits  not  ic  ab- 
stractions, but  equalities — equalities  po- 
litical, civil  and  rehgious,  equalities  of 
order,  based  on  the  respect  of  all  aud 
each.  The  practical  must  take  the  place 
of  theory,  and  economy  the  place  of  pol- 
itics. 

"The  Icstitutions  of  the  land  will  be 
re-organizod,  the  constitutions  of  the 
states  changed,  and  in  the  policy  fore- 
shadowed by  the  president  of  the  United 
States  the  masses  of  the  people  will  have 
a  voice  in6xing  and  settling  their  own 
rights  and  destiny.  The  wisdom  of  tho 
heart  and  the  logic  of  necessity  will 
counsel  their  actions.  Tboagh  now  toss- 
ed upon  the  wave,  we  trust  soon  to  see 
the  dove  over  the  waste  of  waters,  com- 
ing with  broken  wing  again  to  shelter  in 
the  ark,  and  the  state,  launching  forth  to 
a  new  destiny,  will  carry  the  freighted 
hopes  and  prayers  of  the  people. 

**  Cleared  for  action  in  the  field  of  in- 
dustry and  enterprise,  Georgia  will  soon 
ruaume  her  position  and  wealth,  and 
prosperity  pour  again  into  her  lap.  The 
nation  is  young.  The  dews  of  its  bab- 
tism  scarce  wet  upon  its  forehead,  and 
we  look  to  a  manly  stride  over  the  troub- 
les of  the  past,  and  an  unwearied  march 
to  prosperity.  Our  fields  will  soon  re- 
sound with  the  hum  of  industry,  our  an- 
vils ring  with  the  music  of  labor,  our 
people  be  won  back  to  peaceful  pursuits 
by  family  asEociations,  and  the  ir  lluence 
of  religion  give  a  new  impetus  to  civiliza- 
tion ;  and  under  tho  inspiration  of  for- 
tune, tbo  nation  plume  itself  and  arch  its 
neck  for  a  flight  to  immortality. 

"Such,  I  trust,  will  be  our  destiny, 
counseled  by  'wisdom,  justice  and  mod- 
eration,^ and  may  God  in  his  infinite  mer- 
cy send  angek  to  lift  every  shadow  from 
our  path  to  the  destiny  that  awaits  us. 
My  prayer  for  tho  country  is  the  invoca- 
tion of  my  heart,  for  you  have  honored 
me,  and  with  Georgia,  I  would  have 
shared  her  glory  ;  I  will  remain  to  share 
her  fate.  To  sit  by  her  sick  bed  is  the 
duty  the  instincts  of  honor  prompt.  To 
counsel  her  for  prosperity  the  instinct  of 
reason  equally  demands.  I  would  be 
untrue  to  duty,  myself  and  yon,  if  I  per- 
mitted pride  to  blend  with  my  counsels, 
or  freeze  the  stream  of  conviction  that 
flows  from  the  inmost  resources  of  my 
soul. 

"I  therefore  counsel, with  all  the  assev- 
eration of  truth,  obedience  to  the  laws 
and  constituted  authorities ;  a  cheerful 
acquiescence  to  the  designs  of  provi- 
dence, and  an  unmurmuring  assent  to 
the  decree  of  fate,  and  by  our  readiness 
to  accept  the  position  God  has  assigned 
us,  illustrate  our  desire  for  the  restora- 
tion of  law,  order  and  government." 


Important     Proclamation     or 

Governor   Brownlow. 

The  following  important  proclamation 
by  the   Governor  has  been  made  public : 

PKOCLAMATION    UTT  THE    GOVBRKOB. 

WiiKUBAS,  A  number  of  highly  re- 
spected and  influential  citizens  of  East- 
ern Tennessee  have  memorialized  the 
Executive  to  issue  this  proclamation, 
calling  upon  returning  Federal  soldiers 
and  citizena  in  that  section  of  the  State, 
to  cease,  "under  a  sense  of  personal  or 
political  wrongs,  ti  resort  to  the  inflction 
of  violence  upon  the  persons  of  others 
who  sympathized  with  the  late  rebellion," 
and  also  to  cease  threats  against  persons 
who  have  returned  under  parole  to  their 
homes,  agreeably  to  the  torsna  accorded 
to  the  armies  of  Lee  and  Johnston  ;  and 
whereas,  the  memorialists  represent  that 
in  "several  instances  attempts  have  been 
made  to  take  the  lives  of  such  persons, 
or  of  men  who  are  understood,  while  re- 
maining at  home,  to  have  been  unfriendly 
to  the  Union,"  and  further,  they  call  for 
"^11  good  citizens  to  refrain  from  acts  of 
lawless  and  personal  violence." 

Now,  therefore,  I,  William  G.  Brown- 
low,  Governor  of  'Tennessee,  do  issue 
this  my  Proclamation,  calling  upon  the 
civil  magistracy  and  the  courts  to  repress 
all  improper  indulgence  of  private  or  po- 
litical revenge ;  and  I  call  upon  aggriev- 
ed citizens  to  apply  for  the  redress  of 
their  wrongs  and  the  punishment  of  any 
parties  who  have  injured  them,  and  are 
guilty  of  offenses  against  the  State  or  na- 
tion, to  the  civil  courts  which  are  now 
open  in  most  parts  of  the  section  where 
the  outi-ages  are  being  perpetrated. 
Should  the  guilty  be  shielded  by  the  cor- 
ruptions of  civil  or  judicial  officers,  or 
justice  to  the  injared  be  refused  by  the 
coutts,  it  will  then  bo  impossible  to  pre- 
vent the  injured  and  oppressed  for  taking 
their  remedies  into  their  own  hands. 

When  the  Federal  soldiers,  who  sur- 
vive, after  an  absence  of  three  yeiufs  of 
hard  fighting,  return  to  their  homes, 
from  which  they  were  driven,  and  find 
their  homes  desolated,  find  that  their  wives 
and  children  have  sunk  into  poverty,  and 
starvation,  or  into  an  untimely  grave,  or 
find  them  in  rags  and  sickness,  crying  for 
bread, — when  these  wan  and  weary  men, 
many  of  them  themselves  crippled  for 
life,  or  reduced  in  health,  with  their  con- 
stitutions broken,  and  their  prospects  in 
life  blasted.  I  am  not  among  those  who 
would  restrain  their  vengeance  against 
their  oppressors,  so  long  as  their  ven- 
geance ia  kept  within  reasonable  bounds, 
and  sought  through  legitimate  chances. 
But  these  agents  in  the  bloody  drama, 
who  were  themselves  unwilling  agents, 
should  be  treated  with  charitable  consid- 
eration ;  and  as  to  them  we  should  drown 
the  recollections  of  the  past  in  the  dark 
waters  of  oblivion,  whiie  these  leaders 
who  notified  Union  men,  at  the  beginning 
of  the  rebellion,  that  but  one  party  could 
hereafter  live  in  Eastern  Tennessee,  and 
drove  them  from  their  homes,  would  act 
•wisely  to  quietly  and  forever  withdraw 
trom  the  country. 

Intelligent,  udluential  men  of  wealth, 
who  instigated  this  rebellion,  who  s?.ized 
and  imprisoned  Union  men,  and  sent 
them  by  hundreds  and  thousands  to  the 
grave,  and  then,  to  crown  their  infamy, 
deprived  their  families  of  all  they  bad, 
and  forfeited  all  right  to  protection  and 
life,  and  merit  the  vigorous  and  undying 
opposition  of  loyal  men.  Still  they  must 
be  punished  in  the  legitimate  way.  And 
in  tne  judgement  of  the  Executive  of  this 
State,  the  disposition  manifested  by  many 
of  our  loyal  citizens  to  shield  from  jus- 
tice the  chief  actors  in  these  revolting 
scenes,  is  cause  of  serious  alarm.  Leni- 
ency, without  a  distinction  between  loyal- 
ty and  treason,  is  more  certain  to  subvert 
the  government  than  is  rebellion  itself. 
Clemency,  at  tbd  sacrifice  of  justice,  is 
the  abandonment  of  government  and  the 
overthrow  of  law  and  order.  The  trea- 
son of  tho  rebellion  is  a  crimu  against 
law,  liberty  and  humanity.  They  who 
are  guilty  of  it  have  forfeited  all  right  to 
citizentjhip,  and  to  life  itself.  Every  field 
of  carnage,  every  rebel  prison,  every 
Union  uian^s  grave,  unite  with  a  violated 
law  and  demand  tlio  penalty,  and  if  the 
courts  do  not  adminibter  it,  an  outraged 
people  will. 

I  call  upon  all  rebel  robbers,  bush- 
whckera  and  guerrillas,  to  cease  their 
wicked  ways  and  betake  themselves  to 
honest  pursuits. 

I  call  upon  ail  rebels  who  have  stolen 
horses,  mules,  cattle,  and  other  property 
and  have  comiiiitted  other  outrages  up- 
on Union  men  or  Union  families,  forth- 
with to  restore  the  stolen  property  to  all 
its  true  owners,  aud  to  make  reparation 
to  all  loyal  men  for  the  wrongs  they  have 
done  them  and  their  appreased  families. 
I  call  upon  those  who  have  carried  off 
the  money  archieves  and  property  of  the 
State,  aud  the  property  of  railroad  com- 
panies, to  forthwith  return  all  they  took 
away,  or  these  ollenders  will  have  no  rest 
while  I  am  in  office.  And  I  warn  all  who 
refuse  to  return  the  property,  or  make  a 
just  reparation,  to  leave  the  State,  or  re- 
main outside  of  her  borders. 

And  I  call  upon  all  returning  rebel  sol- 
diers to  cease  their  threats  of  violence, 
such  as,  that  they  arc  not  whipped,  and 
are  only  resting  with  a  purpose  to  fight 
again.  Such  threats  can  only  brini;  on 
trouble,  and  result  in  the  shedding  of 
blood. 

In  testimony  thereof,  I  have  hereunto  set 
my  hand,  and  caused  tbo  Great  Seal 
of  the  State  to  be  affixed,  at  the  De- 
partment, in  Nashville,  on  this,  the 
thirtieth  day  of  May,  Anno  Domini, 
one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  sixty- 
five.

J.  iluntlngton  Walcott,  Esq : 

Vienna,  April  25,  1865,—%  Dear 
Sir — Pray  have  the  kindness  to  receive 
the  enclosed  check  aa  a  small  contribu- 
tion to  the  noblest  of  charities,  the 
United  States  Sanitary  Commission . 

I  wish  that  it  was  in  my  power  to  send 
a  larger  sum,  for  the  unparalleled  gene- 
rosity and  self-sacrifice  of  the  whole 
American  people  throughout  the  great 
struggle,  makes  me  ashamed  to  give  so 
little  and  <Iu  so  little. 

We  may  all  congratulate  ourselves  that 
this  crowning  victory  of  Grant  has  at 
last  annihilated  tho  rebellion.

Charles  Snmner  on  Neffro  Suf- 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  the 
eulogy  on  the  late  President,  delivered 
in  Bcstou,  on  June  Ist,  by  Charles  Sum- 
ner: 

"There  can  be  no  question  here  wheth- 
er a  State  is  in  the  Union  or  out  of  it. 
This  is  but  a  phrase  on  which  discussion 
is  useless.  Look  at  the  actual  fact.  Here 
all  will  agree.  The  old  governments  are 
vacated,  and  this  is  enough.  Until  the 
whole  body  o<  loyal  people  have  set  up  a 
government,  all  is  under  the  national  au- 
thority, acting  by  the  Executive  or  by 
Congiess ;  and  since  the  Constitution, 
even  without  the  injunction  of  the  Dec- 
laration of  Independence,  knows  nothing 
of  color,  it  is  the  obvious  duty  of  the 
National  authority  to  protect  all  loyal 
people  against  any  denial  of  rights  on 
this  pretention.  Already  it  has  under- 
taken to  say  that  certain  persons  shall 
not  vote.  Surely  the  same  authority 
which  may  limit  the  electoral  law  of  slav- 
ery may  enlarge  it.  If  the  National  au- 
thority can  do  anything  about  elections  ; 
if  it  can  order  an  election  ;  if  it  can  reg- 
ulate an  election ;  if  it  can  exclude  a 
traitor  who  is  still  at  large,  it  can  admit  a 
loyalist  whose  ooiy  incapacity  is  his  skin. 

The  colored  sufTrage  is  now  a  neces- 
sity. But  beyond  this,  in  making  it  an 
essential  condition  of  the  restoration  of 
rebel  States  to  the  Union,  we  follow, 
first,  the  law  of  reason  and  of  nature, 
and  secondly,  the  Constitution,  not  only 
in  it«  text,  but  as  interpreted  by  the 
Declaration  of  Independence.  By  rea- 
son and  nature  there  can  be  no  denial  of 
rights  on  account  of  color ;  and  we  can 
do  nothing  which  is  thus  irrational  and 
unnatural.  By  the  Constitution  it  is 
stipulated  that  the  "  United  States  shall 
guarantee  to  every  State  a  republican 
form  of  government  ;^'  but  the  meaning 
of  this  guaranty  must  be  found  in  the 
Declaration  of  Independence,  which  is 
the  controlling  preamble  of  the  Consti- 
tution. Beyond  all  question  tho  United 
States,  when  called  on  to  enforce  this 
guaranty,  must  insist  on  the  ecjuality  of 
all  men  before  the  law,  and  the  consent 
ot  the  governed.  Such  is  the  true  idea 
of  a  Republican  government  according 
to  American  institutions. 

1  he  slavemasters,  driven  from  their 
first  intrenchments,  already  occupy  inner 
defenseP|.  Property  in  man  Is  abandoned  ; 
but  they  now  insist  that  colored  persons 
shall  not  enjoy  political  rights.  Liberty 
has  been  won.  The  battle  for  Equality 
is  still  pending.  And  now  a  new  compro- 
mise is  proposed,  by  which  colored  per- 
sons are  to  be  sacrificed  in  the  name  of 
State  Rights.  It  is  sad  that  it  should  be 
so.  But  I  do  not  despair.  Tha  cause 
may  be  delayed ;  but  it  cannot  be  lost ; 
and  all  who  set  themselves  against  it  will 
be  overborne ;  for  it  is  the  cause  of  Hu- 
manity. Not  the  rich  and  proud,  but 
the  poor  and  lowly,  will  be  tho  favorites 
of  an  enfranchised  Republic.  The  words 
uf  the  prophet  will  be  fulfilled ;  '  'and  I 
will  punish  the  people  for  their  evil,  and 
the  wicked  for  their  iniquity,  and  I  will 
cause  the  arrogance  of  the  proud  to  cease, 
and  I  will  lay  low  the  haughtiiiess  of  the 
terrible.     I  will  M4KR  a  man  moku  pkk-

"Hangman"    Foote. 

II.  S.  Foote  finds  no  peace  in  Canada, 
his  soubriquet  of  " Hangman"  having 
reached  tba  provinces  before  him.  He 
thus  writes  about  the  matter : 

The  epithet  of  "Hangman"  Foote  I 
confe.'s  is  not  at  all  new.  I  received  the 
appellation  fifleen  years  ago,  because  of 
a  very  fooliah  and  inconsiderate  speech 
which  1  made  in  the  United  States  Senate, 
in  response  to  a  very  courteous  and 
eloquent  one  delivered  by  Mr.  Hale, 
of  New  Hampshire,  in  denuncia- 
tion of  the  system  of  negro  slavery  in 
the  South.  I  confess  that  I  was  so  un- 
pailiamentary  as  to  say  on  that  occasion 
that  be  deserved  to  be  hanged  for  using 
such  language  as  he  then  uttered.  In- 
deed, I  may,  in  reply,  have  employed 
language  of  a  direutly  menacing  charac- 
ter. Let  me  declare  to  you  now  though, 
in  all  frankness,  that  I  was  heartily 
ashamed  of  having  used  such  language 
immediately  after  I  had  done  so,  and  that 
I  seized  an  early  opportunity  of  making 
formal  atonement  for  m^  fault,  in  open 
Senate,  and  in  the  hearing  of  the  coun- 
try, which  formal  atonem  >nt  waa  repeat- 
ed on  more  than  one  occasion.  Still  I 
must  confess  that  I  can  scarcely  blame 
any  one  for  applying  to  me  an  epithet 
which,  it  is  evident,  I  did  so  much  to  jus- 
tify ;  and  if  you  and  other  controllers  of 
the  public  press  still  think  that  tli  i  offense 
which  I  committed  on  the  occasion  refer- 
red to,  is  really  cf  an  inexpiable  nature, 
I  will  have,  with  as  good  a  grace  as  prac- 
ticable, to  submit  to  wear  this  terrible 
shirt  of  Nessus  for  the  remainder  of  my 
Ufe.

"It  is 
beginning,"  says  the  London  Time*,  "to  be  a 
frequent  occurrence  lUr  forty  or  fl  fly  hands  lo 
leave  at  every  pay  day  from  the  principal  iron 
and  coal  works  of  the  district."  This  is  the 
most  valuable  class  of  emigrants  that  reach 
oar  thores,  nnd  wo  may  well  ba  glad  to  wel- 
come them  to  a  free  country.

The  Association  hnTinf 
tho  matter  in  charge,  resolved  to  mvitt 
the  public  soboolj  of  the  country  to  con- 
tribute to  the  fund,  and  Hon.  Newtoc 
Bateman,  Superintendent  of  Public  In- 
struction in  Illinois,  has  issued  a  Circular 
to  the  public  icbools  of  tha  United  States, 
H;iiking  their  co-operation.  It  is  designee 
to  have  contributions  taken  up  in  tht- 
schools  as  early  in  the  month  as  possible^ 
Mr.  Bateman  gives  the  following  infcr- 
iu.ition : 

The  honor  of  the  State  of  Illinois  is  pledireil 
for  the  faithful  application  of  every  dollar 
••ontributed  to  this  sacred  fun«t,  ia  accordance 
with  the  wishes  of  the  donor*.  Hi*  Exccl- 
lencv,  Richard  J.  OBle«by,  the  GoTemor  ol 
the  'state,  is  President  of  tho  Association : 
Hon.  Jamc*  II.  Bevendge,  State  Treasurer,  ik 
the  Trciisurcr  of  the  Asuociation:  and  iLe 
other  State  offlcers  are  members.  TLs  other 
coriKirators  are  among  ths  mottdititingaiaheil 
kitizens of  the  State.  In  addition  to  this,  the 
Association  is  a  corporate  body,  haviugorgan- 
i»ed  in  strict  conformity  with  the  forms  ot 
law,  and  the  Treasurer'  is  under  adequate 
btmds  for  the  taitbful  discharge  ot  his  dutiM. 

These  particulars  are  given  because  all  wh<' 
cojitribute  have  a  rijjht  to  know  to  whom  the 
money  i*  paid,  and  what  are  the  gasranteoii 
that  it  will  be  appropriated  with  scrupulouit 
fidelity  and  honor.

The  Schools  of  each  Sute,  County,  City,

i.  What  can  be  done  to  improve  the  coa- 
dition  ot  fhe  school  houses  of  the  State ; 

6.  What  measures  should  be  inaugurated 
for  arousing  public  attention  to  the  present 
condiiion  of  our  Common  Schools  ?

A  Bit  of  IlUtory. 

The  Atlanta  (Ga.)  Jntelliffenoer  says 
the  British  Government  came  so  near  rec- 
ognizing the  Southern  Confederacy  at 
one  lime,  that  Mason,  thu  rebel  agent, 
was  notified  that  be  would  be  received  in 
his  diplomatic  character  at  London  on  a 
certain  day.  Two  days  in  advance  of 
the  time  named  for  the  reception,  Mr. 
Mason  repaired  to  London  to  await  tie 
summons  that  was  to  usher  in  the  coveted 
interview.  Tho  day  passed,  however, 
and  no  usher  appeared  to  introduce  or 
convey  Mr.  Mason  to  the  British  Minis- 
ter's presence.  Another  passed,  and  he 
was  still  neglected  ;  snd  yet  another,  with 
the  same  mortifying  result.  Mr.  Maion 
informed  his  friends  at  court  of  hia  dis- 
appointment, when  an  otiic...!  cf  the  Gov- 
ernment tendered  tho  loUowing  »p- 
pology :  ©K 

'That  the  invitation  given  Mr.  Masot: 
to  visit  London  and  have  an  interview 
with  the  Miniittcr,  and  at  the  time  speci- 
Ged,  was  given  in  good  faith,  but  on  the 
day  preceding,  a  deputation  representing 
the  united  cotton  inanulacturing  interests 
of  Great  Britain  bad  been  granted  an  au- 
dience, durirg  which  they  protested 
against  the  recognition  of  the  Southern 
Confederacy  by  that  goveinmenc  then  or 
in  the  future.  That  then  England  was 
on  the  verge  of  bankruptcy,  owing  to  the 
vast  accumulation  of  manufactured  goods 
of  every  description,  and  stored  away  in 
every  warehouse  almost  in  the  kingdom, 
amounting  to  a  supply  sufficient  for  two 
years'  demand,  besides  enoagb  of  the  raw 
material  on  hand  to  last  them  for  at  least 
two  years  more. 

That  if  the  war  continued,  England 
would  be  saved  from  general  bankruptcy, 
and  uolhirg  else  could  save  her.  That 
even  if  the  South  were  conquered,  sla- 
very abolished,  and  the  labor  to  grow  the 
•taple  withdrawn  from  it  entirely,  it 
would  be  better  for  England  and  for  its 
manufacturing  interests.  The  former 
could  vigorously  encourage  the  growth  of 
the  staple  in  her  luast  India  posseationa, 
and  the  latter  could  have  time  to  get  off 
their  accumulated  stock  of  goods,  to 
manufacture  their  raw  material  then  on 
hand,  and  to  prepare  their  machinery  for 
the  manufacture  in  future  of  the  coarser 
East  India  staple.  The  facts  and  the  ar- 
gument prevailed.  The  British  minister 
was  sorry,  very  sorry,  but  Mr.  Mason 
could  not  be  received,  and  the  Southern 
Confederacy  must  tike  care  of  itself."

— George  Augusta  Sala,  in  a  letter 
firom  Paris,  says :  "  The  latest  French  bonnet 
is  like  Hudibras'  story  of  the  bear  and  the 
i!dd!« — begun  and  broke  off  in  the  middle.

and  the  dress  is  looped  np  in  front  to  show 
the  boots,  audit  is  to  be  presumed, to  prevent 
the  fair  wearer  tripping  herself  at  every  sec- 
ond pace  or  so."

United  States  Judge  for  the  Eastern  District 
of  Virginia,  and  who  was  elected  to  the  Uni- 
ted States  Senate  last  winter,  Is  very  empha- 
tic in  his  views  as  to  the  policy  of  reconstrnc- 
ling  the  rebel  States.

— The  Now  Tork  World  argues  that 
the  trial  of  Davis  should  net  be  held  before 
an  inferior  court,  but  before  tho  Supreme 
Court  of  tho  country. 

— The  crazy  German  who  had  been 
writing  letters  to  President  Johnson,  baa  been 
placed  in  the  insane  asylum.

Alao  to  puicbaae 
implement*  and  machinery,  and  engage  compe- 
tent perton*  lo  *uperintcnd  the  Inauguration  of 
all  brandies  of  the  great  work  following  the 
ooonpancy  of  oountry,  gueh  a*  the  laying  out  a 
town,  and  the  diaiributlou  p.  interest^  therein, 
»v*tematlilug  labor,  developing  the  god  and 
illvor  rloiio*  of  the  rsglen,  eneoaraging  agricul- 
ture and  the  mechanic*,  and  generally  to  iosure 
■uec*as  and  walfare  to  thoie  who  engage  in  tho 
enterprise. 

The  fruitful  result*  of  three  year*  devotion  to 
the  explonitloB  and  settlement  of  the  mountain 
country  of  the  Northwest,  convinces  mo  of  the 
entire  practicability  of  this  project. 

The  rtchueas  and  magical  growth  of  Bannock 
and  Virginia  Qltlea,  and  ihe  development  of  other 
mining  point*  on  the  ]<a*t  aide  of  the  Kocky 
Mountains  within  the  boundaries  of  this  new 
territory,  among  the  loundera  of  which  were 
member*  of  my  first  party  Iu  isfli,  are  facts  prob- 
ably well  enough  snuwn  to  a.

once  permitted  to  dig  In  their  grounds,  they  (the 
Indians)  would  loon  h>4  crowded  out  by  a  groat 
army  of  miner*.  Small  parties  have  tried  it, 
making  valueabledibcoveri.-s,  but  could  not  main- 
tain their  foothold. 

General  Bully  i*  now  oa  thA  march  there,  by 
way  of  the  Black  ULls,  with  a  lino  mlliUry  force, 
to  be  garrisoned  aomewh,*reon  the  leliowstune, 
and  we  shall  come  in  to  co-operate.  With  the 
strength  of  our  party,  which  will  be  organized 
and  conducted  as  near  as  practicable  on  a  militarv 
ba^I*.  we  *hall  encouniur  no  obstacle  of  mom.ut, 
and  the  prlie  Uoue  woithy  of  euthusiat tic  en- 
deavor* to  soour*. 

The  Capital,  of  aooh  an  organiiatlon  consists 
neoessarily  In  It*  concert  of  action,  the  eluments 
of  industry  emoudied  in  the  party,  and  in  the
